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The Story of the Cat 
In Museum Exhibit 


The story of the cat—venerated in 
Ancient Egypt, respected in the Ori- 
ent, feared in the age of witchcraft, 
sentimentalized in the Victorian era, 
and now viewed with mixed emotions 
— is told in the art of many coun- 
tries in many ages, collected by The 
Cooper Union Museum, New York 
City, for its exhibition “Nine Lives: 
The Tale of the Cat in Art and His- 
tory”, February 24 to April 2. 

The exhibition’s nearly 300 cat 
studies, in every medium — stone, 
ceramics, metals, paintings, prints, 
textiles and jewelry — have been ar- 
ranged by historical chronology. The 
cases of Egyptian material contain 
a number of representations of the 
cat as the Goddess Beast, goddess of 
love, pictured sometimes with a cat's 
head and sometimes fully in cat 
form. Ancient Egyptians also con- 
sidered cats to be sacred animals or 
at least as highly respected pets. 
Customarily they were decorated 
with gold earrings and often were 
mummified. 

The Oriental materials in the ex- 
hibition include a 12th century Japan- 
ese painting on silk which is the 
first cat pictured in the Zen Buddhist 
religion, Chinese porcelains, and 
Japanese color prints by Kiosai, Uta- 
mare and Hiroshige. Oriental use of 
the cat in ornaments of ivory, jade, 
bronze, and in the fashioning of 
girdle ornaments, incense burners 
and other househotd articles is illus- 
trated in this section of the exhibi- 
tion. Bestiaries, ancient textbooks 
of natural history, include the Persi- 
an bestiary called Manaff al-Haga- 
wan and the Lincoln 12th century 
English bestiary, both valued at 
many thousands of dollars. 

Another section of the exhibition 
is devoted to cat superstituions, 
which had their beginning in medi- 
eval Germany and the worship of 
Freya, whose chariot supposedly was 
drawn by cats. With the spread of

Christianity, Freya and her cats fell 
into disrepute as pagans and finally 
became associated with witchcraft. 
The concept of the cat as the witch’s 
Curipasion spread throughout Eu- 
rope, and survives to our own day in 
Halloween associations. 

The cat did not completely recover 
her reputation until the Victorian 
era, when coy and fluffy kittens 
were often pictured on sentimental 
Christmas cards, in Currier & Ives 
prints, in wall papers, women’s wear- 
ing apparel, and in such illustrated 
stories as “The Three Little Kittens”. 

Many famous artists have painted 
or drawn the cat, and included in the 
show is Durer’s woodcut of Adam 
and Eve with a cat at their feet, 
satirical prints by Hogarth, Rowland- 
son and Daumier, Goya, Monet and 
vegas. Winslow Homer’s only known 
sketch of a cat, ana an original draw- 
ing by Beatrix Potter for the child- 
ven’s book, “The ‘Tailor of Glouces- 
ier,’ borrowed from the Tate 
Gallery in London and being shown 
for the first time in America. 

A section of the exhibition is de- 
voted to the cat in folk art, and con- 
tains American primitive paintings, 
Pennsylvania Dutch wood carvings, 
embroidery, etc. Other collections 
have been made of ceramics (Bow, 
Chelsea, Staffordshire and Delft) 
and of jewelry ranging from a 
Georgian piece with rose diamonds, 
rubies and Oriental pearls to modern 
jewelry from Fifth Avenue jewevers. 

Among modern artists with work 
included are Zorach, John Flanagan, 
Agnes Tait, Wanda Gag, Carl Wal- 
ter, Peggy Bacon, and Christina Mal- 
man. 

Contemporary paintings include a 
canvas by Godfried Mind of Switzer- 
land, called the “Raphael of Cats”, 
and a semi-abstraction by Peter Busa 
symbolizing the cat in ancient Indian 
civilization. Other notable modern 
pieces include a Steuben plate by 
Noguchi, a bronze by Jane Poupelet, 
and a textile design by James Mason, 
the English actor. 

The exhibition was prepared and 
displayed by Miss Alleine Dodge and

Memorabilia to Museum 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 11, 1949. 
Rave relics of Nepalese Buddhism — 
such as temple lamps of bronze fili- 
gree, a pedestal lamp of rock crys- 
tal, and a Buddha figurine of cast 
brass — have been transferred by 
President Truman to the Smithsonian 
Institution. 


They were gifts to the President 
from the Government of Nepal in ap- 
preciation for courtesies shown in 
Washington to trade envoys of that 
forbidden land who came here after 
the war. 

Nepal is the home land of the 
Ghurkas, whose curved throwing 
knife, the kukri, is well known to the 
American collector. 

Long a closed country to foreigners 
—even more so than Tibet, which is 
its neighbor on the north—Nepal has 
recently opened its doors, however, 
to an American scientific expedition 
sponsored jointly by the National 
Geographic Society, the Smithsonian 
Institution, and Yale University. This 
expedition will be concerned primari- 
ly with biological collections. 

The religious objects presented to 
the Smithsonian by President Tru- 
man are of exquisite workmanship 
and from an important addition to 
the National Museum’s ethnological 
collection.

Indonesian Art Exhibit 


A special exhibition of art from 
the Indonesian archipelago which 
embraces a fifth of the world’s sur- 
face ranging from the Malay Penin- 
sula to Australia is to be shown at 
the Art Institute of Chicago from 
February 16 through March 31. 
Dating back to the seventh century, 
the exhibition includes sculpture 
from the high levels of Indo-Javan- 
ese civilization to primitive works 
from the jungles of savage new 
Guinea. 

Striking examples from Java, 
where flourished the highest culture 
in this area during the 7th to 10th 
century, are a carved head of Buddha, 
a stone statue of Ganeca, elephant- 
headed god of wisdom, and a monu- 
mentally conceived bronze, though 
only three-and-one-half inches. in 
height, of the goddess Tara. 

The sculpture, jewelry, textiles, 
baskets, weapons, masks, puppets, 
wood-carvings, paintings and _ bead- 
work show the utmost diversity of 
technique and esthetic accomplish- 
ment. Many of the objects used in 
pagan religious rituals, like the two 
extraordinary medicine men’s staffs 
from Sumatra, carved in a_ solid 
composition of tiny human and ani- 
mal figures, cannot fail to arouse un- 
comfortable speculations about the 
ceremonies in which they were used. 
Articles of personal adornment ac- 
count for a large part of the exhibit 
and include elaborate gold jewelry 
and huge ear ornaments which were 
twisted into the head coverings to 
support their excessive weight. In- 
tricate fabrics in a variety of tech- 
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niques, rich colors and ingenious de- 
signs range from bark cloth of the 
Humboldt Bay Region in New Guinea 
to batiks and ikats from Java and 
Bali. Still another highlight of the 
exhibition are the sculptured handles 
of the Kris, a long knife from Suma- 
tra, which are carved in wood or 
ivory usually in the shape of a styliz- 
ed bird. 

The primitive works with their 
complicated abstract designs, exag- 
gerated forms and bold use of color 
will find appreciative reception 
among enthusiasts of modern art 
who will readily recognize the simi- 
larity of artistic intent between a 
Modigliani, Picasso or Klee and a 
Bushman of Borneo. 

This exhibition, so replete with in- 
teresting sections of ancient Indon- 
esian cultures also contains bright 
and charming paintings by contem- 
porary artists of Bali, painted in a 
mixture of Oriental and Western 
primitive styles.

Historical Record of 
the Purchase of 


Manhattan Island 


The Museum of the City of New 
York recently installed an exhibit en- 
titled “Four Earliest Records of New 
Amsterdam” Lent by the General Gov- 
ernment Archives, The Hague. 


Of major interest is the letter by 
Peter Schaghen, deputy in the States- 
General from the States of Holland 
and West Friesland, written on Nov- 
ember 5, 1626, from Amsterdam to the 
States-General, in session at The 
Hague. This letter containing the 
only known reference to the purchase 
of Manhattan Island from the Indians, 
has never before been seen in this 
country, and is being shown at this 
time with the cooperation of the 
Dutch Government. It is amusing to 
note that the famed purchase of Man- 
hattan Island for the equivalent of 
$24—is mentioned casually, while em- 
phasis is laid on the cargo of the ship. 
Schaghen simply says: “Their women 
(the colonists), also, have borne chil- 
dren there, and they have bought the 
island Manhattes from the wild men 
for the value of sixty guilders. It is 
11,000 morgens (2% acres of land) in 
extent.” 

The second item of importance is an 
exquisitely fresh watercolor drawing, 
probably by Vinckeboons, showing 
“New Amsterdam now New York on 
the Island of Man (hattan)” and 
known as The Prototype View. The 
date depicted is 1650-3. ° This is the 
finest and most important contem- 
porary view of New Amsterdam, 
taken from the East River, it includes 
the southern end of Manhattan Island 
to a point on the west shore somewhat 
north of the present Rector Street and 
on the east shore to within a short 
distance of Coenties Slip. The most 
conspicuous feature of the view is 
The Fort within which are the church, 
the Governor’s house, the barracks, 
the storehouse or officers’ quarters, 
and the “gevangenhuys” or jail. In 
the center foreground is seen the little 
wooden wharf erected at Schreyer’s 
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Hook by Peter Stuyvesant in 1648-9 
close to which are the crane and the 
“gallows.” The latter, although so- 
named on some of the early views, was 
more likely used in connection with 
the weighing or display of merchan- 
dise, as in these early times the 
“Strand” in the vicinity of the land- 
ing place was the common meeting 
place for barter and gossip. The 
windmill, near the extreme left of the 
view, was erected prior to August 
1628. The first building in the fore- 
ground at the extreme right of the 
view is the Stadt Herbergh (City 
Tavern) at the present 71 to 73 Pear! 
Street, which in 1653 was converted 
into the Stadt Huys or City Hall. 
The other two items in the exhibit 
are manuscript maps of 1614 and 1616. 
In the spring of 1614 Adriaen Block, 
in his ship “Onrust” (the first boat 
built on Manhattan Island), sailed 
“through Hellegat (East River) into 
the great bay (long Island Sound) and 
explored all the places thereabout.” 
It was on this voyage that he com- 
pleted the survey for this map on 
which Manhattan first appears as an 
island. The second map known as 
that of Cornelis Hendricks, records 
the earliest survey work done inland 
in the vicinity of Manhattan Island.

Wisconsin tourists have a valuable 
guide in this listing, Walter Bubbert, 
chairman of the sub-committee on 
museums suggests. Each city, vil- 
lage, hamlet, and historical settle- 
ment is given with a complete list of 
the museums found in each place.

steam apparatus, in the body of the 
vessel. 

In 1755, James Watt developed a 
steam locomotive and the first rail 
in the world was laid at Sheffield, 
England, in 1776. 

The first invention of Richard 
Trevethick, inventor of the bicycle, 
was a steam pump for deep mining. 
On Christmas Eve, 1891, he ran pub- 
licly his invention, the steam carri- 


age. 

.* 1769, Nicholas Joseph Cugnot 
built his artillery tractor the same 
year Watt took out his patent. 

In 1781, Jonathan Hornblower 
patented a two-cylinder engine. 

In 1786, Oliver Evans requested 
the sole right to use a wagon propel- 
led by steam on the highways and 
the State of Maryland granted this 
request, provided the contraption 
would harm. no one. 

December 3, 1787, James (Crazy) 
Rumsey, born in Cecil County, Mary- 
land, applied the power of steam to 
his invention of 1784, and successful- 
ly operated his boat by taking water 
in at the bow and expelling it with 
great force at the stern. George 
Washington said of him, after wit- 
nessing the demonstration in 1784, 
“I do give it as my opinion, although 
I had little faith before that he dis- 
covered the art of propelling boats 
by mechanism and small manual as- 
sistance against rapid currents.” 
Benjamin Franklin also encouraged 
this almost forgotten inventor. 

October 14, 1788, Symington’s ves- 
sel, steam engined, was launched on 
Dalsinton Loch. 

Steam in the 19th century caused 
an unceasing modification of the 
conditions on shore as well as those 
who toiled at sea, demanding a dif- 
ferent type of men from those who 
floated leisurely in the “wooden 
tubs”, as wind and weather permit- 
ted. In the sailing-ship individual 
bravery and smartness had immense 
scope for display and men and storm 
fought for mastery in the giddy 
heights where topmasts’ bent under 
the strain like coachman’s whips. 

Aboard the steamship there was no 
need for such men and thoughtful, 
cautious navigators, who contrived 
to solve the secret of the “doldrums” 
and hurricanes, instead of battling 
against them, were in demand. In 
1812, “Henery” Bell, often called 
“Father of Steam Navigation in 
Great Britain”, built the. Comet, a 
80-ton vessel with side paddle wheels. 

This same year, and in 41826,

Stephen Van Renssalaer was granted 
a New York charter to build the Mo- 
hawk and Hudson-Line between Al- 
bany and Schenectady, which was 
completed in 1831, the DeWitt Clin- 
ton making record speed of 40 m.p.h. 
between Albany and Schenectady. 

In 1809, Nicholas Roosevelt, grand- 
uncle of “Teddy”, built the steamboat 
New Orleans in Pittsburgh, Penna., 
and set out from there to New Or- 
leans. 

In 1800, Phineas Crowther, built an 
engine with the flywheel above the 
piston and ro beam. 

In 1801 the Rev. Edward Cart- 
wright took out a patent for a port- 
able engine in England. 

David Gordon’s steam carriage 
patented 1824 had mechanical legs to 
imitate the action of horse’s feet. 

In 1826, Col. John Stevens of New 
Jersey is said to have run the first 
steam engine on rails in the United 
States on a private track in Hoboken. 

In 1850, Stephenson completed his 
famous “Rocket” which is considered 
the father of all steam locomotives 
and was to pull the first passenger 
train in the world on the L. & M. 
Railroad. Some historians do not give 
him complete credit for the Rocket 
but agree mostly that he knew good 
ideas ‘when he found them and had 
ability to make use of the inventions 
of others. 

The New York American of March 
11, 1830, devoted the entire front 
page to the account of tests of the 
L. & M. Railroad. 

Steam was used for transportation 
on water, however, before it was 
adapted to land vehicles. The first 
steamboat was Newcomen’s_ and 
Watts. 

In 1856, Robert Dudgeon invented 
a steam road wagon which was ex- 
hibited in the Crystal Palace Exhibi- 
tion and was destroyed by fire when 
the palace burned. The wheels were 
of solid segments of cedar with iron 
flanges and tires. It carried 60 gal- 
lons of water under the seat. How- 
ever the steam-wagon was used only 
as a motor, the carriage being coup- 
led on behind to carry passengers. 

An invention which has given a 
greater impetus to engineering skill 
than any other mechanical device is 
the steam-hammer. The _ inventor, 
James Nasmyth, was born in 1808, 
in Edinburgh, Scotland. Some time 
in the 14th century, a branch of the 
family settled near Hamilton in 
Lanarkshire and from this source the 
descent is traced. Mechanical ingen- 
uity formed a distinguishing feature 
in this family for more than 200 
years. When the Nasmyths or Nae- 
smyths lost their holdings in that 


‘district due to their adherence to the 


cause of the Covenanters, they moved 
to Edinburgh. From _§ great-great- 
grandfather down to grandson came 
the building and architectural busi- 
ness to which Michael Naesmyth suc- 
ceeded to in 1751. Among the houses 
erected in Edinburgh by these build- 
ers was the house in which Sir Wal- 
ter Scott spent his boyhood. At the 
death of Michael, he left two sons, 
the younger of whom, Alexander, be-

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CIRCUSES AND COLLECTORS 


By A. MORTON SMITH 


Most collectors of circusiana soon- 
er or later resort to specialization to 
avert an acute space problem as their 
accumulations grow and to concen- 
trate on securing greater rarities. 

Some of them devise a plan of col- 
lecting only certain items such as 
route books or programs, or perhaps 
pictorial posters of as many differ- 
ent circuses through the years as 
may be available. And some cvilec- 
tors decide to limit their collections 
to items representative of only one 
or several circuses. 

As might be expected, the collec- 
tor usually selects for specialization, 
shows with which he is familiar and 
which he has seen in action through 
the years. Therefore, few collectors 
now in their teens are interested in 
John Robinson, Sells-Floto or Sparks 
circuses, since these titles were re- 
tired from the road before the col- 
lectors were old enough to know the 
meaning of the word circus. 

And by the same token, few col- 
lectors who are not of middle age or 
past, revel in items having to do 
with the Adam Forepaugh, Sells 
Bros. or Great Wallace shows, which 
were touring aggregations in the 90’s 
and for a few years after the turn of 
the century. 

Most popular show with specialists 
in the field of circusiana collecting is 
the Ringling Brothers and Barnum 
& Bailey Circus, which is not sup- 
prising. For it is not only the larg- 
est of the big top aggregations on 
the road today, but it also represents 
a combination, effected in 1919, of 
two of the greatest circuses of all 
time in America, whose histories date

back to 1871, when the P. T. Barnum 
show was launched, and to 1884, 
when the Ringling brothers began 
their circus career. The show, there- 
fore, is familiar to collectors of all 


ages. 

In this field of specialization, there 
seems to be a very definite line 
drawn between railroad and motor- 
ized circuses, with the former having 
quite an edge over their rivals 
among collectors. 

There are, perhaps, several rea- 
sons for the popularity of the railroad 
show over its highway traveling 
prototype. The railroad show re- 
tains that interesting early morning 
attraction, the unloading procedure, 
which continues to bring hundreds of 
circus fans to the runs in cities and 
towns at the break of dawn. 

As a general rule, the railroad 
circus is larger than the motorized 
circus and represents a larger in- 
vestment of money in equipment and 
performers, due to the necessity of 
playing larger cities and towns over 
a greater territory than the motor- 
ized circus requires. 

The larger the circus, the greater 
number of ccllection pieces it affords 
the collector. Many of the small 
circuses depend upon stock posters, 
stock heralds and couriers, and other 
advertising pieces, which may be 
purchased at much lower cost than 
especially prepared material. Fur- 
thermore, few of the motorized cir- 
cuses offer souvenir programs or 
publish illustrated route books. 

Still another reason why the small 
circus does not have the popularity 
of its larger rivals with collectors, is 
the fact that its itinerary is more 
limited and fewer collectors make 
personal contact with it. 

For example, one of the best of the 
smaller circuses on the road today, is 
also the second cldest in circusdom. 
Nevertheless, it is little known, per- 
sonally, to collectors over the coun- 
try by reason of the fact that year 
after year for more than half a cen- 
tury, its route has covered portions 
of not more than a dozen states in 
one comparatively small section of 
the country. 

Because of these considerations, 
Cole Brothers Circus is second in 
popularity to Ringling Brothers and 
Barnum & Bailey Circus among col- 
lectors. It is the second largest cir- 
cus on the road, has been afield 15 
years, and has traveled from coast 


because of their scarcity 
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to coast, playing most of the largest 
cities and many more of the smaller 
cities and towns than any of its ri- 
vals. 

In third place are the two other 
railroad circuses on tour today, both 
of whose itineraries annually cover a 
large section of the country-——Dailey 
Brothers and Clyde Beatty circuses. 
The latter gains additional prestige 
among collectors because of Beatty’s 
personal popularity, not only as a 
subjugator of wild animals, but as a 
motion picture actor as well. 

Among the collectors, whose mem- 
ories of circuses date back three de- 
cades or more, there remains an in- 
terest in the other great railroad 
shows of those years, John Robin- 
son, Sells-Floto, Hagenbeck-Wallace, 
Sparks, and Al G. Barnes, which were 
particularly popular during the per- 
iod from 1910 to 1930, with the John 
Robinson’s show history dating back 
to civil war days and earlier. 

There are much fewer collectors 
who go in for items of the Adam 
Forepaugh, Sells Brothers, Great 
Wallace and other circuses of the 
90’s, but these 1tems are in greater 
demand than those of circuses popu- 
lar in later years. This is undoubted- 
ly due to the fact that the elder col- 
lectors for the most part, are men of 
means who do not let cost stand in 
the way of obtaining memorabilia 
which satisfies their nostalgia for the 
cireus day of their youth. 

While the period from about 1880 
to the turn of the century has been 
designated by historians as_ the 
“golden age” of the circus, and there 
are great numbers of highly illustrat- 
ed and intensely interesting items of 
advertising and publicity used by the 
W. Cole, John Doris, S. H. 
Barrett, W. C. Coup and other cir- 
cuses of ‘hat period, most of them 
go abegging, simply because there 
are only a handful of circusiana 
collectors today, who have the faint- 
est memory of these enterprises. 

Furthermore, there are few 
people living today, who ever saw 
such flourishing big top enterprises 
as the Dan Rice, Van Amburgh, 
Spalding and Rogers, G. F. Bailey 
and J. M. French circuses, but each 
of these shows had published, elabor- 
ate advertising heralds, couriers, 
broadsides and handbills, which are 
striking examples of circusiana for 
the period from 1850 to 1870. 

The circusiana representing these 
latter shows which is preserved today, 
for the most part reposes in public 
libraries and those of educational in- 
stitutions, and are seldom to be 
found in private collections, not only 
and high 
values, but also because of the lack 
of interest in shows the collector 
never knew. 

They are, however, a valuable part 
of the circusiana of America, and 
some advanced collectors have con- 
signed their collections to libraries of 
higher educational institutions, to as- 
sure them being preserved for their 
rightful places in the circus history 
of this country, and to preserve the 
memories of the true pioneers in the 
circus field of America.

and Cornell University has photo- 
stated the letters and unusual posters. 
I have presented the original show in 
costume in the venacular of a century 
ago before the Rochester Antiquarian 
League at the Rochester Museum of 
Arts and Sciences.

Some of his posters were 
printed by Leonard Jerome of Ro- 
chester, the grandfather of the for- 
mer Prime Minister, Winston Church- 
ill of England. In order to show the 
primitiveness of the practical scien- 
tific knowledge of a century ago, one 
has only to read a few lines on the 
posters. “Electricity! Electro-Magnet- 
ism and Astronomy. Dr, Came has 
two splendid Electro-Magnetic Tele- 
graphs! and will give so plain and 
easy an illustration that all may un- 
derstand. Also a beautiful Eelectro- 
Magnetic Engine, illustrating the prin- 
ciple of applying the lightning for 
propelling machinery. Colt’s Sub- 
marine Battery, will be illustrated, 
designed for blowing up ships and 
protecting our harbors. The Charg- 
ing Magnet will be exhibited. Arti- 
fical magnets, compass needles, gentle- 
men’s knives and ladies’ scissors, will 
be charged with magnetism, free of 
expense.” 

Having such success in the lectur- 
ing field, Dr. Came included medicine 
in his list of accomplishments. A pos- 
ter reads “Dr. Came, The Great Eelec- 
trician, and Successful Operator, who 
has had an experience of twenty-five 
years in Electropathic treatment, ex- 
pending thousands of dollars in ex- 
perimenting and appling electricity 
to the human system for the cure of

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operating on the diseased, old or 
young, male or female, together with 
medicines prepared from the vegeta- 
ble kingdom.” 

The show equipment and instru- 
ments are real collectors’ items. In- 
cluded are two calliopes, one of which 
is decorated in true circus fashion; 
electro-static machine similar to one 
used by Benjamin Franklin; electro- 
scopes and electrometers; leyden jars; 
electric illuminated words; electric 
chimes; first eletcric motors; electric 
bomb detonators; compasses and dip- 
ping needles; first telegraph sets; and 
various electrical devices. 

Phrenology was not left out since 
it was a big money maker a century 
ago. All books and equipment needed 
to read the character bumps on the 
customer’s head were included. As- 
tronomy was a feature of the lectures. 
A fine gold leafed planetarium made 
before 1847, a telurian and other re- . 
lated instruments formed a large part 
of the show. The joy of the show

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THE PRINTS OF CURRIER & IVES. Part II 


By JOHN RAMSAY 


If his sentimental and religious 
prints came to out-number the other 
types, Nathaniel Currier ‘was always 
interested in “spot news”. In fact, 
his news sense, superior to that of 
any of his contemporaries and com- 
petitors, did much to make his busi- 
ness more successful, and his views 
of current events and personages in 
the public eye, rushed into print 
while the public was still curious 
about them, were his best sellers and 
mainstay of his business. So the 
numerous prints of this type, mainly 
small folios, hurriedly and _ rather 
crudely drawn and colored, are often 
accurate contemporary records of 
American history. The portraits of 
great Americans start with forty 
Washingtons, the most interesting 
the “Washington at Mt. Vernon, 
1797”, showing the retired statesman 
and soldier as a farmer. Then there 
are several fine Lincolns, particularly 
the large and small folios of “Hon. 
Abraham Lincoln, Republican Can- 
didate”, of 1860, early portraits,

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without a beard. Other good por- 
traits are “Henry Clay, the Farmer 
of Ashland,” one of ten Clays, and 
“Maj. Gen. Zachary Taylor”, a large 
folio three-quarter-length by John 
Lawrence, Jithographed by Sarony & 
Major and published by N. Currier. 
There are not many portraits of 
Women, but among them. Currier’s 
“Queen Victoria” is really lovely, 
“The Belle of the West”, who is Lola 
Montez, fine, and “Mrs. James K. 
Polk” an unusual portrait. 

Of the scenes from American his- 
tory, many of the current news sub- 


jects, “Great East River Bridge’, 
“Grand New Palace Steamships”, 
“Great Conflagrations”’, “Dreadful 


Wrecks” and the like, possibly even 
the “Bloomer Costume” fit more 
readily into other classifications. But 
there are still more; “Awful Explo- 
sion of the ‘Peacemaker’ on Board 
the S. Princeton”, a gun which 
exploded during a Presidential in- 
spection of the ship in 1844, killing 
several’ people; “The Chinese Kunk 
Keeling”, which found its way into 
New York Harbor in 1847, and many 
others. Of the formal views of his- 
toric events, N. Currier’s large folio 
copies of the Trumbull paintings of 
the surrenders of General Burgoyne 
and Lord Cornwallis at the close of 
the Revolution, issued in 1852, are 
unquestionably the finest. Sarony’s 
“Destruction of the Tea” is good, as 
is “Washington taking leave of the 
Officers of His Army at Faunce’s 
Tavern”, another small folio of 1848. 
The Centennial Exhibition of 1876 
inspired a number of fine small folio 
Revolutionary War scenes, the “Gen- 
eral Francis Marion of South Caro- 
lina” and “The Declaration Commit- 
tee” notable. But Currier & Ives’ 
copy of the earlier ‘“Washington’s 
Farewell” print was “censored” by re- 
moving the large wine decanter on 
the table at his side and the glass in 
his hand, leaving him in a rather 
awkward attitude. Another of these 
scenes worth mention is “Grant and 
Lee Meeting Near Appottomax Court 
House”, the first version of 1865, 
“From the Original Drawing by 
Major Otto Botticher”’. 

The Currier battle scenes of the 
Revolution are few and not common, 
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but those of the Mexican and Civil 
Wars are numerous, commemorating 
many skirmishes only mentioned in 
the histories, although most of them, 
are, rather imaginative renderings 
from published accounts rather than 
factual records. However, the small 
“Brilliant Charge of Capt. May at 
Resaca de la Palma” and the “Battle 
of Bull Run” are good examples, full 
of color and action. The few larger 
battle prints, “The Battle of Gettys- 
burg” and others, are good, and 
Thomas Nast’s “Life In The Camp. 
Preparing For Supper” is, if not a 
battle scene, the firm’s finest Civil 
War Print. From our other wars, 
N. Currier’s “Battle of New Orleans” 
of 1842 and “Death of Tecumseh” of 
1841 by J. J. McGee, are good ex- 
amples. 

Prints of our naval battles and 
war-ships are much fewer and rarer, 
only about twenty-five Civil War 
naval scenes against sixty or more 
battles. And again we have retro- 
spective views of early ships and 
engagements, N. Currier’s small 
“Perry’s Victory on Lake Erie” by 
Sarony. “The Constitution and the 
Guerriere”, which, as it was copy- 
righted in 1848 by Sarony & Major 
is probably also by Sarony, and “U. 
S. S. Frigate United States Captur- 
ing H. B. M’s Frigate Macedonia”. 
N. Currier also issued pictures of 
pre-Civil War Navy vessels, includ- 
ing the “U. S. Steam Frigates” 
“Princeton” of 1844 by Sarony and 
“Niagara” of 1857 by Parsons. Fin- 
est of these is probably the “U. S. 
Steam Frigate Mississippi in a Ty- 
phoon”, a large folio of 1857, by E. 
Brown, Jr., but this is only a “second 
state” or reprint of the same print 
and title which Brown did from a 
painting by W. Heine for Britton, 
Rey & Co. of San Francisco in 1854. 
Of the Civil War naval prints, the 
large “Splendid Naval Triumph on 
the Mississippi,” almost a birds-eye 
view, and the small “Terrific Combat 
Between the Monitor, 2 Guns, and the 
Merrimac, 10 Guns”, of 1862 are the 
best in the judgment of collectors. 
But Palmer’s “Terrific Engagement 
Between the Monitor and the Merri- 
mac,” large folio, 1864, and the small 
“Admiral Porter’s Fleet Running the 
Blockade of the Mississippi at Vicks- 
burg” ar2 unusual. 

The numerous political cartoons 
also have to be classed with the his- 
torical prints. They are all on the 
“primitive” side, their pictorial qual- 
ity rather spoiled by the remarks in 
balloons coming from the character’s 
mouths, a graphic ‘convention now 
confined to children’s comics, and 
they are rarely colored. But they 
are vigorous and lively in drawing 
¢nd are pungent comments on Amer- 
ican political life. So pungent, in 
fact, that the earlier ones do not 
bear Nathaniel Ourrier’s name, but 
that of a synthetic Peter Smith, with 
his address, although he was careful 
to copyright many of them. “The 
Great Republican Reform Party, cal- 
ling on their candidates” is inscribed 
only “For Sale at No. 2 Spruce St.”, 
and its line-up of representatives of 
radical minorities offering support to 
the adventurer Fremont could have 
been adapted to the last presidential 
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campaign. “The Grand Fight For the 
Championship between Granite Pierce 
and Old Chapultepec, also “For Sale 
at No. 2 Spruce St.”, by L. J. L. 
Magee for ihe campaign of 1852, is 
also good. So are the cartoons of the 
Gold Kush of 1849, the rare medium 
folio series of that year, “The Way 
They Go to California” and the oth- 
ers, and the more common “Inde- 
pendent Gold Hunter on his Way to 
California’, and the fashion cartoons, 
which may be comics. And the Lin- 
co: subjects, on which the firm was 
proud to put their name, are among 
the finest of our American political 
cartoons. There are a number which 
undouptedly did much to win the 
election of 1860. “The Rail Splitter 
at Work”, and “The National Game” 
of that year fine examples. The 
latter is aiso a very earty print of a 
basevall game, so Is especiatiy desir- 
able. Ana the parade of cartoons 
continues with some fine ones. by 
Cameron, up to 1880 or so.

came the celebrated portrait-painter. 
One of his best known works is the 
life-like portrait of Robert Burns, so 
much copied and engraved. 

In his youth he was apprenticed to 
a coach-builder, and his artistic tastes 
were utilized in the painting of her- 
aldic blazonry on the panels of the 
carriages. 

On day Allan Ramsay, the histor- 
ical painter, called at the coach- 
works and found Nasmyth paint- 
ing a coat-of-arms on the 
carriage panel. He was amazed 
at the workmanship and made ar- 
rangements for the lad to be trans- 
ferred to his studio in London. In 
1778, he returned to Edinburgh in 
business for himself, and here Burns 
sat tor him and became his friend. 
He also worked at mechanical “no- 
tions” inventing the bow-and-string 
arch, and was present at the trial 
trip of the first steam-vessel ever 
seen in Europe, built to the order of 
Mr. Miller of Dalswinton, and tried 
on Dalswiniton Loch. 

The inventive genius of the fam- 
ily was still more highly developed 
in his son. in his father’s work room 
he turned out spinning tops, “peer- 
ies” and kites and a small brass can- 
non, which he mounted on gun-car- 
riages. By the time he was 17 he 
coustructed a small steam-engine for 
lhe purpose ot grinding oil colours 
used by his father. At 19 he made a 
small working model of a steam car- 
riage for roads, which was exhibited 
be:ore the members of the Scottish 
Society or Arts, and they promptly 
paid him 60 pounds to construct a 
machine from the model capable of 
carrying tour or six passengers. This 
he aid, large enough to carry eight. 

In 1829, he received employment 
under the famous engineer, Henry 
Maudsley, and after his death, start- 
ed in business for himself at Man- 


chester. It was here in 1839 he con- 
trived his great invention. Mr. 
Humphries, engineer of the Great 


Steamship Company came to consult 
him ‘in regard tc some machine tools 
for his immense engines for his new 
ship. An enormous’ wrought-iron 
me. 2 shaft was needed and Nae- 
smyth consulted his ‘scheme book” 
and sketched out the steam-hammer. 
In 1842 his invention was put into 
actual shape, in France. the engineer 
at Creuzot having visited the Bridge- 
water foundry, with permission and 
constructed it from notes and draw- 
ings. 

On Naesmyth’s return to England, 
he patented the steam-hammer, and 
in 1843 the Admiralty ordered a two 
and one-half ton hammer-block which 
was made to break an egg in a wine 
glass without harming the glass, as 
neatly as an egg-spoon.

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CRISTINA SORO

One of the interesting sidelights of 
record collecting is learning something 
of the many singers whose records 
we have but whose careers are less 
familiar or unknown to us today be- 
cause their artistic triumphs were 
confined to other countries. Only a 
few years ago, artists like Rosalia 
Chalia and Roxy King remained noth- 
ing more than mysterious names to 
most of us. Unfortunately there is 
still a deplorable tendency among col- 
lectors to consider that an unknown 
name belongs to an unimportant sing- 
er, where in reality our ignorance of 
musical circles outside our own is at 
fault. For many years I have been 
curious about Cristina Soro whose 
voice I admired on Victor Red Seal 
records, but aside from the fact that 
she was a native of Chile, I knew 
nothing about her. Therefore, it was 
natural to make inquiries about this 
singer when I visited Santiago, and 
when I asked collector Oscar Saavedra 
about her, I was surprised to learn that 
she lived in the city and that she was 
considered one of the finest voice 
teachers. The arranging of a visit 
was merely the matter of a telephone 
call on the part of my friend Oscar. 

We arrived on the appointed after- 
noon, and were greated by a charm- 
ing little gray haired lady in her late 
50’s. After introductiohs, the party, 
which included one of Mme. Soro’s 
pupils, gathered naturally at the 
grand piano in the singer’s studio, 
and our hostess was soon seated at 
the piano. After a song by the pupil 
and one by Mr. Saavedra, we per- 
suaded Mme. Soro to sing for us. Her 
records had given the impression that 
hers was a small and light voice, but 
such were the tricks of the acoustical 
method of recording! Out boomed a 
big, welt rounded and very well pre- 
served soprano voice with tones of 
beautiful quality. Mme. Soro sang- 
L’Altra Notte from Boito’s Mefisto- 
fele, Casta Diva from Norma, several 
Spanish songs by her brother, the well 
known Chilean composer Enrique Soro 
Barriga. When she would sing no 
more, she sat at the piano and in- 
provised on any theme that we would 
give her. From the demonstration 
which she gave us, I am sure that had 
she so chosen, she could have been a 
world acclaimed pianist. A little later 
we adjourned to the living room, and 
over cake and wine I tried to get Mme. 
Soro to talk about herself. This was 
not at all easy, for as soon as I would 
get the conversation headed in the

direction I thought would bring out 
some interesting biographical mate- 
rial, she would start telling us about 
her brother. This was not hard to 
understand, for her brother is con- 
sidered one of Chile’s most distin- 
guished composers of music for the 
piano and orchestra, and of songs and 
chamber music. Only recently he re- 
ceived the City of Santiago prize of 
100,000 pesos for having made the 
greatest contribution to Chilean music 
for the year 1948. However, I finally 
persuaded the singer to tell us some- 
thing of herself by going to the phono- 
graph (one which had been a gift 
from the Victor Company) and put- 
ting in some of Mme. Soro’s own re- 
cords, and then asking her to tell us 
something of the circumstances under 
which they were made. 

Cristana Soro Barriga de Baltra 
was born in Concepcion, ancient capi- 
tal of Chile. She began her study of 
voice in Santiago with Lalioni, a La 
Scala baritone, and later with Ade- 
lina Padocani. Her debut was made 
at the age of 15 in the Teatro Munici- 
pal in Santiago, the year being 1905, 
singing compositions of her brother, 
with the composer at the piano. She 
studied singing at the Conservatory of 
Music of the City of Santiago, gradu- 
ating in 1916 with the highest honors, 
receiving the degree of Professor of 
Music on December 5, 1919. She then 
went to Milano where in due course 
she received a degree from Comm. 
Giuseppe Venturini of the Conserva- 
torio di Music Giuseppe Verdi on the 
9th of December, 1922. After her re- 
turn from Italy, she toured Mexico 
with the famed composer M. M. Bonce 
as her accompanist. For several years 
thereafter her time was occupied by 
concerts in the principal cities of 
South America, and by appearances 
in the Teato Municipal in Rio de 
Janeiro, Buenos Aires, Lima, and in 
all parts of her native Chile. Today 
she is considered one of Chile’s finest 
teachers. 

The story of her Victor records I 
found interesting. Her first discs were 
made in Santiago when she was heard 
by a Victor “talent scout” who was 
traveling in South America with por- 
table recording equipment. The wax 
plates were shipped to Camden for 
processing, and when the tests were 
struck, she received a telegram of 
congratulations from the Victor Com- 
pany, offering to pay her way to the 
United States and offering her an ex- 
clusive Victor contract to make more

recordings at the Camden studios. Un- 
fortunately the war interfered with 
her plans, and it was not until her 
return from Italy in 1922 that she 
was able to go to Camden where she 
made her second series of recordings. 
Those made in Santiago were all with 
piano accompaniment which was played 
by her brother.

CARUSO’S VINYLITE 


Don Sebastiano 


Two collectors—Leslie C. Reamy of 
Seattle, Washington, and J. W. C. 
Hesser of Nichols, Iowa; have been 
kind enough to point out that I omitted 
an important fact in my review (page 
30 of the January Hobbies) of one of 
the Caruso discs recently re-issued in 
Victor’s Heritage Series. The point 
I missed is that the recording of the 
melodious Don Sebastiano aria used 
for this vinylite version (15-1037) is 
not the same as the one formerly listed 
for so many years as 88106 or, later, 
6014. Caruso may have recorded it 
on the same day as he did the other, 
but he didn’t sing nearly so well when 
making this matter. Towards the end, 
his normally beautiful tone becomes 
“raspy,” to quote Mr. Reamy, which 
is not the case in the original edition. 
Also the orchestral introduction is 
shorter and the aria is taken at a 
faster tempo. As a result, the groov- 
ing on 15-1037 measures about one 
inch less than it does on 88106. While 
it is interesting to add this footnote 
to the Caruso discography, surely it 
is unfortunate that Victor should have 
chosen for re-issue this different ver- 
sion of the Don Sebastiano aria which 
is so obviously inferior to the original 
edition. Incidentally, my excuse, such 
as it is, for having slipped up on this 
point is that when I wrote my review 
of the Heritage Series it had been a 
long, long time since I had heard my 
old shellac pressing of 88106. Your 
pardon, please! 
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Favorite Pioneer Recording Artists 


FRANK C. STANLEY II 
By ULYSSES (JIM) WALSH 


When I set about writing this ser- 
ies, I asked the reference department 
of the New York Public Library 
what material its files contained 
about Frank C. Stanley, and received 
the following paragraph, which may 
be used to supplement the already 
quoted death notice from the New- 
ark Evening News: 

“Frank C. Stanley, whose real 
name ‘was W. Stanley Grinstead, was 
born in 1868 and died on December 
13, 1910. (This date should be De- 
cember 12.—U. W.) He had a bari- 
tone voice and sang in public for 
many years. He was among the first 
to sing into the Edison phonograph 
and in his later years made that his 
main work. At the time he began 
singing in public, Stanley was a tel- 
ler in the Second National Bank of 
Orange, New Jersey, but he gave 
that up to devote himself wholly to 
music. He did much recording for 
the Victor company in widely differ- 
ent ways, standard and sacred songs, 
popular songs, Yankee comedy and 
with the Peerless Quartet, of which 
he was the organizer and basso. He 
was married and had four children.” 

Mrs. Grinstead points out that 
singing for “the Edison phonograph” 
was not her husband’s main work, 
since he was a free-lance throughout 
his recording career and sang for 
virtually all American talking ma- 
chine companies. As a matter of fact, 
he sang much more for Victor and 
Columbia than for Edison, and once 
quit the latter company altogether 
for a considerable period after a 
financial disagreement. 

The Victor company~was the first 
to announce the death of one of its 
most popular and gifted staff mem- 
bers. In the February, 1911, record 
supplement, under the heading of “A 
New Ballad By the Peerless,” the 
late Sam Rous (S. H. Dudley), the 
catalog editor, revealed the news of 
Stanley’s death, while incidentally

“As this record is being prepared 
for the February Bulletin, the sad 
news has come to the editor of the 
death of Stanley Grinstead, or as he 
was known to the Victor public, 
Frank Stanley. Mr. Stanley was one 
of the best known and most popular 
of record makers, his fine voice and 
genial disposition making him a fav- 
orite with all; and his death is a sad 
blow to his family and his associates. 
Mr. Stanley was the organizer and 
basso of the Peerless Quartet, and 
this record represents almost the 
last work of the organization before 
his fatal illness.” 

Edison’s announcement didn’t ap- 
pear until the April issue of the New 
Phonograph, but it constitutes an ex- 
cellent brief biographical sketch: 

“W. Stanley Grinstead, known 
professionally as ‘Frank C. Stanley,’ 
died at Orange, N. J., on December 
12th, 1910, of pleuro-pneumonia, the 
result of a cold contracted at a recital 
in the Waldorf Astoria, New York 
City. Mr. Grinstead was forty-one 
years of age, and is survived by a 
wife and four children. At the time 
of his death he held the position of 
Choirmaster of the Central Presby-

Mr. Grinstead was one of the 
first singers for the Edison catalog, 
to which he contributed freely from 
his abundant repertoire. In the April 
list are two numbers in which he 
sang — one of them the occasion of 
his last appearance in our Recording 
Laboratory. One of the most popular 
of the Edison artists, the many re- 
cords of his magnificent voice in solo, 
duet and quartet will be treasured 
in thousands of homes throughout 
the world for many years to come.” 
(This prediction has assuredly been 
fulfilled!) 

The “last appearance” record to 
which the Phonogram referred was 
No. 648, “Somewhere,” a Charles K. 
Harris composition sung by Irving 
Gillette (Henry Burr), with the 
Peerless Quartet, consisting of 
Stanley, Burr, Albert Campbell and 
Arthur Collins, joining in the refrain. 
The supplement annotation remark- 
ed that “A pathetic feature of the 
record is the fact that in it the late 
late Frank C. Stanley sang the bass 
part, this being the last work he did 
at our recording laboratory.” 

Before the Edison supplement ap- 
peared, Stanley Grinstead had been 
the subject of a remarkable tribute 
paid by his fellow recording artists, 
when virtually every famous “name” 
of the time joined in presenting an 
all-star concert, honoring his mem- 
ory. The concert will be described in 
detail near the end of the series. 
Meanwhile, I think it is time to start 
at the beginning of his life story and, 
with Mrs. Grinstead’s help, to trace 
the stages of his progress until he 
died after having crowded more into 
41 years than most men do in twice 
that time. After considering the re- 
markable extent and variety of his 
professional achievements, it appears 
amazing that he could ever have 
found time for eating and sleeping, 
much less for serving as an alderman 
and public school commissioner of 
Orange, New Jersey. He was one of

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Winterbotham Plan 
Effective 


The Winterbotham plan was con- 
ceived in 1921 to permit the Art In- 
stitute of Chicago freedom to collect 
the newest facets of international art 
and allowed for the collection to weed 
out the weaker purchases so that the 
best paintings of contemporary mas- 
ters would remain. The plan stipulates 
that any painting, after collection of 
the original thirty-five, could be sold 
or exchanged for one of more immedi- 
ate interest, thereby giving to the col- 
lection a permanent means of growth 
not in numbers but in quality. It was 
recognized that the necessity for con- 
stant re-evaluation would give the Art 
Institute much needed opportunity to 
fill the neglected gaps in its modern 
collections. 

The thirty-five paintings are all of 
European artists with the exception 
of three by modern Mexican artists 
and give evidence of the wide range 
of countries represented and of the 
various techniques and styles included. 

The plan was created during the 
period when friends of American art 
were spending great sums of money 
and no contemporary foreign painters’

works were being purchased. 


The collection of 35 paintings cost 
$68,734.00 but the one canvas by Tou- 
louse Lautrec, The Ring Master: Cir- 
cus Fernando, was valued recently as 
being worth more than was expended 
for the entire collection. 

The first canvas purchased under 
the plan was of a Nice, France, in- 
terior by Henri Matisse, which was 
the first of this master’s work to be 
purchased by any American museum. 
Mare Chagall’s world famous paint- 
ing, Rabbi, was purchased in 1937 
through the Winterbotham Fund. 

Two paintings by Gauguin have in- 
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creased greatly in value. Marie-Henry 
painted in Brittany where Gauguin 
stayed, shows in the background a 
smaller by Cezanne which Gauguin 
owned and the other, Te Burao, Gau- 
guin painted from the porch of his 
native hut in Tahiti. He refers to 
this painting in his book, Noa-Noa. 

A painting of the Elbe River near 
Dresden by Oskar Kokoschka-was pur- 
chased in New York for the very 
reasonable sum of $800 after it had 
been kicked out of the museum in 
Essen, Germany, by the Nazis. Among 
other famous painters represented in 
the collection are George Braques, Sal- 
vador Dali, Giorgio de Chirico, Andre 
Derain, Raoul Dufy, Karl Hofer, Jose 
Clemente Orozco, Pablo Picasso, Diego 
Rivera, Haim Soutine, and Rufino 
Tamayo.

A CALIFORNIA CLOCK MUSEUM 


By THELMA SHULL 


Outstanding among the clock mu- 
seums of the country is the Jack Wil- 
ley Old Clock Museum at Compton, 
California. Mr. Willey’s absorbing 
interest in his hobby goes back about 
fifteen years to the time he began 
the collection because he liked to 
hear clocks’ strike. Accordingly, 
many of the examples in this collec- 
tion have chimes, bells, music boxes, 
bugles, etc. 

The animated group are fascinat- 
ing to young and old alike. There is 
the Biedermeier style clock with or- 
molu cupids grinding arrows, the 
life size bird with brilliant plumage 
that sings every half hour; and the 
Jester clock, so-called because it was 











made to amuse kings. A tall figure 
of a man, the Jester, continuously 
swings his son between his legs. 

The moving eye clocks are other 
examples in the animated group. 
There are three dogs, an owl, a re- 
clining lion, and a jolly fat man, all 
having moving eyes which rotate on 
an orbit. A German clock, beautifully 
carved, calls out the hours witn s 
bugler who blows his horn, one note 
for each hour. 

The Hickory Dickory Dock clock, 
with a mouse that climbs up and 
down, attracts the children. Another 
novelty is a Waterbury clock, rebuilt 
in Los Angeles, which has to be 
hung upside down before it will run. 





Jack Willey and a few of the clocks from his collection. 
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A small clock, but most unusual, 
is the alter or candle clock that has 
a globe around which are markings 
denoting the hours and minutes. One 
stationary hand _ placed _ upright 
points to the time of day as the globe 
slowly revolves. At night a candle 
may be placed inside the white globe 
to illuminate the markings of the 
hours and minutes. This clock has a 
verge escapement. 

A very lovely piece is of Sevres 
china and appears to be a tall covered 
vase, but there is a clock on the 
front of it. 

Musical clocks are _ enchanting. 
There is a castle which has a cuckoo 
as well as a music box that plays a 
tune every thirty minutes, and an old 
German Empire clock from Muglitz 
that plays every hour. These are 
only two of many musical clocks in 
Mr. Willey’s Museum. 

A beautiful foyer clock that 
stands over five feet high is finished 
on all four sides so that it is suitable 
for the center of a room or foyer. 
lt is said to have been made for one 
of the royal families in Paris. It has 
a clock on one side and a barometer 
opposite. It weighs 950 pounds and is 
an elaborate structure with columns 
of marble and gilt inlaid with cloi- 
sonne. 

Mr. Willey owns the only four pen- 
dulum clock he has ever seen or 
heard about. It 'was made for Tif- 
fany and Company, New York jew- 
elers, by the Frenchman, H. Conant. 
It has planetary gears. There are 
four small dials, one for each pendu- 
lum, and one large dial which takes 
its time from the four smaller ones, 
making it extremely accurate. 

In one room of the Museum is a 
Danish grandfather clock with a flor- 
al painted exterior. It dates from 
1775. 

There are several examples of the 
“cartel clock,” much sought after by 
decorators. One is of beautifully 
polished brass, another is gold reaf 
on wood and has an attached lever 
escapement. The latter was manu- 
factured by Joseph Sewill in Liver- 
pool. These clocks have fusee move- 
ments. 

The Oriental clocks are quite dif- 
ferent from the Occidental types. A 
Chinese clock cf the fifteenth cen- 
tury requires winding every four 
four hours and plays a tune. It has 
the pendulum. on top and operates in 
a horizontal are. There is a gong 
on top also. Similar to this is the 
Japanese post clock dating from 
about the sixteenth century. 

In the collection are several calen- 
dar clocks, some lettered in French, 
others in English. They note the day 
of the week, the name of the month, 
and give the date as well as the 
hours. 

There are several Marine clocks. 
One is a lighthouse with nine dials 
which denote the time simultaneously 
in nine cities of the world. Another 
lighthouse has a French movement 
with an overhead drive system that 
rotates three lenses in both direc- 
tions. It is rare. Other Marine clocks 
have ships bells which tell the time 
of the day by the number of bells 
that are struck.

sirabie items from a collector’s view- 
point is the Balloon clock. It depicts 
an early flight. As the balloon des- 
cends, two figures move backward to 
make ‘way for it. A window opens in 
a nearby house and a woman peers 
out and watches while the balloon 
slowly ascends. This movement is 
repeated every few minutes as the 
clock hands continue -their rounds. 

A visit to this clock museum is a 
treat for either the novice or advanc- 
ed coilector, because there are more 
than six hundred examples of unusu- 
al and rare timepieces included in the 
display.

The old clock on the tower of the 
famed Castle of Chillon in Montreux, 
Switzerland, which has been ticking 
away for four centuries, is about to 
get a new face. 

The clock was installed by the 
master clockmaker, Andre de Mor- 
ges, in 1543 and is the oldest clock in 
this part of the country. With a lit- 
tle tinkering now and then, it has 
been kept going ever since. It has 
been decided that its appearance 
could be improved by restoring the 
face.

A fantastic sun dial designed to 
tell time in 14 parts of the world 
stands near the entrance to Druid 
Hill Park in Baltimore, Maryland. 
It doesn’t tell time after noon. A big 
elm tree nearby casts heavy shadows 
on the dial after that time. On four 
days of the year — April 15, June 
15, Sept. 1 and Christmas Day — 
the sun dial is accurate to the minute 
up to noon. It is off as much as 17 
minutes on other days. Looking 
somewhat Jike an ancient war club, 
the sun dial has 14 metal pointers.

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PIONEER RECORDING 
ARTISTS 
(CONTINUED FROM PAGE 30) 


a group of pioneer recording artists, 
including Len Spencer, Russell Hunt- 
ing and Henry Burr, who had a seem- 
ingly ‘unlimited capacity for hard 
work and a gift for being active in 
many widely differing fields of ac- 
tivity. 

The following information is taken 
from a letter ‘written to me by Mrs. 
Grinstead: 

William Stanley Grinstead was 
born in Orange on December 29, 1868. 
He was graduated from Orange High 
School in 1886, by which time he had 
already won considerable local popu- 
larity as a banjo player. Young 
Grinstead in those days would carry 
his banjo to school in a paper bag. 
At recess the boys would cluster 
around and watch him play, and 
sometimes a!l would sing. When he 
was 19 he entered a banjo contest in 
Newark and won the amateur 
championship of New Jersey, and a 
$75 banjo given as first prize. 

When the Grinstead family had 
company he was always asked to 
play. On occasion, a guest would ask 
him to sing as well as play but his 
father, with a strange lack of ap- 
preciation of one of the finest voices 
destined to be immortalized by phon- 
ograph records, usually would say, 
“He can’t sing!” — a pronouncement 
that later was over-ruled by the ver- 
dict of millions of buyers of dises and 
cylinders. 

While he ‘was still a youth, a man 
who was a skilled organist met him in 
a trolley car, and said, ‘Grinstead, 
why don’t you have your voice 
trained?” He answered, ‘Why, 
haven’t a good voice.” The man re- 
plied, “I think you have,” and sug- 
gested that Stanley go to a couple of 
teachers whom he named and ask 
them what they thought. He did. 
Both advised him to take vocal les- 
sons. 

The young man also went to the 
music teacher of the Orange public 
schools, and the teacher said: “Stan- 
ley, many a time I have wished I 
could train your voice, but your 
father was the president of the board 
of education, and I was afraid he as 
well as other people would say I was 
trying to get on the right side of the 
old man, because I was hired by the 
board.” However, Grinstead later re- 
ceived singing lessons from Frederick 
G. Handel, his only vocal teacher. 

When the Second National Bank of 
Orange opened, Mr. Grinstead went 
to work for it. That was in 1890 or 
1891. In 1894 he married. Between 
then and 1901 he made some records 
in his spare time for the Edison 
company. Some of these were vocal 
solos. But in the beginning he made 
— and this will be a complete sur- 
prise to most of his present-day ad- 
mirers—only banjo records. And he 
made them under the name of — 
George S. Williams! Yes, the mys- 
terious Mr. Williams, who played 
accompaniments for Arthur Collins 
and other singers, but whose identity 
no one had ever been able to ferret, 
was none other than the later-world- 
famous basso, Frank C. Stanley!

offs. Most of the snuff boxes on ex- 
hibition were made for the Courts of 
Louis XV and XVI in France, though 
some were in the possession of noble 

families in London and Vienna. 
Until the latter part of the 18th 
century, more than ninety percent of 
all tobacco consumed was taken as 
snuff, and it was the invention of the 
cheap match which revived fhe popu- 
larity of pipe smoking, thereby elimi- 
nating the need for the snuff box. 
During the 18th century, however, 
the snuff box to the elite was no 
more democratic than is the tooth- 
brush or pipe today. George II of 
England, when he saw a boy take a 
pinch of snuff from one of his boxes

Old Silver Collecting 


Collecting souvenir spoons contin- 
ues to be high on the list of many 
delvers into old silver history, and 
well they might occupy an impor- 
tant place. They bring back memor- 
ies and incidents of many happy 
meetings and interesting places. 

One collector of whom this de- 
partment heard recently was collect- 
ing souvenir spoons having the state 
flower design. Usually spoons of this 
nature can be easily identified ‘be- 
cause they most frequently bear a 
scene of the state capitol. 

This collector received her impetus 
in this branch of collecting when her 
parents visited Trenton, N. J., in 
1893 and brought her back a spoon. 
The state flower was then the golden- 
rod, and this design adorns the han- 
dle. In the spoon is engraved the 
monument commemorating the battle 
of Trenton in —

For those who are literary minded, 
delving into souvenir spoons with the 
likenesses of heads of famous person- 
alities on the handle also has its 
rewards. 

A friend of this department re- 
cently told us of his find of a spoon 
bearing the head of John Greenleaf 
Whittier. Browsing through an old 
edition for this spoon, which also 
bore the engraved signature of John

“The spoon representing his birthplace 
as it was before being remodeled, was 
sent him on his 83rd birthday, and 
evoked the following response: 

Danvers, 12th mo., 28, 1890.

His statue occupies a 
prominent position in one of Spring- 
field’s public parks, and is a fitting 
tribute to the memory of the man. What 
better than tU perpetuate his memory in 
sterling silver. 

“The figure upon the spoon represents 
Miles Morgan starting out for his daily 
toil in the field, with hoe in hand, and

The Bell Collection At Mission Inn 


By ALLIS M. 


The American Bell Association has 
certainly made a happy selection in 
its place of meeting for the 1949 
convention; which is scheduled for 
the latter part of April at Mission 
Inn, Riverside, California. On ac- 
count of its noteworthy Miller collec- 
tion of bells, the Inn is often called 
the “Inn of the Bells”. Bells from all 
over the world are on display here. 
There is a roof-garden devoted to 
the larger bells which is called “The 
Garden of the Bells”. Other bells 
hang from arches, towers and ar- 
cades. 

The Campanario is a_ striking 
feature of the Court of the Inn. It 
is copied in outline from the bell 
tower of San Gabriel Mission, and 
has old bells hanging in its arches. 
The Main Tower of the Inn, very 
Spanish in design, heuses the Inn’s 
Carillon, made by the Deagan Co., 
which plays three times daily. 

The collection of bells now num- 
bers 777. There are larger collec- 
tions elsewhere, but the Miller Col- 
lection at the Inn probably has the 
most bells of historical value. Some 
of the more important are noted in 
the following paragraphs. 

The Nanking Temple Bell in the 
court is the largest in the Inn’s col- 
lection, being six feet five inches 
high and weighing 2800 pounds. It 
is about ninety, years old, and bears 
a lengthy inscription about the Em- 
peror Quang Hsu. 

The gong of most beautiful tone 
is from a Japanese Buddhist temple. 
It is like a huge bowl and sits on a 
red lacquer stand thirty inches high. 
The gong itself is twenty-five inches 
tall, with a diameter of twenty- 
nine and three-quarter inches, and a 
circumference of seven feet nine 
inches. There is no clapper, as it is 
sounded by using a huge wooden 
striker. The Japanese inscription 
around the rim is translated “Given 
to the Temple of Zenko by Honda 
Yoshimitsu on an auspicious day of 
June in the second year of the era 
Teikwa”. This date corresponds to 
the year 646 A. D. The gong is of 

hand hammered metal, probably 
having taken a long period to fash- 
ion. It is amazing to consider how 
for centuries its beautiful voice has 
wafted prayer to the God Budda, as 
well as for many additional years 
given pleasure by its wonderful vi- 
brations to guests of the Inn, who 
enjoy listening to it daily. From a 
church in Spain a younger Angelus 
bell, dated as recently as 1848, might 
like to vie with it, especially’ as its

boastful inscription is translated “I 
am the Voice of an Angel that calls 
from on high: Hail Mary, Full of 
Grace”. However, the ancient Bud- 
dhist gong holds its place as one of 
the most beautifully toned bells or 
gongs to be found in any land. 

A Spanish church bell which is one 
of the oldest, if not the oldest, dated 
Christian bells in existence, bears the 
date 1247. Before World War II, one 
or two bells with earlier dating were 
to be found in Europe, but informa- 
tion to date is that they are now no 
more. 

Little “Big Ben” always interests 
bell collectors. Many years ago it 
was made at Mr. Miller’s request by 
the same English bell founders who 
cast Big Ben, the famous bell of 
Westminster Tower in London, which 
sets the time of the world by its con- 
nection, with Greenwich. John War- 
ner & Sons considered Mr. Miller just 
another crazy American until he won 
them over to make this copy. It is 
the same in shape and inscription, 
but of course differs in size as it is 
only twenty-two inches high by 
twenty-three inches in diameter. The 
original (eight feet eleven inches in 
height) was cast “In the Year of 
Our Lord 1856” during the reign of 
Queen Victoria. 

A bell with a more somber history 
is that from the Church of St. Fran- 
cis on the Island of Molokai of the 
Hawaiian group. The island is fam- 
ous as being the home of the leper 
settlement where Father Damien, a 
Franciscan, ministered to the lepers 
until his death there from leprosy in 
1889. For the lepers to worship in, 
he built a ‘wooden church, which 
later burned, causing the bell to fall 
and to be broken in three or four 
pieces. Some years ago, by contribut- 
ing to a fund for the settlement, De- 
Witt Hutchings of the Inn was able 
to obtain the broken bell, which now 
sits in a corner of the Garden of 
Bells, as no effort has been made to 
restore its voice by welding the 
pieces together. 

A bell of special religious signifi- 
cance is shaped like a Pope’s mitre, 
and is inscribed “Paulus III Pont. Opt 
Max.”. On the reverse side there is 
the papal insignia and a shield de- 
corated with fleur-de-lis, and a cher- 
ub’s head. Paul III was Pope of the 
Roman Catholic Church from 1534 
to 1549. The bell belonged to him 
and is of riveted sheet metal of the 
same construction as the seventh 
century church bells. It was prob- 
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ably an ancient bell before Paul III 
had his inscription put on it. 


Two bells are reminders of the 
Spanish American War, cne from 
Cuba and the other from Manila. The 
Cuban bell was from a hacienda at 
the foot of San Juan Hill, where an 
important engagement of Teddy 
Roosevelt’s Rough Riders took place. 
During the battle the farm house 
was demolished and the next day the 
bell. was found among the debris by 
Dr. James Robb Church, the distin- 
guished American Army surgeon, 
who brought it back to New Jersey, 
and later it was presented to Mr. 
Miller of the Inn. Part of the lip of 
the bell is missing, still resting in 
Cuba. 

The other bell of this same war is 
in better condition, even though it 
lay on the bottom of Manila Bay for 
some time. It is from the cruiser 
“Don Juan de Austria” of the Span- 
ish fleet. captured May 1, 1898, by 
Admiral Dewey. It is inscribed “Don 
Juan de Austria” and’ “Crucero 1889” 
and “Caraca’”. The cruiser was later 
commissioned in the U. S. Navy and 
used during the Philippine Insurrec- 
tion, and later passed into private 
ownership. 


Of nautical interest also is the 
“Evangeline” bell ‘with its iron 
standard which lay at the bottom of 
the ocean for many years off the 
coast of Nova Scotia. It was Irom. 
one of the transports sent out from 
Boston in 1755 to convoy seven thou- 
sand Acadians from Nova Scotia to 
Maryland, Virginia, and other south- 
ern sections. 

The Sylph bell is of nautical origin 
also, having belonged to the Presi- 
dential Yacht of that name, used by 
Presidents William McKinley, Theo- 
dore Roosevelt and Howard Taft. 
It was presented in 1931 to Mr. Mil- 
ler, late Master of the Inn, by Curtis 
D. Wilbur, former Secretary of the 
Navy. It is one of the historic bells 
hanging in the Presidential Suite. 

Another bell of U. S. Government 
origin was worn by a camel of the 
caravan service of the U. S. Army 
over ninety years ago. In the 50’s 
of the last century, an American 
ship was sent to North Africa to im- 
port camels for Freighting service 
between forts of the Southwest, as 
there was no transcontinental rail-

A large group of 
camels and several Moroccan drivers 
were landed in Texas: and brought 
across the deserts to Los Angeles. 
These camels constituted the Army 
Transportation service, and each 
wore a bell adorned with three U. S. 
eagles and shields. At the approach 
of the Civil War, and on account of 
unexpected difficulties, the camel 
caravan was abandoned, never to be 
revived, as the “iron horse” soon be- 
gan to forge its way across the 
American deserts to the Pacific. The 
camels were sold or turned loose on 
the desert, where legends of wild 
legends are still prevalent. 

town crier’s bell of Bedford, 
Mass., was used on the night of Paul

Revere’s famous ride, when he arous- 
ed the town crier with news that the 
British were coming. This souvenir 
of Colonial days is in sharp contrast 
to the news broadcasts given today 
over world-wide radio. 

Of the Civil War period there is a 
house bell with spring and cord at- 
tached which was taken by a Union 
soldier from the Robert E. Lee man- 
sion at Richmond, Virginia, after the 
evacuation of that city. The bell was 
handed down in the soldier’s family 
until presented to the Inn collection. 

Pitchie was the lead dog of the 
team of the Second Byrd Antarctic 
Expedition 1934. He participated in 
many scientific expeditions of that 
year when airplanes could not be 
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used. His bell, with a piece of the 
leather harness, occupies an honored 
place in the bell collection. 

In China, bells and gongs have 
had a place of esteem for centuries. 
As far back as the Fourth Century 
B. C. bronze bell muney or cash was 
used. The specimen in the Miller 
collection is two inches high and one 
inch ‘wide, very flat, with an open 
groove nearly its full length, but 
crudely bell shaped and without a 
clapper. It little resembles the 
“filthy lucre” used today in any 
country. 

Another curious Chinese bell is a 
heavy iron unpierced ball which 
tinkles pleasantly when shaken or 
rolled, on account of metal pellets 
within. It is a conjurer’s bell from 
Shanghai, and about one hundred 
years old. The bell is six inches in 
circumference, and heavy. The trick 
is that the conjurer swallows it, and 
by thumping his chest makes it ring, 
after which he regurgitates it. With- 
out long years of practice from early 
childhood such a trick is impossible. 

From South America there is a 
handsome crown topped bell decorat- 
ed with medallions and a_ portrait 
head of Emperor (Don) Pedro II of 
Brazil. It was cast in 1861 to com- 
memorate the National Exposition 
held that year. A very handsome Por- 
tuguese Brazilian shield and scrolls of 
acanthus leaves form part of the de- 
coration. The bell is fifteen inches 
high with twelve inch diameter. 

More than once it has been whim- 
sically suggested by Inn visitors that 
wonderful vibrations could be pro- 
duced if all the bells of the collec- 
tion were rung together. This idea 
might be a project of the Bell Con- 
vention, at least the ringing of the 
larger bells. All bell collectors are 
musical and harmonious at heart, 
and angelic music might result from 
such a bell ringing!

These dolls are a part of a collec- 
tion of 350, which ‘were shown re- 
cently in the fourth annual doll ex- 
hibition in the Sheldon Swope Art 
Gallery, Terre Haute, Indiana, under 
curator, Hazel Dodge Turman.

nucleus of her collection was three of 
her own dolls.

The blond china head doll (center 
of lower shelf) is perhaps the most 
unusual doll in this case, for she has 
blond bangs with short curls. She is 
dressed as a 12-year old about 1880, 
in a gay plaid pinafore dress. Her 
dress was copied from a Peterson’s 
Fashion plate of 1880. 

The dignified matron doll on her 
right in black moire has a cerise, 
lace covered panel in her dress. She 
has stitched leather hands and fabric 
feet with hand-made leather shoes. 
This doll is about 75 or 80 years old. 

To the left, in her off the shoulder 
gown of blue taffeta trimmed with 
black lace medallions, is a doll with 
its original China arms and legs with 
flat-soled shoes, dating from the ear- 
ly 1860’s. 

At the extreme right in the lower 
grouping, is a papier-maché headed 
doll with painted hair. This body has 
a squeak box in it. The plaid taffeta 
dress is fashioned after those of the 
1850’s. 

The extreme left is a name heaa 
doll (Helen), made about 1895. The 
dress is of brown taffeta trimmed 
with dark brown velvet and gold lace, 
and it was copied from a Delineator 
of December, 1895. 

Top right is an early celluloid 
head. The dress is of Turkey’ red 
calico. The stockings are of black 
lace, and the black leather shoes are 
the originals. 

The tiered case holds part of the 
collection of Mrs. Rose Lawler Vance, 
a collector of many years. Mrs. 
Vance spent many hours fashioning 
beautiful gowns for her collection. . 

The Scotch lassie in the photo is a 
rare old domestic china headed doll 
with perfect hands and feet. The 
robust posture, rosy cheeks, and un- 
usual hair dress makes this doll most 
outstanding. 

The twin dolls in their first party 
dress are a delight to the little 
ladies. 

The Victorian lady at the top is 
suitably dressed in challis. 

The blond damsel on the right is 
splendor itself in bright red polka-dot 
chiffon over lace.

DEATH OF 
NOTED COLLECTOR 


The doll collecting fraternity will 
be grieved to learn of the death of 
one of its most colorful exponents, 
Mrs. Bert Trimpey of Baraboo, Wis- 
consin, who passed away on Febru- 
ary 9. A release from Baraboo states 
as follows: 

“Mrs. Bert Trimpey, nationally 
known doll collector and author of 
two books on dolls, died Wednesday 
night at a Baraboo hospital. 

“Mrs. Trimpey was known through- 
out the nation for her collection of 
more than 100 exquisite old dolls of 
historical value. Because of her in- 
terest in dolls which extended over a 
period of more than a quarter cen- 
tury, Mrs. Trimpey wrote two books, 
‘The Story of My Dolls’ and ‘Becky, 
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My First Love,’ both concerned with 
her collection. 

“The former Alice Kent, she was 
the daughter of pioneer Wisconsin 
settlers who came from New Hamp- 
shire before the Civil War and settled 
on Sauk Prairie. They later moved to 
Baraboo. She made her home in the 
old Kent family house, which became 
nationally known as the home of 
Becky, one of Mrs. Trimpey’s dolls 
and served as the back ground of her 
book, ‘Story of’ My Dolls,’ which was 
published in 1935. 

“In 1910, she married the late E. 
B. Trimpey, who operated an antique 
shop in Baraboo, and gathered one 
of the most notable collections of 
luster in the middle-west. Mrs. Trim- 
pey donated the collection to tne 
state historical museum in 1948. 

“Mrs. Trimpey’s doll collection be- 
gan when she started with a doll, 
Becky, which was given her when she 
was 4 years old as a Christmas 
present. 

“She also wrote a number of short 
stories. In earlier years she painted 
China and made pen and brush 
drawings for greeting cards for 
Marshall Field Co., Chicago. 

“Mrs. Trimpey refused to be 
chained to styles by conventionality 
in dress. She was known for her in- 
dividual garments, often wearing 
soft and unusual shades of blue, rare 
laces, and velvet. She was described 
once as wearing the things that are 
“becoming to her, ageless, timeless, 
lovely things.” 

“Mrs. Trimpey, in further refusal 
to be a conformist, once stated that 
she had no interest in birthdays. At 
one time she stated: “‘I would as 
soon think, of celebrating the time I 
had measles as to celebrate my birth- 
day ... I never keep track of my 
age—so many people do it for me.’ 

“Mrs. Trimpey was a, member of 
the Chicago Women’s Press club and 
of the DAR.”

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“BUTTONS AND I” 


By DOROTHY FOSTER BROWN

I regret that my “Button Groups” have been missing 
from HOBBIES for the last few months. This is not 
due to any loss of interest in buttons, on my part; nor 
to any lack of subject matter. It simply happens that 
I have been so busy — doing the things that have to he 
done! — that I haven’t had any time to give to buttons. 
Before long, I hope to produce -some more of the 
“Groups,” for those of HOBBIES’ readers who enjoy 
them. 

In the meantime: it has been suggested that a little 
personal information about the author of “Button 
Parade” might not be unwelcome. I am “happy to 
oblige,” although actually, the events that introduced 
me to Button Collecting are unexciting and very similar 
to those experienced by most collecters. 

I ‘was born in New England, and have always lived 
in what I still consider the best part of the United States 
(despite a few drawbacks!) Until 1933, I never thougnt 
much about buttons, beyond casually admiring an 
especially pretty one, if it came my way. I never even 
heard of collecting them until the fateful summer of 
1933, when, with my parents, I spent a couple weeks 
in a New England village, where we had relatives. 
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One of the latter, knowing that my father collects stamps 
thought that he would enjoy meeting a local stamp col- 
lector. Then she informed us that this gentleman also 
collected buttons — and from the tone of her voice it 
was evident that this hitherto unheard-of pastime was 
considered — well, peculiar, to put it mildly. 

But when we saw George Asby’s buttons, we realized 
the hobby’s possibilities, and immediately began collect- 
ing ourselves. My interest in buttons was then, and 
still is, a purely “amateur” one; that is I collect but- 
tons for purposes of enjoyment only. I do not regard 
any button as a cash investment; nor have I ever found 
it necessary to excuse my interest in the hobby by ex- 
tolling its “educational value.” I don’t care whether it 
is educational-or not, as long as it is interesting and 
amusing. A good hobby needs no excuse! 

Because my mother is an invalid of long standing, 
Button Collecting has been especially valuable to her. 
All people who are shut-in or incapacitated need at 
least one hobby — and one often leads to another. The 
best part of any hobby, perhaps, lies in the friends and 
contacts made through it. This valuable attribute, plus 
a hobby’s power to create interest and alleviate afflic- 
tion, to a greater or less degree, is ample reason for its 
existence. Buttons have saved many people from bore- 
dom—and worse. 

Because I was trained as an artist» the beauty and 
ingenuity of buttons designs naturally appealed to me — 
once I became aware of their existence! Photography 
does not always do them justice, — they deserve very 
detailed and careful representation, and I decided to 
supply it. I sent my first contribution to HOBBIES in 
1938; since then, in my spare time, I have drawn and 
described more than fourteen hundred buttons. And 
while this may not sound like very many, when you 
consider ALL the buttons there are, I can assure you 
that it is quite a chore, just the same. I must have 
made billions of dots, in the shading alone; certainly: 
I sometimes think that I am lucky, not to be afflicted 
permanently with “spots before my eyes!” But drawing 
the buttons has made me more keenly aware of their 
beauty and more appreciative of the artists who de- 
signed and made them. 

I am not what is called a serious collector,’”’ — how 
could I be, when my motto, borrowed from Polly de 
Steiguer Crummett, is “Buttons for Fun!” I specialize 
only in the most modest way, and consider myself a 
general collector — or perhaps accumulator would pe u 
better word. I have many favorites, of course: Uniform 
and Livery buttons, especially British; “Jets,” ‘An- 
chors,” “Velvet Backs,” “Plastic Horns,” “Golden Ages.” 
I like all odd button types, such as “False Holes,” “Im- 
itations,” (mot Reproductions!) and combinations of 
materials. In fact, I like practically all- buttons, — that’s 
why I’m a General Collector. Most of all, I value their 
associations, — the “intangibles” that can seldom be 
bought. And while I deplore the commercialization that 
is invading the hobby, and dislike some of its manifesta- 
tions, I still maintain the right of every hobbyist to en- 
joy his buttons in whatever way he sees fit.* 


I have little time, nowadays, to “play with” but- 
tons; but I like them as much as ever, and I look for- 
ward to the day (as most collectors do) when I shall 
have plenty of time to re-classify, rearrange, remount— 
and just admire — to my heart’s content. And though 
that day may never arrive I shall always be glad that 
buttons came into my life when they did; and I wonder 
sometimes, (as many collectors must) what I ever did 
without them!

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Such familiar names as Leavenworth, 
Hayden, Scoville, Abel Porter and 
Aaron Benedict flit through its pag- 
es, and some of these gentlemen play 
an active part in the story, along 
with other button-makers, real and 
imaginary. 

Anyone who reads “The Mill on 
Mad River” as a story will learn 
about buttons, willy-nilly; and col- 
lectors interested in button history 
and manufacture will find it well 
worth reading, even if they are more 
interested in buttons than in fiction 
of this type. 

In the second book, “Yankee Auc- 
tioneer,” by George Bean, buttons 
are listed among other items cur- 
rently popular in the world of auc- 
tions and hobbies. They are not de- 
scribed or discussed in detail, but the 
fact that they are mentioned at all 
is a sign of their rise to fame, since 
if the same book had been written 
fifteen years ago, I doubt if they 
would have rated inclusion in it. 
Quite aside from the buttons, most 
collectors will enjoy Mr. Mean’s book 
for its pleasing style, humorous, 
helpful information, and shrewd in- 
sight into human nature and be- 
havior.

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ON THE ART OF FLOURISHING 


By DOROTHY BRANNAN 


Today school children are encour- 
aged to prepare homework on the 
typewriter, housewives have adopted 
the machines for personal use and 
more and more the fine art of writ- 
ing by hand recedes into the realm 
of lost art. It is good to preserve 
as much of man’s accomplishments 
as we can, so let’s not forget how 
to write beautifully. To stimulate 
interest in penmanship it would be 
well worth anyone’s time to look 
into the art of Flourishing which 
grew out of the scrolls and curlecues 
of the Spencerian style. 

Instruction books of the nineties 
comment that “two styles of penman- 
ship are in use in this country. 
One is the round hand, the other 
is the angular. A new system, the 
semi-angular has been introduced by 
Spencer, Payson, Dunton and Scrib- 
ner, and is winning way to favor. 
The ‘copy book’ prepared by these 
masters are cordially recommended.” 
But back in 1876 Gaskell was the 
His “Complete Compendi- 
series of  self-instruction 
sheets, in envelopes containing com- 
plete copies of penmanship _illus- 
trating all the principles of the sys- 
tem enabled the student to become 
a rapid and graceful penman and 
could be had for one dollar. 

Each of these masters, in order to 
demonstrate the degree of his skill, 
resorted to ornate pictorial decora- 
tions with or without words. This 
came to be called ‘‘Flourishing.” A 
few card writers peddling their 
wares on street corners today some- 
times attempt corruytions of this lost 
art but the examples of the heyday 
of penmanship are ‘works worth your 
nicest frames and suitable for deco- 
rations in any room. 

Such mottoes as, “Fame and 
Knowledge seek to gain,” and 
“Eternal Vigilance is the price of 
Success”, were lettered on ribbons 
against intricate backgrounds, the 
favorite being made up of birds prob- 
ably because their outlines lent 
themselves to long sweeping strokes. 
Often the whole picture was devoted 
to examples of alternate lettering 
and script each line vying with the 
one above with such amusing novel- 
ties introduced as a word like “Re- 
solved” lettered to resemble the 
trunks of trees with miracles of 
small branches, like small streams, 
wandering off in many directions. 
It was customary to sign these 
master-pieces. Sometimes the artist 


timidly incorporated his name in the 
design but more bold workmen wrote 


that the picture was “flourished by” 
so and so, and too often forgot the 
date. One of the more complex 
specimens is signed by a T. H. Me 
Cool and appears in a book published 
in 1893. Doubtless there were many 
before this date. A collection and the 
history of Flourishing and_ the 
world’s greatest Flourishers would 
be quaint and valuable. 
oO 

Lamps 

The Rochester lamp held the lime- 
light in 1893 with the manufacturers 
boldly stating, “It is the only lamp 
Absolutely Perfect”. Five hundred 
thousand had been sold before that 
date. The first to perfect the cen- 
tral draft, their varied line included 
tall Banquet, table, bracket, hang- 
ing, study, and piano models. In a 
picture of their wares at the Inter- 
national Exposition there were 
shown literally thousands of lamps. 
Their factories were at Meriden, Con- 
necticut, and they also made brass 
kettles, oilers, lanterns and Niagara 
burners, and “the word, Rochester 
is stamped on every lamp” according 
to their advertisements. 

Their “Piano” lamp was tall, atop 
a shaft which extended down 
through several onyx shelves set in 
an ornamental brass frame, and 
wore a fancy shade as befitted such 
a fine accessory. The squat table 
lamps of brass or silverplate ran the 
gamut from stark plainness to such 
a saturation of design as left no 
spot unadorned and topped the whole 
off with fancy handles and splayed 
feet. Their chandeliers and hall 
lamps, bepainted, be scrolled and be- 
decked with prisms still delight the 
eye and amaze modern: decorators. 
But none of these was so dear to 
the heart of femininity as the two 
two - and - a - half - foot - tall Ban- 
quet lamp topped by its pleated linen 
or swirled silk shade ornate with 
wide lace and ribbon bows. In photo- 
graphs they look as if they were 
made of frilled crepe paper. 


You could get the lamp with the 
linen shade for $5.75 but the silk 
dream cost more than eight dollars. 
Historically, the company states, 
“Seven years ago,” that ‘would be 
1885, “Charles S. Upton, now Presi- 
dent of the Rochester Lamp Compa- 
ny, mortgaged his home, bought out 
his discouraged partners and in a 
small way commenced to manufac- 
ture his own lamps. His small store 
served as his only home. Today the 
Rochester Lamp is known through- 


out the world. They employ 2500 
mechanics. What a record of indomi- 
table’ pluck and perseverance!” 

You could buy a “Duplex Parlor 
Art Lamp” with “Exquisite” hand- 
painted porcelain shade and base for 
two dollars and fifty cents plus ship- 
ping charges in 1892. The decorations 
had a “Delicate bisque finish,” the 
square base of solid brass was “finely 
polished and Jacquered,’ the lamp 
had a removable fount, patent extin- 
guisher and Duplex burner. The ex- 
tinguisher operated by means of a 
tasseled cord “which puts out the 
light instantly”. The height of the 
lamp 19 inches, the diameter of the 
body, 8 inches.

Dates Add Interest 
Bisque 
“Especially appropriate for a 
young lady’s room” describes the 


“handsome bisque mantel set” sold 
for seventy-five cents in 1892. The 
cornucopia shaped vases are five 
inches tall on scrolled bases. A girl 
in rather short dress and pantalettes 
leans on the left of one and a boy 
in breeches and curved-front coat 
against the right side of the other. 
A match safe, shaped like a baby 
buggy that has lost its back wheels 
lolls on the mantel shelf as the center 
piece of the group. The match safe is 
made to resemble wicker-work has 
miniature scallops on the top edge, 
flowers at the low end without the 
wheels and ribbon on the sides. The 
ornamentation is declared to be 
“handsome in blue and gold with 
dashes of lemon and other colors.”

Casters 

Quoting an 1892 catalog, “The 
wide awake lady, nowadays, never 
uses her dignified and stately five- 
bottle dinner caster except for dinner 
parties, when it is in taste. Around 
the family board everything should 
suggest freedom and sociability. She 
will then use a tete-a-tete caster of 
silverplate with bottles for pepper, 
salt and mustard.” Of “real” china 
from Carlsbad with delicately tinted 
ground and floral decorations applied 
in color and gold the three bottles 
pictured recline in great dignity, 
for quasi-Easter Egs, in the en- 
graved, footed, triple cups that sup- 
port them. The handle, oval in shape 
is topped by a flower spray. These 
choice beauties sold for one dollar 
and seventy-five cents.

A pickle jar is a chased, silver- 
plated carrier with handle and tongs 
has an ornate metal cover with a 
fancy handle. The jar appears to be 
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in the Daisy and Star pattern as 
shown in Lee’s book. The pattern ex- 
tends halfway up, the top balf being 
of ' po glass. This attractive caster 

for one dollar and seventy-five 
cents but you also had to pay thirty 
five cents for postage in 1892.

Sewing Bird 

The efficient sewing bird referred 
to in a catalog of 1876 as, “This use- 
ful article which should find a place 
in every home” was ornamental as 
well as useful. In silverplate or brass 
it had bright colored needle po 
emery cushions and could be attached 
to stand or table top by means of a 
hand screw. Postage prepaid, it cost 
just seventy-five cents.

the exquisite object out of the win- 
dow. It was told of Frederick the 
Great that upon discovering a page 
boy dipping in for a pinch, said, 
“Boy, put that box in your pocket. 
It is not large enough for both of us.” 
Both men and women at that time 
were addicted to the taking of snuff. 
The most delicate, however, did not 
take a pinch with their fingers, as 
the boxes often came supplied with a 
small spoon for dipping and a rab- 
bit’s foot to brush the excess snuff 
from the nostrils. 

The elegant boxes on exhibition 
were rarely used to contain snuff, 
but were cherished mementos of his- 
toric personages. Though neither 
price nor ostentation is an esthetic 
criterion of this superb art, since 
their disuse more than one-hundred- 
fifty years ago, their appeal and 
price have risen steadily and quite 
recently one was sold at auction for 
the sum of $32,000.00. 

Mr. Blum collected these thirty- 
four perfect examples of the snuff 
box during the last forty years.

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BRIEF HISTORY OF OLD 


NURSING 


BOTTLES 


By RUDOLF HOMMEL 


Nursing bottles are collectibles to- 
day. It is only since the 19th century 
that inventiveness and the growing 
demands of hygiene have produced 
all kinds of forms and devices. To ex- 
plore this output would be an exciting 
adventure for the collector seeking 
new fields. 

Museums are more and more tak- 
ing notice of the social history of the 
people, some are exclusively devoted 
to it, and show the everyday con- 
trivances, utensils and tools, and 
there we find now and then some of 
the earlier forms of nursing bottles. 
Some medical colleges and libraries 
directed their attention to this new 
branch of collecting and it is a fea- 
ture of the newly established Dairy 
Museum in Philadelphia, began by 
David Gwinn, and fostered by the 
Dairy Industries Society, Internation- 
al, whose headquarters are at 1426 G 
Street, Washington, D. C 

An exhaustive history of the nurs- 
ing bottle, however, has yet to be 
written. This is a task requiring 
much research, and we shall merely 
attempt to furnish a few prolegomina 
towards it. The great Oxford Dic- 
tionary, a boon to the historian, as it 
gives earliest literary references to 
most of the words in the English 
language, records in 1552 a “Suckyng 
pot for chyldren,” in 1660 it mentions 
bottles of wood, called sucking bot- 
tles, and in 1669 quotes the following 
sentence: “Milk in a warm breast is 
more effectual nourishment than milk 
in a cold sucking box.” As late as 
1825 the term sucking-bottle is still 
the accepted form, as quoted in the 
Transactions of the American Pedia- 
tric Society (Vol. IX, 13), and after 
that date the modern word “nursing 
bottle” gained popularity in America

and is now the established term. 

Pictorial representations are also 
often effective for documentation, and 
we show, therefore, a section of an 
old Dutch print of 153, the work of 
Peter Breughel, called Peasant 
Breughel, for his vivid delineations 
of the doings of the common people of 
his time. Here is shown an emaciat- 
ed mother feeding her child through 
a cow’s horn. This, then, would seem 
to be the prototype of the nursing 
bottle. It is of interest to add that 
in remote rural parts of Finland un- 
til very recent times women fed their 
children through a cow’s horn, as I 
was informed by the director of Fin- 
land’s National Museum at Helsinki, 
in 1929. 

In eastern Pennsylvania, among the 
Pennsylvania Germans, another curi- 
ous nursing bottle was in vogue since 
the 18th century. A few have surviv- 
ed and are now treasured by collec- 
tors and in museums. The local name 
for them is “Mammlee” or “Ludle.” 
This is phonetic spelling, to give the 
sound as I heard it pronounced. The 
accompanying picture shows a well- 
preserved specimen, four inches high. 
The tube opposite the handle ends ina 
bulbous nozzle formed of pewter with 
a hole in it. The tube is continued on 
the inside of the container where it is 
bent at right angles and reaches to 
the bottom. 

There are several similar nursing 
bottles in the Wykoff Collection of the 
Cleveland Medical Library Museum, 
which shows that the Pennsylvania 
Germans in their westward migration 
to Ohio in the early part of the 19th 
century took some with them as neces- 
sary domestic utensils. 

In the Mercer Museum in Doyles- 
town, Pennsylvania, there is a nurs- 
ing bottle of that type with two 
spouts for twins. I do not recall 
whether it is made of tinned sheet 
iron or pewter. It must have been a 
task at feeding time to bring the heads 
of the twins in proper position for the 
spouts to reach the respective mouths 
and keep them there. 

In variovs small-town museums in 
the Palatinate, Wurttemberg and Ba- 
varia I have seen similar nursing 
bottles. They were made of pewter,

with a screw lid, and the lid had the 
nozzle in the center, rising vertically. 
The tube, however, was not continued 
downward into the container, as is 
the case in the specimens from Penn- 
sylvania. Maybe, American inventive- 
ness was there already at play. 

Silver nursing bottles occur also in 
America dating of the 18th. century. 
They are known to collectors as spout- 
cups. They look more like small tea 
pots with an unusual, long, curved 
spout, starting near the bottom of the 
container. The museum of the City of 
New York had one on display with 
the mark of the New York silver- 
smith, Jacob Boelen (1654-1729); and 
in addition with the initials L over W 
D E, and the date 1714 beneath. A 
similar spout cup or nursing bottle, 
made of pewter was shown in 1936 at 
the museum of the Historical Society 
in Reading, Pennsylvania, apparent- 
ly an 18th century piece. 

These more elaborate specimens 
are not within the reach of the aver- 
age collector, but be not dicouraged, 
collect as many of the various forms 
of the 19th century, glass, metal, 
china milk glass, with metal, hard 
rubber, rubber and glass tubes, or 
whatever types the inventive period 


produced, and you will illustrate 
an interesting phase of our social 
history.

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HANDS (MY IMPRESSIONS)

Some time back it fell to my lot to 
register several hundred people, and 
for days I could think of nothing 
and see nothing but hands. My ex- 
perience seemed like that of the 
ticket seller in a movie window, who 
said she never saw faces, only heard 
voices and saw hands. Small hands 
and large hands, clean hands and 
dirty hands. old hands and pee 
hands, tiny children’s hands . 
all reaching up. Gloved hands in 
winter that made it harder to pick 
up change, and in the spring again 
the uncovered hands which speeded 
the selling of tickets. 

The hands I have registered: 

One old sweet lady of ninety-one 
years insisted writing her name all 
by herself and made quite a cere- 
mony of it with her trembling hands. 
Another old lady . .. a fuss budget 
that expected to be waited upon al- 
‘ways ... wealthy, old and cranky, 
tried to write and her hand -refused 
to do her bidding. A hand signed a 
name beautifully . . . and when I 
looked up, the other hand was miss- 
ing ...a soldier. An old soldier with 
his meddlesome hands insisted on 
showing me just how it should be 


done . .. he knew all about it... 
knew all the people of any import- 
ance ... he was sure the President 


would know who he was. At one 
time he had been elected delegate 
to so and so. A pair of hands so 
discolored it seemed nothing would 
ever make them white again, be- 
longed to a potter ... and he had 
the face of a Valentino. A _ fat, 


pompous man wanted to show his 
individuality by printing his name 
over twice the space alotted him. He 
blotted it and clumsy hands ruined 
the page. A pair of beautiful hands 
with enormous diamonds on each one 
seemed at a loss of just how to show 
them to the best advantage, so he 
cupped his chin in iis hands while 
talking to me, and they belonged to 
a tire salesman.

Little 
baby hands - before my baby 
could call me mother, his little Psa A 
loved me. 

What would some of our boys who 
have been in the service do... they 
have only the use of hands left to 
travel the long road. The blind... 
the sensitive hands of Helen Keller. 
Grasping hands ... hands of the 
miser. Mona Lisa’s hands tell a 
story you cannot read. 

My triend who plays the harp has 
beautiful hands that refuse to enjoy 
the touch of dishwater. The convict 
who serves time has expert hands 

. they are what put him there. 
The nurses in hospitals with their 
soothing hands. Deaf and dumb peo- 
ple who speak with their hands. 

The woman who works for me has 
reared eleven children with her 
hands, and these same hands still 
give to them. 

Hands play an important part in 
the bringing up of children... our 
elders thought. Hands were cruelly 
hurt when I was a child 

Wonderful music is played by 
hands. . .they write all our fine books 
and fine . . .how often the latter de- 
pend for interpretation of the hands 
of the players. 

The chin of the thinker rests in 
his hands... the head of the weary 
. a hand 
instinctively covers the heart that 
beats too hard with emotion A 
hand that pleads eloquently. 

No actress can reach the heights 
without purposeful hands. The most 
expressive thing about the Divine 
Sarah were her hands. They spoke 
when her voice was silent. 

Why should holding hands have 
anything to do with calling spirits 
in seances or with speaking the 
language of love? It is because the

most sensitive nerves of the body 
are centered in the finger tips. Did 
you ever watch people who never 
know what to do with their hands? 
They are ill at ease, and do not 
know that their hands have turned 
traitor. The hand is quicker than 
the eye, so we have had such people 
as Keller and Houdini with master 
hands. Watch the hands of the gam- 
blers in a game of cards ... clever 
but sly. Bill Hart’s hands-with his gun 
and his way of rolling a cigarette. 
The criminal is more afraid of the 
hand of the law than anything else. 

A dancer’s hands play as_ im- 
portant a part as tne feet, I think. 
Hands of people in close ups in pic- 
tures . . . holding letters, wills, etc., 
why, oh why will they neglect them? 
Mob scenes do not always have dis- 
tinct faces, but you can see the 
hands, and they are full of interpre- 
tation, generally. 

One time I read a story or a man 
who murdered another (jealousy) 
and only his hands accused him.

Billy 
Sunday could not have talked if you 
had tied his hands behind his back. 
Hands of the prisoners at San 
Quentin, who behind walls grow dah- 
lias that have taken prizes .. . hands 
of one of our girls who lived in 
Japan and painted its delightful vis- 
tas; now her work is priceless for it 
cannot be duplicated. Hands that 
will not let King Tut sleep. Minister- 
ing hands of Florence Nightingale 
. . . hands of the Christ blessing 
little children . . . hands of the Pope 
of Rome .. . hands of my husband 
that help carry life’s burden.

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POTTERY AND PORCELAIN NOTES 


In “Great Industries of the United 
States’’, . 1873. 

One of the earliest arts attained 
by mankind was that of making pot- 
tery. The’Egyptians themselves had, 
in the time of Herodotus, who lived 
and wrote nearly five hundred years 
before Christ, so lost the knowledge 
of when they first became acquainted 
with this art, that they, as is usual 
with a semi-civilized people: ascribed 
its origin to the teaching of some di- 
vinity. 

In Egypt, the Hebrews were kept 
at making brick, and in their escape 
from the land of bondage they un- 
questionably carried with them the 
knowledge of this art and its allied 
manufacture of pottery. The fre- 
quent use in the Old Testament of 
the terms taken from this industry, 
and the numerous cases in which fig- 
ures are drawn from articles of pot- 
tery, show, if such a proof were 
needed, that the manufacture was 
established among the Jews, and 
that domestic articles of pottery 
were in very common use. 

In the East, utensils are often 
made of pottery: of a size so large 
that we would hardly think of mak- 
ing them from any material less 
strong than wood or metal. In the 
story of the Férty Thieves, in the 
Arabian Nights, the robbers conceal 
themselves in jars. Reading this, as 
a child, the writer was struck with 
the evident absurdity of a man’s 
concealing himself in such a sized 
jar as are usually seen in this 
country. The consistency of the 
story becomes plainly evident, how- 
ever, when first the jars in use in the 
East for storing oil or wine are seen. 
These are frequently almost as high 
as a man, and, being proportionately 
broad, would afford most handy and 
convenient places for concealment. . 


While the knowledge of pottery 
was so widely diffused among the 
nations of antiquity, yet the Chinese 
and Japanese are the only nations 
who seem to have had any knowledge, 
long ago, of the art of mking porce- 
lain; and by both of these nations 
this art was carried, at an early per- 
iod, to the high pitch of perfection 
which their products of this kind still 
hold. The distinction between the 
products of these two processes is 
evident to every person with the least 
habit of observation. Pottery is made 
from baked clay; and though some- 


times glazed. yet it is always opaque, 
—while porcelain, though its chief 
ingredient is the same substance, yet 
it is mixed with some fusible mater- 
ial which, combining with the infus- 
ible clay, results in making a semi- 
translucent substance, which is after- 
wards glazed, and otherwise decor- 
ated. 

Of each of these substances, of 
either pottery or porcelain there are 
several varieties, which differ from 
each other by small, oftentimes by 
almost imperceptible, distinctions or 
grades, but all of which can still be 
classed under one or the other of 
these heads. These distinctions arise 
from the various proportions in which 
the ingredients are mixed, or from 
the various processes they undergo 
in the manufacture, the degree of 
heat to which they are subjected, its 
continuance, or to some other cause. 

Among the ancients: the most cele- 
brated manufactories of pottery 
were those of the Greeks, and the 
Etruscans, who were settled in Italy 
before the Romans dominated that 
country, and who derived their 
methods and style of decoration of 
their vases from the Greeks, either 
by way of commercial intercourse 
with Greece, or directly by the settle- 
ment of Grecian artists among them- 
selves: 

When we reflect how very fragile 
this pottery ware is, it seems sur- 
prising that the immense quantities 
of it now gathered in the various 
museums of Europe should have been 
preserved so long, and through the 
various accidents of war which have 
characterized the history of the rise 
and destruction of the various na- 
tions of Europe during the period of 
modern history. But its preservation 
is accounted for when we reflect that 
it was the custom of the nations of 
antiquity to bury, frequently, num- 
bers of these vases and other vessels 
in the tombs of their dead; and that 


even to-day, in the recent excava- - 


tions, numerous specimens are still 
found. These vases and other vessels 
are frequently decorated ‘with fig- 
ures, and form the most valuable 
data for the study of the customs, the 
costume, and the manners of the ex- 
tinct races who made them. 

One of the most valuable and cele- 
brated of these vases is that known 
as the Barberini or Portland vase; 
the original of which now forms one 
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of the chief treasures of the British 
Museum. It is covered with a thin 
covering of a beautiful dark blue, 
upon which the figures are raised in 
white. Fifty copies of it were made 
by Wedgwood, the famous manufac- 
turer of ornamental pottery and por- 
celaine which were sold to subscrib- 
ers at ten guineas each. Though this 
did not reimburse Wedgwood for the 
expense of making these copies, yet 
it was in doing this that he discover- 
ed a method for imitating the charm- 
ing color and the perfect surface of 
this kind of ware, for which his fac- 
tory afterwards became so famous, 
and the secret for the composition of 
which is still preserved by his des- 
cendents. 

To give anything like a description 
of the remains of ancient pottery 
which have come down to us, or of 


the knowledge gained from their . 


study of the manners of the people, 
is impossible,—since to do so ‘would 
be to condense an entire literature 
into the compass of a few lines. 
Among the number of works upon 
the subject we will mention, however, 
only Birch’s History of Ancient Pot- 
tery as most readily within the reach 
of those desirous of pursuing the 
subject further. 

In China, the manufacture of por- 
celain first supplied the demands of 
Europe’ so that the name “china” has 
become the term in ordinary use for 
our cups and plates. The Chinese 
themselves ascribe the invention of 
pottery to the Emperor Hoang-ti in 
2700 B. C., and that of porcelain to 
the year 185 B. C. Porcelain in China 
is used not only for domestic but al- 
so for architectural purposes. M. 
Stanislas Julien, a distinguished 
French scholar of the Chinese lan- 
guage, has translated into French a 
Chinese history of, the manufacture 
of porcelain, from which much infor- 
mation can be gained, not only by 
the general reader, but also by those 
practically engaged in the manu- 
facture themselves. 

Among the ancient inhabitants of 
Peru and: some other countries of 
South America, pottery had, at the 
advent of the Spaniards attained 
quite a development: In their almost 
total destruction of the civilization 
which they found flourishing in these 
countries the Spaniards did not spare 
the evidences of this art. But with 
the inquiring spirit of modern times,

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POTTERY AND 
PORCELAIN NOTES

and the new desire to study and pre- 
serve the remaining records of the 
past history of man’s actions upon 
this planet, the subject of the pro- 
ficiency of the South American na- 
tions in the arts has excited its share 
of attention, and exceedingly inter- 
esting collections of their pottery 
have been made. One of the best of 
these is in possession of New York 
Historical Society, and is there open 
to the inspection of the public. 

The pottery made in Peru to-day is 
far inferior in finish and decoration 
to that made before the Spaniards 
brought their degenerating civiliza- 
tion there. Ewbank, in his Life in 
Brazil, gives illustrations of some of 
the ancient pottery vessels which 
have been preserved, and calls atten- 
tion to some of the forms now in tra- 
ditional use there, as worthy of imi- 
tation by other more advanced na- 
tions. He speaks especially of the 
jug made for keeping water: which is 
called a “monkey.” This is made as 
a closed vessel, with two spouts; a 
larger one for pouring out the water, 
and a smaller one for admitting the 
necessary supply of air. The texture 
of this vessel is made porous, so that 
the outside surface is kept constantly 
moist by the exudation of the water, 
while the rest of the contents are 
thus cooled by the evaporation of this 
moisture from the outside of the 
vessel. 

With the overthrow of the Roman 
Empire the art of making decorative 
pottery disappeared from Europe, 
but was first brought back into 
Spain by the Arabs when they ob- 
tained a foothold in that country, in 
the eighth century, and into Sicily in 
the next century. From. this last 
point the art spread into Italy, and 
during the fourteenth and fifteenth 
centuries reached a high state of de- 
velopment. During this time flour- 
ished the manufactories of majolica 
ware, so called, it is supposed, from 
the fact that the Moors had made a 
ware somewhat similar, in the island 
of Majorca. To the decoration of this 
ware distinguished artists devoted 
themselves, and Raphael is supposed 
to have prepared the designs for 
some of the pieces, such as large 
platters and other vessels. So artis- 
tically was his ware decorated, and 
such a wealth of ornament was 
lavished upon it, that its original 
intention for domestic use was lost 
sight of entirely, and the plates, the 
cups, the vases» and other vessels; 
came to be valued and used only as 
luxuries of decoration. 


In the fifteenth century the Dutch, 
who, from their commercial relations 
with Japan, had been chiefly instru- 
mental in introducing Japanese ware 
into Europe, commenced the manu- 
. facture of glazed pottery ware, which 
was extensively used in Europe. It 
was known as Delft ware, from the 
fact of its being manufactured in and 
near this place. 

The manufactory of porcelain was 
introduced into Saxony in 1709, by 
Bottcher' who had by experiment 
succeeded in inventing a genuine 


white porcelain. The elector, Freder- 
ic Augustus, was so pleased with it 
that ce established at Weissen a 
factory for its production, placing 
Bottcher at the head of it. This was 
the origin of the manufacture of 
Dresden china, which is still success- 
fully carried on, and is still so highly 
valued. 

In 1720 and 1751 the works were 
established at Vienna and at Dresden, 
which are still in operation. In 1735 
similar establishments were put in 
operation in Chantilly, France; in 
1745 at Vincennes, and in 1754 at 
Sevres: at which the famous Sevres 
china is made. These royal manufac- 
tories, inaugurated under the royal 
patronage, were of course for the 
production chiefly of wares for royal 
consumption. While it is of course 
desirable and advantageous to im- 
prove any branch of industry, and to 
experiment in improved methods and 
processes of manufacture, without 
being restrained by the practical 
question “will it pay?” yet still in- 
dustrial enterprises founded and con- 
ducted upon these principles can 
hardly be counted among a nation’s 
industries. They are in the practical 
struggle for life ‘which characterizes 
the intense action of the social forces 
of to-day, what greenhouse culture is 
to the practical agriculture of to-day. 

There is no objection, in fact there 
may be a positive advantage, in hav- 
ing some rich men raise strawberries 
in January by a system of forcing- 
houses, or cultivate pineapples under 
glass at an expense of a dollar for 
each berry, or ten dollars for each 
pineapple. The successful results of 
such experiments show at least what 
human energy and science can attain, 
and when carefully and judiciously 
done, they may add valuable material 
to our stock of knowledge, but, as 
agricultural experiments, they cer- 
tainly have but small effect in cheap- 
ening the food of nations. The rich 
man may congratulate himself upon 
the cheapness of his strawberries at 
fifty dollars a plate, and find that he 
gets more satisfaction from squan- 
dering a portion of his superfluity in 
this way than in some other display 
of extravagant luxury, and perhaps 
he may be right; but certainly he 
cannot lay any claim to having pro- 
vided fruit for the millions, or to 
have raised the standard of the sup- 
ply of food for the poor. 

The enterprise undertaken to at- 
tain this object must be conceived in 
a different spirit and carried on by 
a’ different method. A workman in 
the manufactory at Sevres has done 
a good day’s work when he has made 
from fifteen to twenty plates in a 
day; but in the same time an English 
potter, with the aid of two boys, 


makes from one thousand to twelve - 


hundred plates, while an American, 
by the aid of improved appliances, 
increases even this production, and 
of necessity cheapens their cost in 
the same ratio, and thus enlarges the 
field for their consumption. A na- 
tional industry must look to the 
people for the purchasers of its pro- 
ducts, and with the people the ques- 
tion of cost is of the first importance. 


The manufacturer who has been 
chiefly instrumental in England in 
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so cheapening earthenware and por- 
celain as to have inaugurated the 
present almost universal use of this 
‘ware was Josiah Wedgwood, who has 
already been mentioned. Those of us 
who have not yet reached the Psal- 
mist’s term of life can remember the 
time when an_ earthenware plate 
was a luxury. In the kitchens and 
dining-rooms of New England, some 
fifty years ago, the housewife was 
proud of her store of pewter, and the 
well-polished platters of this materi- 
al occupied then the shelves now fil- 
led with earthenware. 

The chief pottery manufacturers of 
England are in Staffordshire, and 
ocoupy the same spots in which pot- 
tery was made during the Roman 
occupation of England. Here at Burs- 
lem, a little town, Josiah Wedgwood 
was born in 1730. When he was 
about thirty he commenced the manu- 
facture of a peculiar cream-colored 
ware, which became very popular un- 
der the name of “Queen’s ware.” This 
title was given to it by the fact that 
Queen Charlotte was gracious enough 
to accept a present from him of 
some sets of it, and conferred on 
their maker the title of “Queen’s 
Potter.” The business so increased 
that in 1859 the exportations of pot- 
tery from Staffordshire amounted in 
value to nearly thirteen millions of 
doliars, while this industry supports 
over sixty thousand operatives in a 
territory of about ten square miles. 

Among the first settlers of this 
country in Virginia, potters are men- 
tioned, and in A Perfect Description 
of Virginia, published in 1649, they 
are enumerated among the tradesmen 
who lived well there and gained much 
by their labor and art. The Indians 
found here by the colonists had them- 
selves a rude knowledge of pottery, 
and used the clay common in the 
country for making their pipes, al- 
though they do not appear to have 
carried the art much further. 

The Dutch in their settlement of 
New York and the adjacent country 
very soon introduced the making of 
pottery, and some of the ware made 
during their possession’ of the terri- 
tory, in Long Island, was said by 
contemporary authorities, quoted in 
O’Calligan’s New Netherlands, to 
have been not inferior to that made 
in Delft. Other manufactories of 
pottery ware were established in the 
various colonies, and the art ‘was so 
well: understood, that, if the natural 
location of the materials required of- 
fered the opportunity, every new 
settlement made for itself the pot- 
tery needed for its own consumption; 
so that in 1790, Hamilton, in his re- 
port as Secretary of the Treasury, 
mentions pottery ware as one of the 
most considerable branches of in- 
dustry throughout the county, and as 
having come the nearest towards 
supplying the demand. 

Within this century the manufac- 
ture of porcelain has been introduced 
into this country, and has become an 
important industry. An _ extensive 
bed of kaolin or decomposed felspar 
was discovered in 1810, at Monkton, 
in Addison County, Vt., and a com- 
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pany was organized for the purpose 
of making porcelain from it. Other 
beds of the same material were al- 
so discovered at other localities in 
the State, and elsewhere, and the 
business began to attract more at- 
tention. In 1819 the manufacture of 
fine porcelain was commenced in 
New York, from domestic materials: 
by Dr. H. Mead. In 1827 William 
Ellis Tucker, whose warehouse was 
situated at 40 North Fifth Street, in 
Philadelphia, had brought the manu- 
facture of china or porcelain to an 
extensive and successful noint of 
development; and in this year the 
business was commenced near Pitts- 
burg, where clay of a suitable char- 
acter was discovered by a company 
of English potters, —_ had come 
over for the purpose. orcelain- 
factory ‘was also in ie ul opera- 
tion at this time in Jersey City, near 


New York, employing about one 
hundred operatives: and working 
with a capital of two hundred 


thousand dollars. 

In Chester County, Penn., a fine 
bed of kaolin was worked up by Mr. 
Tucker, who has already been men- 
tioned, who, in 1825, began the first 
factory in this country of American 
queen’s ware, and who, by successive 
steps of improvement: had succeeded 
in producing wares which, for color- 
ing, gilding, and other decorations, 
were claimed to be second only to 
those of France. With others, he 
formed the American Porcelain Com- 
pany, and after his death the under- 
taking was carried on by Thomas 
Hemphill. 

Up to the present time the busi- 
ness has steadily increased until the 
value of the pottery and stoneware, 
by the census of 1860, reached a total

nearly three millions of dollars. and, 
by the last census, of over five mil- 
lions of dollars, while the porcelain 
ware produced was valued at over a 
million and a half. Nor has the ad- 
vance been characterized only by the 
increasing quality produced to satis- 
fy the increased demand, but also by 
increasing artistic skill in the decor- 
ation and in the forms used. 

The necessity in the modern world 
for a scientific and artistic education 
of those practically engaged in such 
industrial pursuits as call for the 
display of knowledge and art is 
shown as much in the production of 
porcelain as in any industrial em- 
ployment, and has been more fully 
recognized in England than in this 
country. The various industrial ex- 
hibitions of Europe showed the man- 
ufacturers of England so conclusive- 
ly in commercial value of scientific 
knowledge and artistic training in 
the competition for supplying the de- 
mand for wares displaying these 
qualities, in the increasing culture 
of modern times, that they interested 
themselves in affording the oppor- 
tunity for obtaining these; and the 
result has been the establishment of 
the Kensington Art Museum, . with 
its series of practical schools, the 
effect of whose teachings has been 
already most marked by raising the 
artistic standard of various depart- 
ments of English manufacturers. 

In this country as yet, the neces- 
sity for the general diffusion of ar- 
tistic and scientific education has 
not been so fully realized as to have 
given rise to any practical steps for 
its organization; but the subject is 
exciting attention, and the contem- 
poraneous propositions in New York, 
Boston, Baltimore, and other cities, 
for the establishment of art museums, 
in combination with practical scien- 
tific and artistic schools, is full of 
promise for the future that our ar- 
tistic culture will keep pace with our 
industrial progress.

Jug Lore 


By BARBARA M. SMITH 


From earliest time, the jug has 
been in use as a carrying and stor- 
ing vessel, first making its appear- 
ance among the crude helpmates of 
man living in the great glacial pat- 
terns of pre-historic European wilder- 
ness. Although fire had been discov- 
ered, its uses were limited by man’s 
knowledge, and the rays of the sun 
were the only known means of hard- 
ening earthen clay. Upon the inven- 
tion of writing, ancient Egyptian 
heirogliphics (the ‘word means 
“sacred writing”) played a leading 
role in covering 4,000 years of 
chronicled history encompassing the 
modes of life, tools, environment, and 
the conversational and meditative 
thoughts of these peoples. Later, the 
great migrations attended by the 
widening scope of medieval trade 
served as a crusade not only for the 
people but their possessions, and 
among these the jug was soon to be 
a universal item, traveling from 
Persia and the Near East, Palestine, 
Rome and Greece, westward with the 
sun where England, France, Ger- 
many and Spain lay and then across 
the uncharted Atlantic to the New 
World, empire following empire. 

It has been said that there are as 
many kinds of syrup jugs, some of 
which were depicted on our March 
cover, as there are syrups. By com- 
parion, the cruet is a ee we 
vessel used principally for vinegar 
and oils, but the wider mouth of the 
syrup jug originated from necessity 
—the thick, slow-pouring qualities of 
syrup requiring this difference in 
form. 

In reviewing the many kinds of 
pottery and china used in the making 
of these jugs, we find a. noted pot- 
ter’s family name is borne on in the 
markings of Wedgwood pottery, a 
predecessor of Queen’s Ware, the im- 
proved cream-coloured earthenware 
first presented to England’s Queen 
Charlotte in 1762 by Josiah Wedg- 
wood, later to be made potter to the 
Queen and afterwards to the King. 
In other cases, some pottery derived 
its name from regions such as Ma- 
jolica, ‘which we believe was first 
made in the Mediterranean island of 
Majorca and characterized by its 
soft-coloured glaze; Delft, originally 
of Delft, Holland, about 1600, and lat- 
er imitated in England; and Stafford- 
shire, of the midland county of Eng- 
land bearing the samie name. An ex- 
ception to these categories stemming 
from regional or family origins is 
Ironstone which is only a trade name 
given to a harder form of earthen- 


. ware, in reality neither porcelain nor 


china. 

The centuries have little altered 
the role of the jug in design, for each 
period has borrowed freely of its an- 
cestry and certain repetitions as well 
as innovations have always made up 
the sum. Variations spring mainly 
from ornamentation rather than out- 
ward molding. Today a stress upon 
simplicity is outstanding among 
modern works, some day to be rele- 
gated to the antiques world them- 
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selves, alongside early Continental 
examples and even farther back to 
the rare Byzantine jugs uncovered 
from burial tombs of the  pre- 
Christian era. A special fame and 
timelessness seems intrinsic in this 
worldly vessel which has a heritage 

within the home, the arts, and the 
museum that is as old as the re- 
cordings of history.

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We read that article about St. 
Augustine in the Post issue of March 
3 and it was just that much enter- 
tainment for 15c. We would never 
have given it a second thought if the 
local citizens hadn’t got so mad. Then 
we began getting letters from read- 
ers and queries from visitors as to 
what it was all about. So we decided 
to kill several hundred birds with one 
stone and answer them all. 

The author had the right of free 
speech and the right of criticism. 
There was a great deal of truth in 
the article and some deserved criti- 
cism. Mr. White may possibly have 
left St. Augustine at some previous 
time, just ‘as thousands of tourists 
do, with a bad taste because of being 
nicked by the rackets, some of which 
are conscienceless. And if St. Augus- 
stine permits them to run St. Augus- 
stine must be prepared to take the 
onus. 

It has been a wonder that some 
national magazine did not take a pot 
shot a long time ago. This one may 
lead to a series until the town cleans 
up. Not only are some of the “at- 
tractions” pure sucker traps but the 
tourists leave with bitter thoughts 
of the manner of pushing them 
around. The carriage riders are simp- 
ly taken from one racket to another 
and pushed into them. The driver 
stops, tells them “here is so and so, 
go in and I'll wait for you.” Most of 
their riding time is taken up in places 
they do not care to see but haven’t 
the nerve to resist. Barnum was 
right. The officials could _ stop 
this distasteful practice by an ordi- 
nance prohibiting charge for stand- 
ing time. 

But nothing will be done officially 
because tourists-baiting is inground. 
Generation after generation has been 
brought up to think that tourists are 
the crop and must be harvested. The 
local people’ can go in the_ spots 
free while the visitors are charged 
and they see absolutely nothing wrong 
or unfair about that. Aren’t the visi- 
tors to be plucked? ; 

Some of these rackets have got 
themselves tax-free on the ground 
that they are historical shrines. Yet 
no legislation has power to free any 
privately owned property and _ its 
profits from taxation. But not one 
taxpayer in the city has had the 
gumption to test the law in the State 
Supreme Court which ,would throw 
out the law in five minutes and re- 
store thousands of dollars to the 
coffers of the city treasury. 

There is only one solution to the 
city’s problem. That is for Congress 
to adopt it as a national shrine, rule 
it by a commission appointed by the 


Secretary of the Interior and regulate 
hotel rates, (they are reasonable 
here) restaurant prices and admis- 
sion charges to the historical places 
that are allowed to operate. 

It would cost only the price of a 
couple submarines to restore the an- 
cient Spanish town as it ‘was. Un- 
seen living quarters in the rear would 
pay the upkeep and the money would 
come back to the government many 
fold in future generations. 

The people would profit by lower 
taxes, non-political government, em- 
ployment and satisfied visitors. 

That the writer of the article had 
animus, is quite plain because he 
grilled about everybody and every- 
thing. “Nothing good could come out 
of Nazareth.” His abuse of the 
splendid Ponce de Leon Hotel that 
arouses the universal admiration of 
all visitors was inexcusable. 


It is a masterpiece of architecture 
and one of the distinctive hostelries 
of the whole world. The reaction of 
everybody was that the Ponce had 
evidently left the Post off its adver- 
tising schedule. 

As a publisher we can assure our 
readers that the Post is a thousand 
rungs on the ladder of standards 
about that. Nevertheless, that im- 
pression was rampant and that is 
why we think both the desk editor, 
who let it get by, and the writer, will 
both be on the carpet before Mr. 
Fuoss. It was a faux pas if there 
ever was one. 

He mentions the “bankrupt” Flori- 
da East Coast Railroad, which, in 
truth, has a bank full of money and 
could lift its receivership in 24 hours 
were it not for a court wrangle be- 
tween groups for control. 


Considering everything he let the 
museum off easy. Here is his para- 
graph: 

“St. Augustine was to have been the 
‘Winter Newport’. To that end Flagler 
constructed three incredible hotels—the 
Ponce de Leon, the Cordova and the Al- 
tccazar. The first is still operated as a 
hotel by the Florida East Coast Railway; 
the second is now an office building, and 
the third contains the world’s greatest 
collection of spoons, dolls, medals, mus- 
tache cups and wooden Indians. It was 
purchased in 1946 by Otto C. Lightner, 
of Chicago, the publisher of a magazine 
called Hobbies, and converted into a 
museum. Lightner has willed the muse- 
um and all its contents to the city of St. 
Augustine as a memorial to himself. 
Local promotors expect it to increase the 
tourist trade by at least 20 per cent.” 

Author White never was in the 
museum. He wrote the article before 
we ever opened it. It is a cinch he 
never was in it or he would not have 
said we have the largest collection of 
wooden Indians in the world when we 
have but one. 


Some one asked why he did not 
mention our fine Meissen and other 
classic china. We are glad he didn’t, 
he might have called them “old 
dishes.” 

We do have probably the nation’s 
largest collection of medals, thanks, 
to the Saturday Evening Post, whose 
staff writer in a previous article de- 
scribed the museum as “fabulous.” 
As a result of that article a widow 
wrote us that she had inherited this 
great collection. The Numismatic 
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Museum at New York wanted it but 
they could not provide the money at 
that time. We were lucky to get it. 
And we got several more good collec- 
tions through it. And we got bags of 
mail through it. And now we’re get- 
ting hundreds of requests for the ma- 
gazine again, just through the fore- 
going paragraph. Advertising rates 
in the Post are $400. an inch. We got 
two inches, and, so far, 1200 quar- 
ters for sample copies.

We will not have a 
severe depression because there is a 
big back-log of public and private 
spending awaiting the very condi- 
tions that are fast coming about. It 
is all favorable in the long run. We 
don’t want booms. We want some- 
thing we can depend upon.

LATE 19th CENTURY GLASS 


New York—tTransition of the glass 
‘making art to a machine-age pro- 
cess is illustrated by a collection of 
late 19th century American glass, 
in a collection of more than 600 
pieces given to the Museum of Art. 
Considered by collectors as the finest 
group of its kind, the Miles col- 
lection is notable for many matched 
sets of pattern glass. The mechanical 
pressing machine, adapted in Ame- 
rican glass factories about 1827, made 
‘possible the mass production of 
glass for the first time. In its simplest 
form the machine consisted: of two 


parts; a mechanically operated plun- 
ger which forced liquid glass into a 
mold, and a receiving die of brass 
or iron, on which the pattern was 
cast or chipped. The art of glass 
blowing continued in the 19th century 
even after widespread use of the 
pressing machine. Amberina, Satin 
and threaded glass ‘were the results 
of experiments by glass blowers. 

The picture shows two celery 
yases and flip glass of the Ashburton 
pattern, made in the middle of the 
19th century.

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THE STORY OF JOSIAH WEDGWOOD 


By LAURENCE O. THORNTON in 
the Magazine OLD GLASS, pur- 
chased and made a part of HosBBIEs, 
a few years ago. 


The story of Josiah Wedgwood of 
Etruria, the greatest of English pot- 
ters, is that of a man who, by the 
force of his personality and his vivid 
interest in his chosen craft, overcame 
weakness and physical handicaps, and 
produced the pottery that in material, 
color, and design, as well as crafts- 
manship is the pride of his native 
country. His story is well worth be- 
ing told over and over again. None 
can collect Wedgwood, or even ad- 
mire it, without being tremendously 
interested in the genius who created it. 

Josiah Wedgwood came from a race 
of men who loved the potter’s wheel. 
He was born in Burslem in 1730 and 
was the youngest of the thirteen chil- 
dren of Thomas Wedgwood, a potter 
and the descendant of potters. As a 
child, Josiah Wedgwood underwent a 
number of misfortunes. He left school 
at the age of nine, and when he was 
eleven years old, had a severe attack 
of smallpox which so undermined his 
health that later it was necessary to 
amputate one of his legs. He was 
just a lad when he was apprenticed 
to his brother Thomas, and after five 
years of learning his trade, he worked 
for this elder brother who had in- 
herited his father’s business. 

It was in 1752 that Josiah Wedg- 
wood started in the craft of pottery- 
making for himself. He established a 
humble place to carry on his work at 
Stoke, where he manufactured knife 
handles, earthenware, agate, and tor- 
toise shell novelties. His own words 
to his first partner, Thomas Bentley, 
bring his aspirations vividly before 
us. “Let us make all the good, fine, 
and new things we can, and so far 
from being afraid of other people get- 
ting our pattern; we should glory in 
it, and throw out all the hints we 
can, and, if possible, have all the 
artists in Europe working after our 
models.” 

There was nothing paltry in his 
outlook on life. He was willing that 
other craftsmen should benefit by his 


appreciation of the beautiful. Yet he 
was a shrewd business man, as well 
as an artist. It was the combination 
of the two qualities that allowed no 
imperfect object to leave his factory. 
So successful was he that in 1769 he 
opened his large works at Etruria and 
there began his first real prosperity. 
Even though Fortune had smiled on 
Josiah, he continued his incessant ex- 
periments at Etruria. It was through 
Bentley that Wedgwood met Priestly, 
the scientist, and other well-known 
men in the world of science and art. 


Josiah Wedgwood married his cou- 
sin Sarah, daughter and heiress of 
Richard Wedgwood of Spen Green, 
on the 25th of January, 1764, at Ast- 
bury Parish Church, Cheshire, Eng- 
land. Josiah’s letters show that his 
wife must have been a very charm- 
ing, able, and considerate woman, a 
real help in his business as well as 


‘ in his domestic life. She sat in judg- 


ment on his new shapes and vases, and 
assisted in his schemes and experi- 
ments. When working on the produc- 
tion of a pearl-white earthenware 
body, he writes, ‘Sally is my chief 
helpmate in this as well as in other 
things, and that she may net be hur- 
ried by having too many irons in the 
fire, as the phrase is, I have ordered 
the spinning wheel into the lumber 
room.” And in another letter to Bent- 
ley, he says, “Mrs. Wedgwood has 
tried our new teapots of which we 
send you one, and gives them her 
sanction, as the best and pleasantest 
in the hand she has ever used. I wish 
Mrs. Bentley would be so good as to 
use this pot and favor me with her 
corrections that we may bring them 
out as perfect as may be.” Elsewhere 
he writes: “I speak from experience 
in female taste, without which 
should have made but a poor figure 
among the pots, not one of which of 
any consequence is fininshed without 
the approbation of my Sally.” 


There were six children of the mar- 
riage who survived their father—three 
sons and three daughters. The eldest 
daughter, Susannah, or “Sukey,” be- 
came the mother of Charles Darwin.

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In 1790 the great potter took his 
three sons and his nephew in the part- 
nership. The second son, Josiah, in- 
herited the pottery; the third son, 
Thomas, became famous after his 
death as one of the inventors of 
photography. 

By the time of his marriage, Wedg- 
wood had already accumulated a 
modest capital from the profit of his 
small Burslem works, and this, added 
to his wife’s dowry, enabled a consid- 
erable expansion of business to take 
place. In 1766, he bought the present 
site of the Etruria, and the land has 
all remained intact to this day. Wedg- 
wood called it Etruria, in memory of 
the old Etruscan pottery in Italy. The 
family took up their abode at Etruria 
Hall on November 11th, the same 
year, and that day Josiah writes: “To- 
night we are to sup one hundred and 
twenty of the workmen in the Town 
Hall, Burslem.” 

A few words must be said of Josiah 
Wedgwood’s later years, as to his 
character and temperament. It was in 
the midst of one of Wedgwood’s most 
active periods of life, at the age of 37, 
that it was found necessary to ampu- 
tate the leg that had caused him so 
much trouble ever since his first seri- 
ous illness twenty years earlier. Op- 
erations had to be done without ana- 
esthetics in those days, but on May 26, 
1768, the operation was successfully 
performed under the supervision of 
his life-long friend, Dr. Erasmus Dar- 
win, grandfather of Charles Darwin. 
The patient made a rapid recovery, 
thanks to the tender care of his wife 
and the companionship of his partner, 
Bentley, who stayed with him till all 
danger was over. His health, never 
good, certainly improved as a result 
of the amputation. 

Bentley’s death in 1780 robbed 
Wedgwood of a dear friend and an 
excellent partner. 

In 1783 Wedgwood was elected a 
Fellow of the Royal Society, to whom 
a year previously he had explained a 
new and ingenious instrument for 
measuring high temperatures. Five 
papers by him were published by the 
Society, three relating to his “pyro- 
meter” and two to the composition of 
clays and chemistry. Although he 
was not a great chemist—and the 
science of chemistry was then in its 
infancy—Wedgwood’s scientific knowl- 
edge was far in advance of that pos- 
sessed by most of his brother potters; 
and he must have been well acquainted 
with the discoveries of his friend, Dr. 
Priestly. What is more important— 
he possessed the scientific mind, in an 
age when that was a very rare quali- 
fication. “Everything yields to ex- 
periment” was his phrase, and he did 
his best to convince his workmen that 
things did not happen without a cause 
and that if a given set of materials 
were treated in a certain way, a cer- 
tain result—good or bad—was bound 
to follow. He was also fortunately 
methodical, and in his notebooks there 
were many indications that there were 
few things known to the modern pot- 
ter that Wedgwood did not discover 
for himself. His personality is clearly 
revealed in his numerous letters that 
have been preserved, and no one who 
reads those letters can fail to be im- 
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pressed, not only by his indomitable 
energy, but even more by his very 
lovable character and liberal mind. 
His public and private acts testify 
also to the warmth and generosity 
of his disposition. He was a great 
business man, but not a mercenary 
one. He devoted himself to his work 
for its intrinsic interest, or for the 
sake of achievement rather than for 
private gain alone. I quoted Wedg- 
wood earlier on his generosity to give 
his patterns and models to the world 
for other artists to copy if they cared. 

‘Wedgwood’s correspondence also 
sheds a peut side-light on his do- 
mestic life. Amidst the pressure of 
all his business activities, he found 
time to take his children to and from 
school, to ride with them before break- 
fast, and to give them lessons himself. 

In 1790, he partially retired from 
the more active duties of his business 
and took longer holidays than before. 
But his health continued to give anx- 
iety, and after a brief illness he 
passed away on January 3rd, 1795, at 
the age of 64. On his tombstone there 
is the following inscription: “He con- 
verted a rude and inconsiderable 
manufactory into an elegant Art and 
an important part of the National 
Commerce.” 

There are few men of whom it can 
be said that they have converted a 
rude and unpromising beginning into 
an enterprise of national magnitude, 
and the history of their achievements 
is a worthy study. 

In closing I shall quote Sir Oliver 
Lodge, F.R.S., on the memory of the 
departed genius: “There need be no 
jealously or hesitation in doing honour 
to a simple-hearted successful labourer 
for the welfare of his beloved industry 
and the benefit of humanity.”

CLASSIC PLATES 


There are two different 11%” 
Classic plates, neither one bearin 
the frosted classical figures wileh 
are found adorning the other forms. 
One has the design of a Warrior, 
and this particular one combines 
nicely with the other forms. The 
other, however, portrays the bust of 
a rotund gentleman with starry eyes 
and a walrus mustache. Many have 
asked who the dejected man might 
be; he is none other than Grover 
Cleveland. While he does not con- 
tribute to the beauty of the design 
his presence makes it easy to place 
the period of this glass at around 
1885. Grover Cleveland was Presi- 
dent of the United States at that 
time and no doubt the plate made its 
appearance because of this event.

LANCASTER GLASS COMPANY 


Glass houses in the western part 
of New York State were not numer- 
ous. Probably accounted for by the 
fact that this section was unsettled 
until after the Erie Canal was put 
through. However, nine years after 
the first furnace was built at Lock- 
port, that is to say in 1849, a glass 
factory was started at Lancaster 
about thirty miles away from the 
aforementioned prosperous _ enter- 
prise. 

Several glass blowers left Pitts- 
burgh and finally decided upon Lan- 
caster as the place to build their 
glass furnace. No doubt they were 
influenced by the easy access to fuel, 
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as that section of the country was a 
veritable forest, as well as by the 
demand for their product. They spe- 
cialized in bottles and flasks, al- 
though off-hand pieces were blown 
such as bowls, pitchers, etc. The fac- 
tory was not nearly as large as the 
one at Lockport and employed only 
about one-fourth as many men. 


After ten years of successful oper- 
ation it burned to the ground. This 
fate came to many glass houses as 
the structures were of wood and 
sparks from the furnaces often ig- 
nited the timber. The factory was 
immediately rebuilt and was in oper- 
ation until after the turn of the last 
century. 


The “Success to the Railroad” 
flask, undoubtedly copied from 
another glass house, was made here. 
Some of these bottles were stamped 
“Lancaster Glass Works,” and show 
an engine on either side. While this 
bottle was made in a variety of col- 
ors the sea-green one is most sought 
after. 


Other flasks produced were the 
so-called “Violin,” which has been 
found in half-pint, pint, and quart 
sizes; “Cornucopia and Basket of 
Fruit”; and the “Masonic.” There 
was a great range of colors employ- 
ed including an unusual shade of 
deep blue. At the time Flora Tem- 
ple, the famous trotter, distinguish- 
ed herself by making a world trot- 
ting record the company designed 
a flask in her honor. This bottle is 
different from most others as it has 
an applied handle. The design adorns 
but one side which shows Flora Tem-

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NOTES ON MERCURY GLASS 


Mercury glass has always fasci- 
nated me, especially pieces with ap- 
plied handles so fragile, every one a 
work of art. 

My earliest recollection of it was 
when, as a child, I was permitted to 
go into Grandmother’s parlor, my 
hands pressed close to my sides to con- 
vince her I would not touch any of 
her precious ornaments. Then, lo, be- 
fore me, seeming to blink a welcome 
from the cold well-filled parlor, stood 
the Mercury vases so shining and 
graceful, one om each shelf of the old 
Estey organ. 

Because of their mirror-like bright- 
ness, I presume I connected them with 
Christmas ornaments of tinsel. As 
I dearly loved Christmas at Grand- 
mother’s house Mercury or Silvered 
glass has never failed to thrill me and 
bring instantly to my mind those 
happy festal times. 

Grandmother also ardently pro- 
fessed a fondness for Mercury glass, 
for lovely large knobs with metal 
screws held back the long lace cur- 
tains which reached to the floor in 
a billowy mass. I can still see the 
large mercury knobs, blown to resem- 
ble heavy carving, which held up the 
cutwork walnut shelf upon the wall. 
This was well out of reach of our 
childish hands, for on this reposed 
Grandmother’s loveliest treasures of 
Dresden and Staffordshire. 

Mercury glass was the result of 
imitating Silver glass, which was 
made as early as 1850. Silver money 
was mixed with the pot of molten 
glass, but as this process proved to be

too costly, and, to satisfy the longings 
of our grandmothers (who had so 
little money to spend) mercury was 
substituted and the result was mer- 
cury glass. It was most fashionable 
about 1868. Lura Woodside Watkins 
in her book Cambridge Glass writes 
of an advertisement of “Boston sil- 
vered glass,” meaning mercury glass. 
It appeared in the “(Cambridge Direc- 
tory” in 1868 as follows: 

Boston Silver Glass Company 

‘Manufacturers of 
Silvered and Flint glassware 


Then it goes on to tell of the various 
articles which could be purchased in 
silvered glass, such as tableware, re- 
flectors, ship lanterns, curtain pins 
and door knobs. In her book Ameri- 
can Glass Mary Harrod Northend says 
“Door knobs of real silver glass may 
still be seen in the house Deming 
Jarves built for his son.” Mercury 
glass was made in Ohio, Pennsylvania 
and Virginia. 

Mirror knobs of porcelain were 
known before Revolutionary days and 
were called “looking-glass nobs.” They 
were in rosette shape mounted on the 
end of a spike and screwed into the 
wall about two feet apart, leaving the 
knobs standing out from the wall 
about two inches so that the pictures 
and mirrors could rest thereon. The 
early “knobs” were decorated with 
transfer pictures of Washington, 
Franklin, Perry and Lafayette. 

The difference between Silver and 
Mercury glass can be easily detected. 
Of course the silver glass is much 
heavier because of the content of real 
silver. It is usually quite oo and 
the luster seems soft and of greater 
depth. Mercury glass has a brilliant 
appearance and is quite light in 
weight owing to the manner in which 
it was blown so as to use the mercury 
or quick-silver on the inside walls of 
the hollow blown piece. Webster’s 
definition of mercury is: ‘Quicksilver 
—A heavy metal, liquid at all ordi- 
nary temperatures.” 

Mercury is truly blown glass. Only 
skilled workers of artistic ability 
could have produced the glittering 
fragile glass. There is a delicacy and 
fineness which compares only with the 
first early blown glass of Colonial 
days. 

I have never seen nor read of any 
glass blown in the shape of Mercury 
glass which it seems is purely inven- 
tive on the part of the blower. It 
must be blown to contain an empty 
space within to receive the mercury. 
It is not blown into a mold, but takes 
its form as the worker blows with his 
own breath a lump of molten glass on 
the end of a blowpipe four to six feet 
long. He blows much asa child would 
blow on a bubble pipe. His tools con- 


sist of “pucelas,” a pair of spring tools 
with wooden blades resembling tongs. 
These were used for shaping. Another 
tool was a “battledore”—a flat polished 
iron attached to a wooden handle used 
in flattening the bottoms of tumblers, 
vases and similar articles. 


Scissors 
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were used to pick up pieces of glass 
while shaping them, but probably not 
used for cutting blown glass. Pieces 
of wood were used to smooth the sides. 

The blower sits or stands between 
two benches called “marvers.” These 
are wood and have long, deep arms. 
On these he rolls and pats the glass 
piece into the desired shape. As he 
blows into the blowpipe the molten 
lump becomes, by hand manipulation, 
an egg-shaped hollow bubble. Next 
he presses in one end to form a cavity 
or concave part of the object. He 
works rapidly, close to the furnace, as 
the glass must be kept hot to be plia- 
ble. After the article has attained its 
shape or form, it is separated from 
the blowpipe by another worker who 
attaches a pontil rod to the base. Now 
it is ready for the annealing oven. 
It is heated to a high temperature, 
not enough to melt it. Next it is 
gradually cooled off. This process 
causes the texture of the inner sur- 
face to become the same as the outer 
surface, thus insuring against shock 
of different temperatures. After the 
annealing the object is ready for deco- 
ration. It is released or broken away 
from the pontil rod leaving in the 
base a small jagged opening. This is 
known as the pontil mark. The inside 
space between the double walls is now 
prepared with a salt solution and then 
through the pontil opening the mer- 
cury or quick-silver is poured. This 
spreads rapidly and perfectly even, all 
over the inside, giving the outside a 
mirror-®&ke resemblance to silver. Fi- 
nally a seal of lead or pewter is placed 
in the opening to keep it air-tight, 
thus preserving the mercury. If the 
seal is broken the quick-silver will 
peel away from the lining leaving a 
clear blown piece. Even then, shed 
of its mirrored splendor, it is still 
beautiful. Last of all comes the deco- 
rations, which I] shall téM you about 
later. 

It is quite true in comparing blown 
glass that you will find no two pieces 
exactly alike, but at that it is really 
remarkable that pairs such as vases, 
salts, knobs, etc., are so similar. 

In the practice of this fine art the 
blower has not only acquired a keen 
perception of contour and shapes, but 
the estimated amount of glass he ex- 
pects to use, especially for pairs, was 
quite accurate, hence the similarity. 
Almost every piece of mercury glass 
is stemware, which I am sure makes 
it more appealing to the collector. 

If you are a collector of glass and 
have never seen the actual blowing of 
the glass, well, one special link of 
your hobby is missing. ..If you ever 
have the opportunity to do so you will 
appreciate more than ever your blown 
glass, especially the lovely frilly pieces 
and intricate ones like mercury. You 
will now probably see it blown. me- 
chanically, but foreign countries still 
use the old methods, but alas, for re- 
productions, I am informed. Mercury 
glass is reproduced, but the newness 
and more perfect shapes are so ob- 
vious that the youngest ‘antiquer” can 
tell it at once. 

Had I realized in the earlier days 
that I would become such an admirer 
and lover of Native American glass, 
I am sure I would not have missed a 


single act or performance of the glass 
blowers I had so many opportunities 
to observe. 

_My childhood was spent in an In- 
diana town where a large glass house 
flourished. It was a few years after 
natural gas was discovered there. 
The gas proved quite a boon to glass 
manufacturers, for it did not neces- 
sitate the keeping up of constant wood 
or coal burning furnaces as in the 
eatly days. I can well remember the 
worker stripped to the waist, blowing 
with puffed out cheeks, eyes distended, 
before a red hot furnace. To his 
mouth he held a long blowpine with a 
wooden mouth piece. On the far end 
was a lump of molten glass. The part 
which thrilled me most was watching 
him manipulate the blowpipe, waving 
it about then raising it up and down. 
I did not know which was the most 
exciting, the contortions of his face, 
or the bubble on the end of the blow- 
pipe taking the shape of a glass cane 
or lily, whichever his fancy prompted. 
Reminiscent of these days, I can ap- 
preciate more my blown mercury glass 
collection, because the pieces are so 
thin and fragile one wonders how they 
have withstood the handling through 
the generations, but if they remained 
in one place as safely guarded as 
other treasures in my Grandmother’s 
parlor, it is no wonder they have 
come into our possession intact, be- 
loved heirlooms. 

Mercury glass is quite lovely to 
brighten up a dark corner where you 
may need a bit of bric-a-brac. I keep 
my collection on the shelves of an old 
dark walnut secretary, which stands 
in the far end of a large room. As 
you enter you catch their sparkle as 
they twinkle like so many bright 
lights. To me they are reflecting my 
happy childhood days. 

I have in my collection candlesticks, 
salts, vases, footed tumblers, knobs, 
mugs, a small pitcher and a compote. 
The piece I prize most is a little 
pitcher. I found it in a small antique 
shop in St. Louis. To me this pitcher 
is a museum piece. Because of its 
fragility, shape, and clear applied han- 
dle, it-resembies Stiegel workmanship. 
The same technique was used in the 
applied handle. A frosted band on 
which red flowers and green leaves 
are painted encircles the bulbous part 
of this dear little squatty pitcher. 
The frosted effect on mercury glass is 
only a thin coat of transparent paint, 
usually white. It is quite effective on 
the mirror surface. 

I have a compote, seven inches tall. 
This is a commemorative piece. The 
outer decoration is a frosted band 
with a cluster of green and red ber- 
ries. On the inside of the bowl, which 
is quite deep and of bright mirror 
appearance, is a transfer decoration 
consisting of a large eagle with wings 
outspread, resting on the staff of a 
draped American flag in original col- 
ors. It has thirteen stars and a scroll 
over the eagle reads “E Pluribus 
Unum.” At opposite angles the dates 
1776-1876. This is as lovely as the 
day it was blown. 

Vases which were the most popular 
pieces blown in mercury glass, are 
truly lovely as decorative pieces, but 
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like the candlesticks, are more orna- 
mental than useful. The indentures 
in the top of the vases were quite too 
shallow to hold water, but some could 
really be used as flower containers. 
I imagine that the dried or artificial 
flowers that graced grandmother’s 
parlors throughout the winters were 
contained mostly in these vases. The 
tallest vase is artistic and graceful. 
The middle part is frosted in yellowish 
tint. The bottom and top are a bright 
finish with narrow yellow bands. 
Decorations of cherries with green and 
yellow leaves were popular. A band 
of lovely old »lue on bright surface 
with white conventional design deco- 
rates one of my specimens. Narrow 
black lines edge the frosted parts. 
Another is an odd irregularly shaped 
little vase, mostly bright with daisy- 
like flowers of bright tomato red, 
green leaves and black markings. 
(Tomato red seemed to be the fa- 
vorite color with the decorators of 
mercury glass.) Many large vases 
have scenes of gardens and beautiful 
figures in royal attire, such as found 
on rare old porcelain. I presume these 
were also transfer patterns as men- 
tioned before. 

Footed tumblers I have are quite 
usable if one so desired. Frosted and 
mercury finish, golden leaves and ber- 
ries in a cluster surrounded by dainty 
white sprigs. The quaint little salt 
of wavy design is much sought after 
by collectors. It is generous in size, 
gold lined, and festoons of tiny white 
leaves go all around the bowl. 

I have a mug which is an outstand- 
ing piece in design and workmanship. 
The little clear applied handle with 
its upturned end speaks for itself. 
Early blowers, when applying these 
handles, at a loss to know what to do 
with the remaining glass, simply 
crimped it at the bottom in an artistic 
fashion, not realizing that lovers of 
glass would use this as identification 
of truly old glass. 

Large knobs resembling deep carv- 
ing were made to support mirrors and 
shelves. I have some that measure 
4%” in diameter. The plain knobs 
are of silver glass and in perfect con- 
dition. Many very old decorated with 
designs of etching. Of course the 
glass in these knobs was much heavier 
and could take it. 

I give a clear blown vase the place 
of honor on my mantel. It is ad- 
mired by collectors as much as any 
piece of glass I have. Visualizing 
the blowing of this vase taking its 
shape under the skillful blower’s mani- 
pulations as he waves it up and down, 
his eye mindful of the design he wants 
to create, I can only compare it to a 
painting or a free-hand drawing. 
The seal has been broken some time 
ago allowing the air to reach the 
mercury, which in turn peeled away 
leaving it clear, all parts exposed, 
just as it was released from the pontil 
rod years ago. It resembles clear thin 
ice. 

Truly, mercury glass is in a class 
all of its own.—By Harriet Shields, 
in The Magazine Old Glass, which was 
purchased and incorporated in HOB- 
BIES, a few years ago.

Many of them have traveled from 
the far corners of the world. A tiny 
pottery shoe with a Persian design 
on the front of it and a blue strap 
was sent to Mrs. Hanna from Persia, 
packed in clay. A pair of rubber 
slippers came from Korea. Inter- 
woven bark shoes, such as are worn 
by fishermen in Finland, were given 
to a teacher in British Columbia, 
Canada, by Finlanders with whom she 
boarded. The teacher passed them 
along to Mrs. Hanna. A _ brown 
wooden;ash tray in the shape of 2 
shoe, it}has a flower and leaf design 
carved on the front part of it. It 
came from Gudyni, a heavily bombed 
port in Poland during the last war. 
A Swedish friend«of Mrs. Hanna’s 
in Detroit received it from a Polish 
woman in New York City. A pair 
of yellow silk shoes, wedgie style 
and with a wide strap over the toe 
part embroidered with bright red 
silk, also a pair of hand-painted 
straw sandals were given her by a 
woman whose son served in the 
Philippines and sent them home from 
there. From “The Flea Market” in 
Paris came a shoe in the form of a 
snuff-box, carved out of wood and 
supposed to be over one hundred 
years old. 

A huge pair of boots were brought 
back from France by a G. I. .. a boy 
in the 29th Division. He thought his 
shoe-hobby friend back home would 
be interested in its story, which was 
this: While the siege of Brest was 
going on, a lot of G. I. boots were 
suddenly missing. A scouting party 
was sent out. They came across a 
pile of cast-off German boots, and 
spied a number of German soldiers 
wearing American ones. A_ raid 
followed, and as a souvenir of it, 
Mrs. Hanna has one pair of the 


long-legged, heavy, hob-nailed boots 
thrown aside by the German infan- 


trymen. 


A paratrooper, whom the Hanna 
family knew, was on board a ship 
that was torpedoed and put into 
port at Soldado Island in the Azores 
for repairs. In the little spare time 
that “George” our seaman, had, he 
thought of his friend’s hobby and 
decided to try to find her = 3hoe. 
He chose a likely shop, but as he 
was a tall fellow with extra large 
feet, he had no end of gesticulating 
to do to make the merchant who 
didn’t speak English understand that 
it was only a small pair of shoes 
he was looking for. But finally he 
emerged with a quaint pair of thin 
tan leather bootees, pinpoint marked. 
with red tops and a red silk lacing 
up the outer side, and Mildred 
prizes them. 

She has a number of Victorian 
miniature shoes of pure white 
porcelain. One pair with acutely 
pointed toes and high heels is de- 
corated with blue forget-me-nots and 
was purchased by a Cinderella minded 
friend at the Caledonian, or “Thieves” 
Market in London. Others from 
England include shoes with the Coat- 
of-Arms of the Duke of Norfolk; 
crests of Ramsgate and Bournemouth. 
A hand-painted shoe from Plymouth 
is in a lady’s buttoned style, with 
a pink tassel for trimming. Another 
from Plymouth, in man’s style, has 
turned-up toes, a bunion patch, and 
a ribbon yellowed with age, laced 
through the eyelets. “That shoe” said 
the old shop-keeper to the woman 
who purchased it, “has been on my 


_shelves for over fifty years.” “And,” 


added Mrs. Hanna, “the dust and 
cob-webs in it when I got it seemed 
to prove it. 

Several pretty Dresden china 
shoes, no two alike came from Ger- 
many. They’re snow-white and dec- 
orated with colorful roses or other 
flowers that stand out in attractive 
relief. 

A hand-made black velvet shoe 
embroidered in gold thread came 
from Hong-Kong, and a smaller pair, 
only four inches long, made of gray 
silk and embroidered in gold, evi- 
dently belonged to and were worn 
by a Chinese lady of rank. The 
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very smallest shoes in the collec- 
tion came from China. They’re made 
of brass and are less than an inch 
long. 

Mrs. Hanna has shoes from about 
twenty States in the U. S. Many of 
these, too, she says, have meant a 
thrill out of the mail-box. “Take 
this one” and she selects a gleam- 
ing: little long-legged boot, shiny as 
jet, and explains: “My family and 
I were visiting a Pennsylvania coal 
mine on one of our vacations and 
I happened to show our guide a few 
shoes I had picked up on our trip. 
To my surprise, he offered to carve 
a miniature miner’s boot for me out 
of anthracite coal. Months went by 
and nothing came of it. I thought 
he’d forgotten all about it. Then one 
day from a neat package the mail- 
man brought, I unwrapped the long 
awaited boot.” She set it back in the 
case with an appreciative pat. 

She has an Indian shoe, bought 
from an Indian at a county fair in 
West Pennsylvania in the early ‘80’s. 

From Silver Springs, Florida, she 
received a toe-less pump, adorned 
with hand-painted flowers and a pink 
bow. Also from Florida came a shoe 
made of American greenbacks, re- 
deemed and macerated by the gov- 
ernment at Washington. The money 
it’s made of was issucd between 1862 
and 1884 and of $2000 valuation. 

A very thin glass shoe, amber- 
colored, fit only for fairy feet, was 
purchased by our collector along the 
Board Walk at Atlantic City, N. J. 

A lacy-edged, pottery high-heeled 
Ene was sent to her from St. Louis, 

0. 

A shoe carved out of exclusive 
Redwood burl .... with its beauty of 
grain and rich color, is a memento 
from California. 

Mrs. Hanna is often amazed at the 
interest people take in her collection. 
While it was on display for several 
days at a hobby show in a large 
Detroit department store where 
125 specialties were exhibited, a 
fellow hobbyist carved a shoe for 
her out of wood and finished it with 
ten coats of shellac, making it look 
just like pale glass. Another collector 
at the show made her a small hiking- 
boot of rubber with all the fine 
markings of stitched leather. It, 
meant hours of work. Matching that 
in painstaking workmanship is a 
pair of men’s Oxfords made by her 
neighborhood shoemaker. These mea- 
sure four inches in length and are 
complete, even to lining and eyelets. 
They required as much labor as a 
regular man-sized pair of shoes. 

One case in her collection contains 
what she classifies as her freakish 
shoes, such as the one covered 
with small pearl-like shells and with 
a turkey-red. sole and lining, on its 
heel in old-fashioned letters the 
words “Remember Me”. Possibly a 
romantic swain dropped it in the lap 
of his lady-love one day long ago. 
There’s the five-inch silver shoe with 
a red plush pin-cushion in the top of 
it; the green glass, shoe-shaped 
perfume bottle, and the _leather- 
covered needle case in the shape of a 
shoe. A wee pair of doll’s leather 
moccasins rest beside the envelope 
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they came in from Amherstburg, 
Ontario, and on the envelope runs 
this verse, 

“Moccasins for Dolly’s feet: 

Made by Indians, ain’t they sweet! 
Good if Dolly has a corn, 

Presto, chango, it is gone.” 

Mrs. Hanna likes best the shoes 
with a personal sentiment attached 
to them such as her daughter’s 
first pair of shoes, the little fine 
white kid ones. Or the antique 
looking china one that her son, when 
ns ng years old and away on a short 
vacation, saw in a shop ‘window and 
spent most of his vacation money 
to buy. And she’s partial to the kind 
that have utilitarian value and are 
fare of the decorative effects in pipe- 

olders, match-holders, candy boxes 
and plant-holders. 

When asked how she came to start 
her collection, petite Mrs. Hanna re- 

lied, “Oh I happened to go to a 

obby show, saw how much one 
collector had accomplished in a year’s 
time, and got the inspiration to find 
a niche for myself.” 

“You think it’s a worthwhile 
hobby ?” 

“Indeed I do,” she said. “It’s made 
a lot of friends for me in the past 
six years, and I know that a great 
many people have enjoyed seeing my 
collection. It has started several on a 
hobby of their own. One woman, for 
instance, promptly went out, rounded 
up necessary carving equipment and 
has been busy ever since, turning 
out quite remarkable miniature 
shoes. ‘Pick-up’ work she calls it, 
when there’s a lull in"her housework. 
She had no art education, but her 
shoes ‘won a merit award when shown 
in a Department of Parks and Rec- 
reation hobby exhibit in Detroit.,, 

Thus the shoe interest can lead to 
pleasant, worthwhile’ undreamed of 
contacts. “I’ve certainly had a heap 
of pleasure out of going in for it,” 
declared Mrs. Hanna.

Ceramics 


Ceramics fall into two periods, the 
porcelain of the modern and pottery 
of the ancient times. Modern porcelain 
belongs rather to art than archaeology 
and so I shall not say anything about 
it. Ancient pottery can be divided into 
old pottery, tiles and bricks, molds, 
and tomb images. From the viewpoint 
of archaeology the first two are very 
important, the latter.two much less 
so. A great deal of the pottery that 
preceded porcelain has been taken out 
from the soil. In Shantung and Yechou 
of Chili fragments of pottery have 
been unearthed and tne rfamber is by 
no means small. The character in- 
scribed on these fragments are all 
different from the ordinary char- 
acter son the trapods and bells. Some 
scholars find them to bc the language 
used in the warring kingdoms. We are 
still studying these fragments of pot- 
tery and when we succeed in working 
out completely the characters we shall 
find them to be great contributions 
to archaeology. The measures and 
rulers of the Chin dynasty are some- 
times also made of pottery, on which 
we can make out the characters

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TOY MUGS 


A Fresh and Interesting Field for Collecting 


The tremendous enthusiasm evi- 
denced of late in the collection of 
glass of the late nineteenth century 
has occasionally given rise to a fear 
that the field may soon be exhausted, 
and may not, in consequence, offer 
the same opportunities for pioneering 
which so stimulated some of our 
most important collectors. The desire 
to forge ahead of the crowd and col- 
lect something as yet not generally 
known or respected has provided the 
impetus for many of our greatest 
collections. The first collectors of 
American glass were responding to 
that important drive which caused 
them to desire to accomplish some- 
thing entirely new. Following them, 
the collectors of Sandwich glass were 
unable to resist this fundamental 
drive. Then came the first seekers 
after patterned glass, to be followed 
rapidly by a horde of searchers for 
blown Victorian ware, and, in their 
wake, those who most desired to ac- 
cumulate an entirely new pattern 
which had escaped the notice of col- 
lectors up to that time. Many. new 
patterns remain to be listed, many 
unclassified forms are yet to be un- 
covered, but the fields of glass col- 
lecting which offer an opportunity 
for research, classification, and sub- 
sequent isolation of known varieties, 
together with the all-consuming in- 
terest in source are definitely nar- 
rowing. 

As a substitute for those lost op- 
portunities we offer the collecting of 
toy mugs. They are desirable, easily 
and inexpensively found, typical of 
the era, charming in appearance, and 
are found in a sufficient variety of 
forms to offer a real opportunity for 
research to the enthusiastic collector. 

The historical background of these 
mugs is interesting since it reflects 
the varying types of child’s play 
which characterized the entire nine- 
teenth century. Of course the first 
ancestor of these charming mementos 
with which most collectors are fa- 
miliar. was the little printed Staf- 
fordshire cups, in black, and later in 
vivid, gaudy color. When that ware 
was at the crest of its particular 
wave of popularity, and when it was 
appearing daily on the tables of most 
of this country’s families, what more 
natural than that the children of the 
household should demand for their 
own use at the table, and in play, 
miniature replicas of the larger 
originals? When glass replaced this 
gay Staffordshire product in the 


housewife’s affection, miniature 
items were among the first products 
to come from. the new presses at that 
plant. Most common today of those 
products of the lacy’ period, though 
by no means common as compared to 
contemporary output, are the minia- 


ture table center settings. The tiny 
compotes and sugar bowls of these 
sets are among the loveliest and most 
treasured of our native examples of 
production glass. 

The notable thing about an earlier 
period of children’s glass is_ that 
these were really toys, whereas at 
the later period of the types discus- 
sed here, they were made for use, 
and their decoration was primarily 
intended to augment that usefulness, 
and, indeed, to stimulate the desire 
for employing the mugs by making 
them so attractive to the child as to 
create in him a wish to use them, 
which is in the very best manner of 
modern child psychologists. Toy mugs 
were made also in the lacy glass, but 
were not ornamented with subjects 
calculated to appeal to children, nor 
have they survived in any quantity. 


The glass makers of America have 
been, since the inception of the indus- 
try, singularly astute psychologists 
in their own right. Add to this the 
indisputable flair for showmanship 
which was theirs, and it is rather 
more understandable why such novel- 
ties as these children’s mugs were so 
predominant in their catalogues. 
Not, of course, that these were the 
leading items of manufacture, but 
the fact that the 1891 catalogue of 
the United States Glass Co., a cata- 
logue which represented the combin- 
ed outpost of eighteen factories 
which had been gathered together 
under the common operating name 
of The United States Glass Co., il- 
lustrates four pages of them defin- 
itely indicating the interest shown in 
these pleasing trifles by maker and 
consumer alike. No field ‘was too 
obscure to provide inspiration for 
the mold designer, and the field 
which appealed to children was by no 
means obscure. Today, business sur- 
veys assert, there are unbelievable 
millions of dollars turned over annu- 
ally in much less vital products des- 
tined for youthful consumption than 
the cups from which their milk must 
be drunk several times each day. 


Not all of these mugs, of course, 
were intended for actual use by the 
child. The smaller mugs were doll 
dishes, and a few forms, at least, 
are remembered by many collectors 
as the measures from which their 
penny’s worth of jelly beans or other 
candies of the period were measured. 
There must be a singular satisfac- 
tion to many who have poignant 
memories of standing on tip-toe be- 
fore an old show-case, a _ precious 
penny clutched firmly in an eager 
hand, muttering childish impreca- 
tions on an unfair world which man- 
aged to provide such totally inade- 
quate measuring cups, to own these 
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cups today in sets of a dozen for use 
as cordial mugs, or to own at least a 
jelly bean cup on a grander scale, as 
the tiny Hobnail mugs of the variety 
marked with an O. K. appear, minus 
the trademark, in a full-fledged mug 
capable of holding nearly as many 
bits of candy as they formerly vowed 
would be theirs at a riper age. To a 
person with such a vivid memory the 
collection of these little mugs must 
offer considerably more than a hob- 
by; it approaches the fulfillment of 
a dream, a rare and valuable experi- 
ence in the adult 'world to which they 
so aspired. - 

Formerly known as_ children’s 
mugs, we herein change the nomen- 
clature because of the designation 
Toy which accompanies the pages in 
the catalogue from which those il- 
lustrated herewith were taken. Since 
there exists, up to the present time, 
no standard terminology for these 
little mugs, we have undertaken, not 
only to restore their original generic 
name, but to give simple descriptive 
names to those that are illustrated. 
If this article can serve as a basis 
for the expansion of the knowledge 
of this type of collection, and if the 
names which have been chosen for 
the examples at hand may stimulate 
the identification of other forms and 
other pressings, its publication will 
have been justified. 

As to the sources indicated in the 
captions, one thing must be clearly 
understood. All of these mugs are 
taken from the catalogue of The 
United States Glass Co. for 1891, and 
have all been produced at some per- 
iod by that firm, but the naming of 
another house as source indicates 
that the piece was made by that 
house at some period antedating its 
merger with the many firms that 
were subsequently known as The 
United States Glass Co. The house 
or houses named as source, then, 
were producing the piece prior to 


1891. 
the source material from 

which this article was drawn the 
writer is deeply indebted to Mr. 
Frank Challinor of The United States 
Glass Co., and descendent of that 
famous glass-making family ‘whose 
firm, Challinor-Taylor, bore his 
name, and which was responsible for 
so much of the beautiful slag glass 
which collectors so eagerly seek.

ple, her trotting time, etc.; the re- 
verse is plain.. As this is not too 
early a flask it is not difficult to 
find it in various shades of amber 
and green, but the deep shade of 
blue is indeed®.a rarity. 

In more recent years the factory 
devoted its time to making bitters 
bottles such as those which contained 
Warner’s Safe Cure, Fish’s Bitters’ 
ete. It enjoyed a brisk trade in these 
containers, as, at the time, bitters 
were extremely popular. It is highly 
probable that one of the chief rea- 
sons for this popularity was their 
high alcoholic content!

RAINDROP 

Time and time again the question 
has been asked just what the differ- 
ence is between Inverted Thumb- 
print and Raindrop. In the former 
pattern the “drops” are always on 
the inside of the form while on the 
latter they are on the outside. There 
are no goblets to be found in Rain- 
drop while there are at least five 
different styles in Inverted Thumb- 
print. The two patterns combine so 
well together that a form found in 
one may be used where it is lacking 
in the other.

MARBLE GLASS 

Marble glass has been called by a 
variety of names such as “slag,” 
“end-of-day,” “calico,” “agate,” and 
“onyx.” It has been said that at the 
end of the day the deposit left in 
the glass pots ‘was poured into the 
molds. The impurities which settled 
to the bottom of the pot were thought 
to give the marble effect. This is 
erroneous as marble glass was made 
by a complicated formula. Most of 
this glass is opaque white and pur- 
ple, but occasionally forms are found 
in opaque white combined with blue, 
green or brown. The paneled goblets 
are no doubt the scarcest of any in 
patterned glass, and lucky is the col- 
lector who has completed a set.

AN UNLISTED FORM — 
AMBER THUMBPRINT 


We are constantly learning of new 
patterns, and new forms that have 
not been thought to exist. The one 
which we would like to discuss this 
month is closely related to the Ruby 
Thumbprint which is now so popular. 
This pattern is itself a very trouble- 
some one for the person who must-id- 
entify it in clear, in which it frequent- 
ly occurs. There are many who have 
settled upon the name Clear Thumb- 
print, a term which is rather well fit- 
ted to describe the glass, and yet gives 
rise to a certain amount of conflict 
with the various forms of Thumb- 
print. It must be distinguished from 
the Thumbprint Band, Baby Thumb- 
print, and others of the large family 
of Thumbprint pressings. Many deal- 
ers, in an attempt to describe the pat- 
tern so accurately as to preclude any 
possibility of mistake, have adopted 
the ambiguous name of clear Ruby 
Thumbprint. The use of such a con- 
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tradictory term is ridiculous, yet, to 
date, it has seemed essential to many 
if the glass is to be recognized by 
correspondents. 

Now, as though the situation were 
not already sufficiently complex, we 
have recently come across a form in 
this pattern which is identical in every 
respect to Ruby Thumbprint, except 
that its top is a light golden amber, 
instead of the conventional Ruby. 
Many alleged forms of this ware lack 
the line of scalloping which run 
around the clear portion, just above 
the colored band. This feature, typ- 
ical of the real pattern, is present on 
the new form which we observed. As 
to the form itself, it is a small boat- 
shaped dish, possibly intended as a 
sauce or as a small dish for preserves 
or relish. The amber is a particularly 
delightful tone, having none of the 
heavy and leaden character which was 
so prevalent in glass of the eighties 
and nineties, during which this pat- 
tern was produced. 

This discovery gives rise to several 
interesting conjectures. Is it possible 
that this particular piece was a “fan- 
cy” turned out by a plant workman? 
This theory is sound when one is con- 
fronted by such a rarity as a Canary 
Horn of Plenty plate which we have 
recently seen. The early workmen 
were encouraged to produce these 
things in their spare time, and for 
their own use, and only the tenable 
explanation of a yellow plate in such 
an early pattern, only one other sim- 
ilar having been known to appear in 
recent years, is that some workman 
desired a service in this pattern in 
yellow, and was encouraged by his 
employer to stay on after work and 
produce such a service. But when we 
encounter a pattern in two colors, such 
as the form which we must, for lack 
of a better, name Amber Thumbprint, 
we can and should question its being 
made by a workman, as by that time 
the plants were larger, and the rules 
of employee behavior and privilege 
more carefully defined. The probab- 
ility is that this amber form was pro- 
duced for a short time by the factory, 
but since it did not prove successful, 
and made no appeal to the public at 
the time, was discontinued. Perhaps, 
even, it is the fact that the amber is 
of such a light tone that influenced 
the buyer against the glass, since the 
amber of the period was a heavier 
color. If this latter hypothesis is true, 
we must concern ourselves with the 
possibility that this amber form of 
the pattern was made in all the forms 
which were made in Ruby. Others 
have probably turned up, but their 
presence has not been commented 
upon. It seems extremely improbab- 
ble that many forms of this ware have 
been encountered to date, as nothing 
has been heard of them. At the same 
time, it seems only logical that any 
factory which would be producing 
them commercially must have pro- 
duced a sufficient quantity to insure 
their appearance in more than widely 
separated instances. In these prob- 
lems lies one of the greatest lures of 
collecting. .It has long been a con- 
tention of this department that each 
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collector ought to concern himself with 
the solution of some obscure point 
in connection with his glass, then, hav- 
ing solved a riddle, ought to make the 
information available for publication, 
that the collected information might 
aid in our constant search for fresh 
information—In the magazine of OLD

The 3c Washington and Lee Uni- 
versity commemorative postage 
stamp which will be placed on sale 
for the first time on April 12, 1949, 
at Lexington, Virginia, is being issu- 
ed to commemorate the two hund- 
redth anniversary of the founding of 
the University. 

The stamp is 0.84 by 1.44 inches in 
dimensions, arranged horizontally 
with a single line border. The cen- 
tral design is a view of the Uni- 
versity, to the left and right of which 
are portraits of Generals Washington 
and Lee, respectively, in oval frames, 
with their names in white Gothic in 
narrow panels on dark ground at the 
base of the ovals. “1749 Washington 


and Lee University 1949” appears in. 


a single line Gothic lettering and 
numerals across the top of the stamn. 
The bottom border is formed by a 
dark panel in which is the ‘wording 
“United States Postage 3c” in white 
Gothic. 

The stamp will be blue and will be 
issued in sheets of 50. It will be 
printed by the rotary process, elec- 
tric-eye perforated, and an_ initial 
printing order of 100,000,000 has 
been authorized. 
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Stamp collectors desiring first day 
cancellations of the stamp may send 
as many as 10 self-addressed enve- 
lopes to the Postmaster at Lexing- 
ton, Virginia, together with postal 
note or money order remittance to 
cover the cost of the stamps to be 
affixed.

Pack Collection 


Realizes $360,000 


The sixth and final portion of the 
great Charles Lathrop Pack collec- 
tion was sold by Harmer, Rooke & 
Co., New York City, on Feb. 16, 17 
and 18, 

The three-day sale realized’ ap- 
proximatelv $30,000, bringing the 
grand total of the entire collection 
up to the enormous sum of $360.000. 

Mr. Pack’s collection must there- 
fore rank as one of the largest ever 
sold by auction. It was exceeded in 
recent years only by the Col. E. H. R. 
Green Collection, a large part of 
which was also disposed of by Har- 
mer, Rooke & Co. 

The Pack collection comprised 
largely the early stamps of Argen- 
tine Republic, Brazil, Canada, Cape 
of Good Hope, Newfoundland, New 
South Wales, New Zealand and Vic- 
toria. It is believed that his Victoria 
was the largest such collection ever 
assembled.

Waste-Paper Becomes 
“Gold Mine” 


Thirty-six years ago the business 
house of Charnley and Whelan of 
Philadelphia decided to have the 
‘waste paper and their records re- 
moved from their basement. They 
approached a Mr. Edward Heming- 
way, a paper manufacturer who con- 
tracted to remove the paper, paying 
them $30 for the paper he removed. 

During the removal 42 letters were 
found bearing 71 stamps of the rare 
St. Louis, Missouri, Postmaster’s 
stamps, issued in 1845-47. 

Charnley & Whelan hearing of the 
discovery endeavored by legal pro- 
ceedings to obtain possession of the 
stamps but without success. 

On his death, Mr. Hemingway be- 
queathed the stamps to the Grand 
Lodge of Free and Accepted Masons 
of Pennsylvania, the proceeds for the 
use of its Masonic Homes at Eliza, 
bethtown, Pennsylvania. 

The stamps were sold at auction by

More on the Topical 


The topical matter is getting into 
the public eye more and more. All 
sorts of sheets (printed in) and em- 
bellished at the heads and quadrilled. 
Very handy, also making the collec- 
tor use the layout selected by some- 
one else to build his topic. 

All pretty nice for people that 
have little time to build their own 
pages into something “different.” 

hat, of course, is the collector’s 
privilege, he can, or he does not have 
to, or he follows slavishly. 

But perhaps we can get some 
laughs out of it. As I said the first 
Philatelic exhibition that ‘we have 
record of, may not be that but no 
one has disputed it, was the showing 
of Monsignor Cech’s “Litany of the 
Saints”, a very fine Religious show- 
ing. (See Scotts monthly, Novem- 
ber 19338). 

The Religious coverage is easily 
changed to cover one sects’ churches, 
etc., or to cover all and a surplus of 
saints, shrines, temples and connect: 
ed people. That is the collector’s 
choice and it can be made very broad 
or very narrow. 

But it is an aim, a mental pas- 
time, a religious interest and mental 
background for religion of the per- 
sonal kind. 

Comes now an iconoclastic letter 
from the Principal of a High School 
in the far West. A man of more than 
ordinary education, and an ardent be- 
liever in Topicals. This I can quote— 
some have to be rigidly edited .. . 

“In urging the collectors in the 
school to build topical sections, even 
in addition to good stamp collections, 
(and some are very good), I suggest 
pages later to be grouped or added 
to others about items off the usual 
collecting thought. So today I found 
a new one. The boy, a Junior, had 
headed one page ‘Errors — ana- 
chronisms, mis-colors.’ Quite unusu- 
al. He had headed it with the San 
Diego (Scott 773) and followed it 
with the Virginia Dare (Scott 796) 
and the Austrian ‘ear backwards’ 
item (Scott Austria 358), 

“The San Diego with. a typed re- 
mark about the dates. The Virginia 
Dare with this:— ‘slab fence, wrong 
costumes, wrong spinning ‘wheel, 
etc.,’? and below ‘wrong color—baby 
blue’ and remarks as to who selected 
it. The ear item made, into a joke 
but definitely an error of drawing. 
He stated he had ‘several others’ but 
I have not seen them. However, the 
real interest is that the facts are 
known, and ear marked by a youth- 
ful collector.” 

Which opens a vast line of sub- 
groupings for the Topically interest- 
ed collector. But it also points, 
properly and directly to Frank God- 
dens’ theory that a good topical col- 
lector eventually becomes a real area 
collector, maybe a general collector. 
And Mr. Godden thinks that a large 
proportion of topicals eventually lead 
to real collection interest.

Better start yourself a Topical. 
You might get an idea that would be 
so new that it would be a help to 
others and publicity for the hobby. 

In answer to query: The Canadian 
item “Fathers of the Confederation” 
(Scott 135 and 142) has “Boats” in its 
design. Seen through the window, 
square rigged vessels. Also, the Li- 
brarian of the Parliament Library 
writes that the long studied object 
in the foreground is a “coat thrown 
over a chair” and not a map or docu- 
ment. Might interest some who have 
asked about it. 

Might be that this explanation ex- 
poses another “error” for the West 
Coast Topical collector. It has been 
asked many times, the explanation 
dug out by a smart G. I. at an east- 
ern college. But why a “white” coat, 
or why on the (seemingly) folding 
chair in the foreground, and it did 
cause a remark from the Librarian, 
“a very poor reproduction of the 
painting. In the original picture the 
object is not so prominent. It is only 
an overcoat flung over a stool in 
front of one of the members.” 

But maybe an error because in 
white, which wouldn’t be an “Over- 


.coat”, and you can make guesses as 


to it being a polar bear fur coat and 
lots more. So an “error” for our 
friend? 

But really such a topic will cause 
many and interesting questions, and 
maybe there will be more in the U. S. 
issues. Have you any in mind? 


Collecting and Current Events 


Repeatedly the close following of 
stamp interest and stamps issuing 
country history by collectors has been 
mentioned. Few do much about it till 
too late, or “when they get time.” 
There is a positive connection between 
the daily press articles about countries 
and their political motions, and the 
demands of collectors, especially elders 
or shut-ins. This has been in a way 
tabulated, and in the last five years 
has swung from Hungary to China, 
then to Scandinavia and back to Ma- 
laya and Japanese occupations and 
then to Pan-America, and back to 
India, Iceland and again to the Atlan- 
tic pact group, all of course over an 
undertone of U. S. and “keeping up 
with the Joneses” in the matter of 
plate number blocks and U. S. com- 
memoratives. But perhaps the elapsed 
time between query and event is less 
now than in 1934. At any rate the 
questions as to “who has such and 
such, or a packet covering this or that, 
or who specializes in the area” are 
very much closer to the published 
event than formerly. 

Of course the Catalog lag on some 
areas may urge collectors to study 
and anticipate “while the stuff is 
around”. That is always possible. 
But the real interest, is the effect the 
newspapers have on collecting. And 
if you care to check further and read 
advertising you can find a definite 
connection between press and stamp 
demand. This does not include U. S. 
commemoratives since the stamp 
press ran an information column 
about issue days and f. d. c. informa- 
tion. That is definitely local, too 
local maybe. 
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So your watching of the paper 
world political news may well teach 
you how to start plugging holes in 
your pages. Recall remarks on Pales- 
tine? any did, and it has appreci- 
ated since.

Which is something you can study 
over. In Germany and Turkey only, I 
think. Might be more.

POSTMARK 


A Slogan Postmark inscribed, 
“Diamond Jubilee, Science of Osteo- 
pathy,” will be issued by the United 
States Post Office for use on letters 
mailed to St. Louis March 1 through 
July 31. 

This special cancellation is being 
done in commemoration of the day, 
June 22, 1874, whex Dr. Andrew 
Taylor Still, founder of osteopathy, 
announced the principles of his heal- 
ing science to the world. 

The American Osteopathic assoc- 
iation is putting out a special cachet 
envelope which will be of white back- 
ground, with 75th ANNIVERSARY, 
1949” in the upper left hand corner.

In the lower left 
hand corner, there will be another 
three-lined inscription which will 
read, “DIAMOND JUBILEE, ST. 
LOUIS MiSSOURI, JULY 11-15, 
1949. It will be in this city that the 
Fifty-third National Convention | of 
the American Osteopathic Associat- 
ion will meet. 

The inscription will be lettered in 
maroon and blue. Cancelled memor- 
ial envelopes will be available at 10 
cents apiece.

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Minnesota Centennial News 


It was in March 1849, that the 
territory of Minnesota was created 
by act of Congress, and shortly after 
the president, Zachary Taylor, ten- 
dered the office of governor of the 
new territory to Alexander Ramsey 
of Pennsylvania. Appointed Gover- 
nor of Minnesota, and received com- 
mission. Wrote Secretary of State 
accepting it. How absolutely, even 
in name, was the new territory a 
“terra incognita” may be inferred 
from his mother’s exclamation when 
told of the appointment: “Minnesota! 
Where upon earth is it?” 

In Baltimore, en route home from 
a hurried trip to Washington on 
April 13 (and a Friday at that), he 
“Took the oath of office as Governor 
of Minnesota before Chief Justice 
Taney, calling upon him at his 
house in the evening.” The point of 
departure on May 9 for the long 
journey west was New York City. 
The route led up the Hudson River 
to Albany, thence across New York 
state by rail to Buffalo, on the Great 
Lakes steamer “Niagara” to Mil- 
waukee, and from there to Prairie du 
Chein and up the Mississippi to St. 
Paul. There the party, consisting of 
the governor and his wife,- the 
nursemaid, and the little boy Alex, 
just three years old, arrived on May

torial history, for use by stamp 
clubs has been assembled.

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NUMISMATIC THOUGHTS

Know Your Mottoes 


It is erroneously taken for grant- 
ed that the motto E Pluribus Unum, 
so familiar on our currency, was born 
along ‘with the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence and the Constitution. It has 
an identity of its own. As to age, 
Virgil’s Morentum mentions “color 
est e pluribus unus.” 

_ The study of legends on currency 
is very instructive. Of all the mot- 
toes on our currency, E Pluribus 
Unum is probably the most applic- 
able, One Composed Of Many. How, 
why, and by whom was it chosen as 
our principal monetary motto? W. E. 
Du Bois, a foremost numismatist of 
his time: in an article in the January 
1879 number of the American Jour- 
nal of Numismatics’ answers the 
question. Quote:— It first appeared, 
in large letters, upon a pattern piece 
of private issue, in copper; and is 
ascribed to Colonel Reed of Uxbridge, 
Massachusetts. This was dated 1786, 
six years before the National Mint 
Act. It was the famous Immunis 
Columbia piece, now quite rare. In 
the next year there appeared a very 
curious gold coin of the weight and 
value of a Spanish doubloon of those 
days, say sixteen dollars; it bore 
the title Nova Eboraca and the 
legend Unum E Pluribus. It also has 
the name of Brasher in small letters, 
and is credited to a goldsmith in 
New York of that name. In 1791 a 
copper coin bearing the motto was 
struck in Kentucky on the occasion 
of its introduction as a state into the 
Union. The National Mint Act of 
1792 prescribed the legends and em- 
blems to be placed on coins, but did 
not mention the motto in question. 
It was not on the first gold coinage 
in 1795; but we find it there the next 
year. Silver began to be coined re- 
gularly in 1794; the motto was first 
placed on the dollar in 1798. It was 
continually used until 1831, when it 
was withdrawn from the quarter- 
dollar. This was done on the grounds 
that it crowded the disk. However,

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it was not until the great Jackson 
coinage of gold in 1834 that it was 
removed from that metal. It was 
finally withdrawn from silver in 1837. 
After forty-one years, in the midst 
of which (Civil War era) the unum 
was in danger of becoming duo, the 
venerable motto re-appears on our 
silver dollar.

Three kinds were accept- 
ed:—Okpohos worth 3d; okombos 
worth 1d; abis worth %4d. They are 
still accepted as payment for native 
taxes. Estimates put the number of 
manillas as high a 40,000,000.

Texas may be known as the 
coinless nation, but it is a coin-wise 
State, thanks to the beautiful Texas 
Centennial commemorative half-dol- 
lar, 1836-1936.

He Knew His Legends 

A letter from a New Orleans 
reader says:—I went to the museum 
this morning and came across a dis- 
play that might interest you. It was 
a collection of beaten-silver earrings 
and other dress ornaments, made, as 
the placard in the show case says, by 
Choctaw Indians from small silver 
coins at Bayou Settlement, date 1850. 
No description was given of what 
kind of coins. You could readily see 
they were silver, but quite beaten out 
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of shape by the Indian craftsmen. 
“Here” I mused, the coins being 
small, “may be the clue to the lost 
clan of Orphan Annies the 1844 
dimes.” 

He has in mind the legend (one of 
many) with a New Orleans _ back- 
ground. A New Orleans bank re- 
quisitioned the Treasury for 100,000 
dimes. In the consignment the 
Treasury included almost the entire 
issue of 1844 dimes. The shipment 
was by water, and enroute the boat 
was sunk in a storm, and the coins 
lost forever. This New Orleans boy 
knowing his legends may in a 
measure add factuality to an other- 
wise purely legendary story. Legends 
are the poetry of history, and like 
the poet, the legendaire uses his 
legendary license in narrating 
“facts.”

“Coined”’ Stamps 

When the newly formed Israel is- 
sued its first postage stamps it na- 
turally made them commemorative of 
Jewish history. And in selecting the 
important events of its history it 
paid numismatics its greatest com- 
pliments as the most dependable 
chroniclers of ancient history. Under 
a column captioned STAMPS the 
Christian Science Monitor says:— 
STAMPS OF ISRAEL. From the 
Associated Press; The first postage 
stamps issued by Israel and a first 
day cover from Tel Aviv have been 
received by S. L. Bayer of the Penny 
Black Stamp Co. The nine values re- 
produce ancient coins used during the 
long history of the Hebrews. 

The article describes the different 
denominations fully. Briefly they 
are:— bronze coin of Maccabean age 
with inscription ‘The rebuilding of 
Zion.” Bronze coin of the period of 
the First Revolution inscribed “Liber- 
ty of Zion.” Coin of First Revolution 
inscribed “The Third Year.” Coin of 
Second Revolution inscribed “The 
First Year of the Establishment of 
Israel.” A shekel of the second year 
of the First Revolution with the in- 
scription “Israel Arises Again.” A 
coin of the Second Revolution in- 
scribed “First Year of Establishment 
of Israel.”’ Two coins bearing the in- 
scription “Israel Arises.” 

Coin collectors the world over 
should feel highly complimented at 
this new nation’s recognition of 
numismatism.

A Steel Monument 

A news item says:— The wartime 
zinc-coated steel pennies are being 
taken out of circulation by the Feder- 
al Reserve Banks and sold as scrap 
to steel mills. A load with $68,446.96 
in pennies is worth $1,000 as twenty 
tons of steel. 

An AP news item of Jan. 22 from 
Pueblo, Colorado, says:— Those con- 
fusing gray-colored pennies have an 
after-life when you finish with them. 
After being retired to the Denver 
mint the zinc-coated one cent pieces 
are mashed to make them unusable, 
and then sent here for use in steel 
making. The Colorado Fuel and Iron 
Corporation melts them with other 
scrap metal and they are used in 











steel rails, structural rails, structur- 
al steel, fence wire, nails and spikes. 

The more than 1,000,000,000 issue 
of 1943 steel pennies is a steel mon- 
ument to the late war. The steel 
cent is a simon-pure war coin. It 
is not just a “sequence date” in In- 
dian head pennies, it is an “out- 
stander” like the Trade Dollar, Isa- 
bella Quarter, Lafayette dollar, 
Martha Washington half-disme. As a 
conservator of copper it 'was a suc- 
cess, but as a metallic experiment for 
coins it did not do so good. Steel was 
hard to work with and proved a 
head-ache to the minters. When 
fresh from mint they so resembled 
dimes that they proved a nuisance 
in trade. When the zinc lustre wore 
off, they looked like slugs. There 
was great rejoicing when they were 
discontinued. 

As most of the pennies are in 
banks it will be short work calling 
them in. The number junked will be 
recorded as to number, but not as to 
mints and the relative scarcity as to 
mints will remain a question mark. 
The wise thing for collectors to do is 
to lay aside a plentiful supply of 
them for future enhancement.

White Elephants 

Designs on coins are seldom put on 
for fantastical reasons; they repre- 
sent something material. Take the 
animal coins for instance; they are 
not just fanciful brain-children of 
the designer; they have a substantial 
back-ground; like the barn-yard 
coinage of Ireland, the kangaroo, the 
buffalo nickel, the lion, and the ele- 
phants. The elephant coins of Charles 
II, England, are symbols of the Afri- 
can Company. Some of our own 
Colonial coins carry an _ elephant. 
And speaking of elephants on coins 
reminds us of “white elephants on 
your hands”. It is of numismatical 
origin. The white elephant was 
sacred and was. not allowed to be 
killed. When the fabulous ruler of 
Siam became displeased with one of 
his couriers he presented him with a 
white elephant as punishment. Out 
of courtesy the recipient could not 
give the gift away, and it being 
against the law to kill it, he had to 
keep and feed it during its long life- 
time. The elephant was a big eater 
and it cramped the owner’s purse to 
pay feed bills. So a person with a 
“white elephant on his hands” is one 
possessed of an expensive frozen 
asset.

Say It With Flowers 
Now that Japan has been left on 
our door-step, its symbols on monies, 
medals and documents are of special 
interest to numismatists. The famili- 
ar Dragon symbolizes power and 
sovereignty, the Chrysanthmum is 
the flower from the early days of the 
Emperor and the Paulownia is the 
flower of the Empress. The Paulow- 
nia is named after Anne Paulownia, a 
Russian princess. 
Japan may well be called the 
Flowery Kingdom, the growing of 
flowers being its big hobby. From 
an article by Allis M. Hutchings 
(much condensed) we learn that: — 
Each month has its special floral 
symbol. The Pine for January, sym- 
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bol of an evergreen old age; Febru- 
ary, the Plum, anticipated happiness; 
March, the Peach, marriage; April, 
the Cherry Blossom, Patriotism; 
May, the Wistaria, youth and spring- 
time; June, Iris, chivalry; July, 
Morning Glory, art! August, Lotus, 
purity; September, Seven Plants of 
Autumn, clarity and beauty; October, 
Chrysanthemum, the Emperor’s 
flower, longevity; November, Maple 
Tree, gentleness; December, the 
camellia Japonica, death of year. 

Her war monies ‘will long be a 
grim reminder — and warning — to 
Japan of the ill-fated day she con- 
verted her pruning knives into bay- 
onets and attacked Pearl Harbor, and 
will always be a MUST in all war- 
money collections.

Music Hath Charms 


“Such as the music is, such are 
the people of the commonwealth”. 

The word Numismatism is rhythm 
itself. Balance a silver dollar on the 
end of the finger, strike it with 
another dollar, and you will produce 
a tone equal to any musical instru- 
ment. The three M’s Man, Money, 
Music, have harmoniously trekked 
the evolutionary trail together, in- 
separable, indispensable to each other. 
It is a vexed question whether Man 
has done more for money and Music, 
or whether Money and Music have 
done more for man. Money’s auto- 
graph album has many pages with 
music’s remembrances autographed 
thereon. 

Some of the Colonial notes are 
“attested to” with music’s trade 
mark, the lyre or harp; the Cincin- 
nati commemorative half-dollar, 1936, 
has the Goddess of Music holding 
music’s symbol, the lyre, on one side, 
and America’s most beloved “min- 
strel”, Stephen Foster, on the other

side; on a 300 Reis coin, Brazil has 
placed the image of its great com- 
poser, Carlos Gomes; the Emerald 
Isle has “said it with harps” on 
many of its monies; Germany honor- 
ed the immortal Beethoven with a 
special coin; Austria gave each of 
the great musical trio, Schubert, Mo- 
zart, Haydn, a commemorative coin; 
a Roman coin shows the most famous 
(or infamous) “fiddler” in history, 
Nero, garbed in the robes of Apollo 
and singing to his own accompani- 
ment on the lyre. 

The cicada chirping insect was 
greatly venerated in ancient times. 
It was sacred to the God Apollo. 
Eunomus was contesting in a musical 
contest; a string of his cythera broke, 
but a cicada furnished the missing 
note and all was well. The singing, 
musical cicada appears on many an- 
cient coins. 

Music not only has power to soothe 
man’s irritations and to quiet wild 
beasts, it also has the power to free 
money of its sordidness.

Meet Maria 


The Maria Theresa Thaler, Aus- 
tria, 1780, is one of the world’s most 
familiar coins, so familiar in fact 
that we think of the Maria Theresa 
part of it as a type name of the 
thaler, and of no significance except 
as a type identification, much as the 
Lincoln cent, Washington quarter 
and Jefferson nickel. Our interest is 
centered in the thaler and not in its 
type-name. But, like Lincoln, Wash- 
ington and Jefferson, Maria must 
have, like them, been some “shucks” 
to have merited a coin of her own. 
The thaler did not make her famous, 
it was she who made the thaler fam- 
ous. W. D. Ferguson in a paper read 
before the New Zealand Numismatic 
Society introduces Maria Theresa to 
the numismatic world and I am sure 
the readers will respond with “Glad 
to have met you, Maria”. It was Mr. 
Ferguson who said “Old coins are 
the windows of history.” 

Although recently struck to facili- 
tate commerce in the East, says Mr. 
Ferguson, Maria Theresa thalers are 
an exact copy of those struck in 
1780, the year of her death. The effi- 
gy shows a somewhat mannish type 
of woman of strong character. The 
legend gives her many titles; Roman 
Empress, Queen of Hungary and Bo- 
hemia, Archduchess of Austria, 
Duchess of Burgundy, and Countess 
of Tyrol. This does not mention all 
the lands she ruled over, however. 
Although Austria was the heart and 
core of the vast Hapsburg dominions 
it was never a kingdom in name, re- 
maining an Archduchy till after the 
Napoleonic wars when_it became the 
seat of a new empire. Although 
Maria Theresa inherited her domin- 
ions from her father, the Emperor 
Charles VI, the title of Roman Em- 
press was hers, strictly speaking, but 
only as Empress Consort, and after 
the death of her husband, Francis I, 
as Empress Dowager. She took her 
duties and responsibilities seriously, 
and showed great aptitude for public 
business, and managed to keep in 





touch with the affairs in all parts 
of her extensive possessions. She 
played the part of a beneficient des- 
pot. Her husband left everything in 
the way of government to his capable 
wife, but after she became a widow 
she let her eldest son, who was then 
elected Emperor as Joseph II, share 
in the duties of government with her. 
In spite of all this she had sixteen 
children, of whom ten grew up, and 
two sons in turn were Emperors, 
and two of her daughters became 
Queens, one being the ill-fated Marie 
Antoinette.

Silver Trey 


Silver Trey, the little fairy of 
Coinage land, America’s smallest 
silver coin, the diminutive silver 
three cent piece, is one of our most 
neglected specimens. Rarely is it dis- 
played in coin exhibits, and seldom 
mentioned by collectors. It is too 
small to “board” advantageously, too 
small to examine critically ‘without a 
lens, too small to handle, and too eas- 
ily lost. None but the large collec- 
tors try to assemble sets. The let- 
tering and designs are in keeping 
with its size, and it is one of the 
prettiest of our coins” They were 
minted for a specific purpose, the 
convenience of the postal system, but 
their size made them impractic- 
able and they were discontinued. 
There were about 40 million of them 
struck, 1851-1873, and as they were 
little used in the general routine of 
trade, statistically they should today 
be very plentiful and in fine condi- 
tion, but such is not the case. Con- 
sidering the number struck they are 
scarce, some of them rare, but due to 
lack of demand, they are reasonably 
priced. There is a reason for their 
scarcity. A news item of 1882 says 
“The U. S. Mint in Philadelphia has 
lately received over two tons of Three 
Cent silver pieces, only about one- 
fifth of those to be brought in from 
the various  sub-treasuries, there 
having already been redeemed more 
than ten tons. The three cent pieces 
in the Mint would fill three large 
wagons. They will be recoined into 
dimes.” The 1864 with only 470 
minted and the 1873 with only 600 
are the rarest dates.”

Numismatics 


The study of old coins was in the 
past done in an amateurish spirit, but 
it has now become a special branch 
of study. According to the statement 
of collectors, there are 7,000 varieties 
of old coins, and some of them are 
more than 5,000 years old. While I 
do not believe that the statement is 
reliable, I think it is quite true that 
some of them can be dated back 
8,000 or 2,500 years. From these old 
coins, which were the medium of ex- 
change in ancient times, we can infer 
the economic conditions of ancient 
China. From the middle age of China 
down to the present, every period 
had its own coins. Whenever an 
Emperor came to the throne, new 
coins were minted, so that on examin- 
ing the quality, size, and the workman- 
ship of these coins we can realize 
the economic conditions of the time 
Again, the collectors of old coins are 
also interested in the different kinds 
of money that have come from abroad 
so that we have some idea as to 
the commercial relations between 
China and her neighboring countries.

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Library-ize the Coin Clubs 


Coin clubs should be clearing houses 
for numismatic information, not 
marts for small-fry coin speculators. 
Clubs should build up a coin library 
rather than a coin collection; let the 
club furnish information, the mem- 
bers the coin exhibits. What benefit 
does club members, collectively or in- 
dividually, derive from a seldom seen 
small club coin collection in com- 
parison to the opportunity of becom- 
ing a student through the books of 
a big club library. New members 
should be impressed with the story be- 
hind the coin, not with the price upon 
the ‘coin. They should be advised 
what books to read, not what coins 
to buy; knowledge will make them 
buy-wise. You can get coin values 
from dealers’ price lists, but: you can 
obtain coin knowledge mostly from 
the books of a library. The open mar- 
ket may set the price of a coin, but it 
does not establish its numismatic 
value. A worn copper cent has the 
same numismatic value as a rare gold 
proof coin, in some jnstances more. As 
Joe Coffin says, “It is a rare coin 
indeed that will not disclose to us 
am interesting historical or romantic 
story”. The most useful member in 
a club is the one with the most know- 
ledge of, not the most numbers of 
coins. After gaining knowledge, don’t 
miser it, be a free-spender of your 
information. Farran Zerbe and D. C. 
Wismer are not famed alone for their 
large collections, but for their spend- 
thrift of knowledge, for their many 
Good Samaritan numismatic deeds, 
for their constant knowledging of the 
unknowledged. It is what a man has 
in his head, not in his purse, that 
counts; and it is what a club has in 
its library, not in its coin collection, 
that pays the biggest dividends. 
Knowledge truly is power, so make 
your club powerful by library-ing it. 
Democracy rests on the school hous- 
es, and numismatism on the educa- 
tional coin clubs.

Die Variations 

You who find it a needle in a hay 
stack job to locate missing dates and 
missing mint marks, well it might be 
a lot worse. Think of the collector 
who specializes in die-variations. Die 
variations appear mostly in our early 
coinage due to the crude machinery 
and dies used at that time. As one 
collector exaggeratingly remarked, 
“there were more die-variations than 
coins”. Die variation collecting is con- 
fined mostly to men of leisure, infinite 
patience and plenty of means. To get 
an idea of the numberless variations, 
read in an auction sale catalogue a 
description of the early cents offered. 
There are at least fifty die varia- 
tions in the 1794 cents alone. Believing 
the other fellow’s job is always easier 
than your own does not apply when 
the other fellow is a variationist. 
Filling in missing dates or mint 
marks is merely a matter of how 
much can I afford to spend, while 
with variations it is where can I 
find. Variations are not classed as 
“freaks”; freaks are accidental or mis- 
haps in minting while variations are 
natural-haps in line of duty. 


Money of Yesteryear

Answering An Inquiry 

I was interested to read of your 
acquisition of 140 old coins, but to 
tell you the truth, it would be diffi- 
cult for me to tell whether your 
coin is a Willow Tree three pence 
from the description given. It is not 
advisable for you to clean the coins 
unless you are experienceed in this, 
for very often coins can be harmed 
in cleaning. 

There are thousands of coins in the 
world, and there is no book that will 
show all of them. The books you 
have are good ones, but as I say 
some of the pieces you have, probably 
could be found in books specializing 
in more detail. 

The vast majority of Foreign 
coins, if they be struck in base metals 
are, for the most part, not very valu- 
able from a standpoint of money. If 
the pieces were gold, or silver dollar 
size crowns, then of course their 
value would most likely be consider- 
able. 

I doubt whether you will be able to 
realize twice face value for your 
Roosevelt dimes; this price is merely 
a catalog value and cost coins sell 
under this valuation. 

The Proof “look” is mirror-like 
lustre, but the coin must be perfect, 
just like the day it was made to be 
considered a proof. 

The quarters of 1927 and 1928 
must be in brilliant uncirculated con- 
dition to realize the $1.50 you men- 
tion. The fact that you had them in 
your pocket would take them. out of 
that category.

COMMEMORATIVE NOTE 


After discontinuance of the ap- 
proving of new issues of commemora- 


tive half dollars in 1987, none were - 


authorized until 1946 when we had 
the limited issue of Iowa halves and 
the authorized issue of Booker T. 
Washington halves. This latter issue 
was for one million coins, and in 
order to sell them: a recurrence of the 
“Texas, Arkansas, Boone” and such 
issues has occurred, that is, the prac- 
tice of issuing new short series every 
year. 1946 saw the Booker 
Washington coined at all mints, 
Philadelphia, Denver, and San Fran- 
cisco, as did 1947, 1948 and now 
1949. The 1946 set of PD & S are 
now selling for the price they did in 
1946 namely $4.50 per set, the 1947 
$6.00 per set, the 1948 $7.50 per set 
and the 1949s are $8.50. 

While the practice of issuing such 
coins each year will undoubtedly 
bring more revenue for the com- 
mission issuing them, the duplication 
of these pieces does not tend to en- 
hance the beauty of ones com- 
memorative coin collection. Due to 
this many collectors have resorted to 
the . collecting of Types of com- 
memorative coins and not have in- 
numerable coins with the same de- 
sign. This practice also freezes out 
the artificially made “rarities”. 

The practice of so much repetition, 
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in my opinion has also been a con- 
tributory factor in the government’s 
frowning upon new issues. 

In my opinion, an adequate solu- 
tion to this problem would be a law 
restricting the issuance of com- 
memorative coins to one type coin per 
year, that this piece be struck by the 
mint and distributed like the proof 
sets used to be, namely issue as many 
as there are orders for during that 
year only, and that the denomination 
of all commemorative coins be a 
silver dollar. a denomination that 
is little used in circulation and there- 
fore would not confound our coinages. 
That the mint sell these coins at face 
value, plus the cost of coining them 
that they be made in proofs, and that 
a commission be set up to determine 
what is the most fitting event of the 
year to be commemorated by the 
coin.—C. F.

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THE MYSTERY OF THE IRISH SEAL 


By VERNON VARICK 


In Appendix No. 23 of the “Re- 
port of the Secret Committee of the 
Irish House of Commons,” printed in 
1799, there is an engraving of the 
impression of a seal said to have been 
intended as “The Great Seal of the 
Irish Republic”. Only recently the 
dream of an Irish republic became a 
reality, and the birth of “Hire” 
claimed the headlines of our news- 
papers for a single day, but back in 
1799, the dreams of Irish independ- 
ence were seriously regarded by the 
English who were then witnessing 
the effect of the French Revolution 
on world politics. Among the Irish 
patriots of that period was Lord Ed- 
ward Fitzgerald who having been 
arrested in Dublin, his wife, better 
known as Pamela, took refuge in the 
house of Lord Cloncurry, in Merrion- 
street. His lordship, however, was 
not aware of the lady’s presence. 
She was traced to the Cloncurry re- 
sidence by the police and some of her

papers ‘were discovered on _ the 
premises along with a seal which was 
pronounced by the “quidnuncs” of 
the Castle to be “the intended Great 
Seal of the Irish Republic.” The 
great seal is described as follows: 
“In a circle, Hibernia holding in her 
right hand an imperial crown over a 
shield. On her left hand is an Irish 
harp, over it a dagger, and at its 
foot lie two hogs.” 

After the excitement had cooled a 
bit, it was discovered that the seal 
found in Fitzgerald’s personal effects 
was a cast made in glass by Tassie, 
Leicester-square, from an onginal 
ecvt for Lord Cloncurry, by Strong- 
itharm. The true description of the 
seal is given in Lord Cioncurry’s 
“Personal Recollections”. The device 
is a harp, from which Britannia (not 
Hibernia) has removed with the right 
hand, not an imperial but an Irish 
crown, and planted a dagger in its 


“stead. Her left hand is represented 


as breaking the strings of the harp; 
at the foot of which lie, not two 
hogs, but two Irish wolf-dogs ‘sleep- 
ing at their post. Britannia is array- 
ed in her ordinary helmet; and her 
child, bearing the cross of St. George, 
lies beside her; the crown in her 
hand is without a doubt the old Trish 
pointed-diadem. The seal itself was 
not designed for the broad seal of 
the Irish, but was simply a fancy 
emblem ‘which Lord Cloncurry choose 
to illustrate his patriotic enthusiasm.

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Indian Lore; Ancient and Otherwise 
By WILSON STRALEY 


Mrs. Byrde Hamilton, the “Camp 
Wood and Nueces Canyon” area cor- 
respondent for the San Antonio 
(Texas) Daily Express, recently 
presented the following information 
in the “Around the State” column: 

Nueces Canyon is a charming sec- 
tion taking in territory from Rock- 
springs to Uvalde just beyond the 
Valley of the Nueces River. All 
of the section is inclosed with canyon 
bluffs, large pecan and oak trees, 
and included is the beautiful Nueces 
River fed from ever-lasting springs 
that constitute the ‘ocean’ of water 
underneath the tablelands of Ed- 
wards Plateau. With its hills of 
brush, Nueces Canyon is indeed a 
paradise for hunters, sportsmen, 
archaeologists and geologists. It even 
has a wonderful cave, ‘with its sta- 
lagmites and stalactites, all practi- 
cally unexplored. Then there are the 
Kaolin (clay) deposits, Indian mounds 
and many interesting freaks of 
nature.” The Express appended the 
following footnote anent Mrs. Hamil- 
ton: “Incidentally, Mrs. Hamilton is 
quite renowned as an archaeologist in 
her own right. A collection of hers, 
gathered over 15 years in the Camp 
Wood area and featuring Indian 
relics of all kinds, recently has been 
placed on permanent display in_ the 
Houston Museum of Natural His- 

”? 

Frank M. Setzler and Jesse D. 
Jennings in their report on the find- 
ings made during the exploration of 
the “Peachtree Mound and Village 
Site, Cherokee County, North Caro- 
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lina,” in 1933-’34 (BAE Bulletin 131) 
make the following statement regard- 
ing stone artifacts uncovered: “The 
only objects of chipped stone were 
projectile points and scrapers. The 
predominant technique was pressure 
flaking. Projectiles were made from 
both flakes and. cores. The majority 
of stone specimens, such as pipes, 
beads, discoidals, celts, hairpins, and 
ear-plugs can be grouped as polished 
stone techniques. Ground or _ pol- 
ished stone pieces were usually made 
of steatite, slate, or chlorite. In many 
cases the polishing of the pipes did 
not obliterate the marks of the early 
process of manufacture. Knife or 
scraper marks are clearly shown on 
numerous’ stone’ specimens.  Dis- 
coidals were sometimes of polished 
stone. The disks were apparently 
ground to shape on the sandstone 
abraders and then polished. The pol- 
ish may have resulted from long use, 
although this seems improbable, 
Celts were made of slate and in 
nearly every case were highly pol- 
ished. It should be mentioned that 
these celts were sharpened or ‘bited’ 
on each end. This is a common celt 
form. One of the celts is perforated 
with a tapering hole. Ax forms 
are rare, but include a variety of 
shapes. None of the axes were 
carefully made, (one) piece is so 
small and of such soft stone (slate), 
that its use as an ax seems impractic- 
able. Perhaps it is a child’s piece or a 
ceremonial object. The other ax forms 
all have ends pecked from use, two 
highly polished ‘pick’ forms, and two 
squares of hematite have ground 
edges, several large pieces. of 
shale and flint with fairly deep not- 
ches on each side which have been 
roughly shaped by pecking and break- 
ing. It is not probable that these 
stones were axes or mauls because 
there is no evidence of wear on either 
bit or poll of the stones. Apparently 
they were used as they now appear. 
The term ‘net sinker’ has been applied 
to them, but no real evidence as to 
their use can be found. They do seem, 
however, to be a trait of this compon- 
nent, since they are very common. 
Rough stone work included mortar and 
milling stones, notched stones, mor- 
tars of the ‘nutstone’ type, steatite 
vessels, pendants (perforated pieces), 
abrading stones, and a few proble- 
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matical pieces. The mortars or milling 
stones were merely large flat boulders 
of flint with a depression worn on one 
side by constant grinding. Shaping 
of the stones apparently not prac- 
ticed. A suitable flat one was merely 
selected and used without modifica- 
tion, numerous examples of cup- 
stone fragments, which are called by 
many ‘nutstone.’ The pits are smooth 
having been abraded rather than 
pecked. Even the small garnets which 
occur throughout all the slate have 
been worn smooth in the depression. 
The use to which these stones were 
put cannot be stated with certainty. 
It has been suggested that they were 
paint mortars. No stains of ochre or 
other materials were found in these 
cups, leaving this theory without a 
strong basis. They may have served 
as drill rests. Whatever the use, the 
frequency of these objects makes them 
artifacts typical of the component. 
Steatite vessel fragments, occurring 
at all levels, are exemplified in 
plate 29. 

Here the exterior treatment shows 
very well. The tool-roughened decora- 
tion and flange handles are _ illust- 
rated. The interior of these vessels is 
is smoothly finished, numerous 
abrading stones which have been 
shaped by grinding, sharpening, or 
smoothing, roughly shaped frag- 
ments of steatite vessels, and slate, 
all of which are perforated. These

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considered together as pendant forms 
because of the perforation. Pitted 
hammerstones were fairly common 
and were of the usual type. 

Dr. Clarence T. Hurst, 538, of 
Gunnison (Colo.), nationally known 
archaeologist and an authority on 
prehistoric lore in Colorado, died in 
Omaha Monday night (January 24). 
He was founder and executive secre- 
tary of the Colorado Archaeological 
Society. 

He gave freely of his time and talents 
in helping promote the Stone Age 
Fair in Loveland and had lectured 
several times at the fair. He was 
enthusiastic about the future develop- 
ment of the fair and in his death 
the Loveland Stone Age Fair has 
lost a staunch friend. Dr. Hurst’s 
death was caused by rheumatic fever. 
He was stricken about two months 
ago while visiting relatives in Omaha. 
Dr. Hurst gained wide repute for his 
discoveries of the relics of the Basket- 
maker and Pueblo cultures in South- 
western Colorado. These cultures are 
believed to have existed half a century 
before the birth of Christ. Last Aug. 
Dr. Hurst took leave from his duties 
as a member of Western State 
college faculty at Gunnison to do re- 
search work at Harvard. He had 
taught at Western State since 1916. 
Funeral services were held _ at 


Gunnison.

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The “Arawaks” and 
the Calinagos’ 


A century before Columbus and 
the coming of the Spaniards, the 
West Indies had been invaded by an- 
other race of conquerors—a fierce, 
proud, and cruel people out of the 
west. These were the ‘“Calinagos.” 
Columbus corrupted the name_ to 
“Caribales” — later to “Carib.” This 
is the source of the English word 
“cannibal,” for roasting and eating 
of captured enemies was a notable 
feature of the Carib way of life. 

Those immediate predecessors of 
the white men, the second New World 
people encountered by the Spaniards, 
appear, in fact, to have been super- 
man-eaters. They are the subject of 
a publication just issued by the 
Smithsonian Institution in coopera- 
tion with the Department of State— 
part of an exhaustive handbook on all 
the South American tribes now in 
the course of publication. Essent- 
tially the sum total of knowledge 
concerning this wild, strange peo- 
ple has been compiled for the Smith- 
sonian project by Dr. Irving Rouse of 
Yale University. z 

Europe of the 16th century un- 
fortunately built up much of its con- 
cept of the American aborigines from 
the accounts of the Carib written by 
explorers and missionaries. They 
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gave the red men an undeservedly . 


bad name for centuries. 

The basic population of the West 
Indies was that of the “Arawaks,” 
relatively friendly and industrious 
Indians. The “Calinagos” on the oth- 
er hand, were raiders and warriors, 
a melancholy and vindictive race. 
They invaded the Lesser Antilles, the 
chain of small volcanic islands which 
curves southward from Cuba to the 
coast of South America, and prac- 
tically exterminated the sedentary 
Arawak population. They ate the 
men and enslaved the women. 

At the hands of the white man the 
robust and fierce Carib fared some- 
what better than his victims. They 
are still about 500 survivors on a 
reservation on the British island of 
Dominica. About a third of these are 
full-bloods. All the others have a 
considerable Negro strain- 

The Arawaks hospitably received 
the white men. The Caribs were hos- 
tile from the start. The first con- 
tact was during the second voyage of 
Columbus on the island of Guada- 
loupe. The men were ‘absent on a 
raid. Columbus proceeded to St. 
Croix, where the warriors fiercely 
attacked the expedition. The Spain- 
iards made no attempt to settle the 
Lesser Antilles. There was no gold 
there. They did, however, make nu- 
merous slave raids after the enslav- 
ing of Arawaks had been prohibited. 
The law did not apply to “cannibals.” 

In 1623 the British and French 
settled the Carib stronghold of St. 
Kitts. The Indians were driven from 
the island with great cruelty. In rap- 
id succession British settlements were 
established on the other major is- 


lands, and by the end of the 17th 
century the aboriginal race had been 
restricted to Dominica and St. Vin- 
cent. 

French missionaries made many at- 
tempts to convert them to Christian- 
ity. The Caribs never gave the new 
faith more than lip service. The 
missionaries finally abandoned St. 
Vincent entirely when they learned 
of a plot to massacre them. In 1675 
a cargo of African slaves was ship- 
wrecked on this island and soon in- 
terbred with the Indians. The result 
was a race of halfbreeds even more 
hostile to the white men than the 
Caribs had been. In 1795 the British 
Government removed them bodily to 
islands off the coast of British Hon- 
duras. Their descendants now occupy 
a large part of the coastline and are 
known as the Garif, or “black 


' Caribs.” 


The original invaders had a strong 
racial pride. Each island they occu- 
pied had a special name by which the 
inhabitants also -were designated. 
Dominica, for example, was “Ouai- 
toucouli,” and the Carib inhabitants 
were “ouaitoucouliri.” There is no 
estimate of the numbers of the ori- 
ginal population. There still were 
about 4,000 survivors in 1700. 

‘Contrasts between Caribs and Ara- 
waks were found in almost every 
activity of life, Dr. Rouse points out. 
The latter were primarily farmers. 
They derived a relatively small part 
of their livelihood from hunting and 
fishing. The staple food of the Caribs 
was the crab, which they hunted at 
night, by torchlight. Sea food al- 
ways was an important part of tnetr 
diet. They practiced agriculture with 
the same crops and about the same 
methods as the Arawaks but on a 
lesser scale. 

The Arawaks lived in substantial 
and permanent villages, located most 
conveniently for their farming. The 
Carib villages ‘were less substantially 
built, were located in areas least fav- 
orable for surprise attacks, and were 
moved frequently. 

A curious feature of Carib cufture 
was the sharp division between the 
sexes. Women and men spoke dif- 
ferent languages, although both used 
“man language” when conversing 
with each other. They lived in dif- 
ferent houses—those of the women 
smaller and meaner than those of 
the men. 

Arawaks had a rather rigid social 
order with chiefs, sub-chiefs, nobles, 
and commoners. They were organi- 
zed in what might have been con- 
sidered small nations. Among the 
Caribs each village was independent. 
It was headed by its founder, who 
apparently derived his authority only 
from his ability to enforce it. He de- 
rived little from custom or tradition. 
Carib men were extreme individual- 
ists and looked down from the first 
on Europeans who took orders. Each 
village, however, had two elected ‘war 
chiefs who were treated with con- 
siderable respect. 

The Carib’s major business was 
war. The chief weapon was a 6-foot 
longbow from which was fired a 
poison-darted arrow. They also car- 
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ried clubs and javelins. Attacks us- 
ually were at dawn or during nights 
when there was a full moon. The es- 
sence of the strategy was to catch 
the enemy asleep. If the enemy were 
defeated, they pillaged the viliage 
and roasted and ate their dead fuses on 
the spot. All captives were tortured, 
killed, and eaten at the feast cele- 
brating each victory. Women cap- 
tives and their children were kept as 
slaves. 

‘this fierce people possessed a ra- 
ther elaborately developed religion. 
They believd in a plurality of souls 
which they associated with the beat- 
ing of the heart and arteries. ‘Ine 
soul in the heart was supposed to go 
to an earthlike paradise, where it 
became part of a company of good 
spirits. The other souls either stay- 
ed in the bones after death or wei 
to the forests or seashores, where 
they were regarded as evil spirits. The 
good spirits often came back to earth 
but were invisible except at night 
when they took the form of bats. 
Each man had one of them as his 
personal diety. When he died it was 
believed that his good spirit carrfed 
the soul in his heart to heaven. 

The evil spirits, or “maboya,” were 
blamed for ail misfortunes. They 
were invisible, but a bad odor some- 
times revealed their presence. Each 
man carried a small carved image 
of one of them around his neck to 
scare off others- The cult of sham- 
anism was quite highly developed 
among them. 

Apparently the Caribs believed in 
one supreme being, endowed with all 
goodness. The sun was considered 
a male. As ruler of the stars he 
prevented them from shining during 
the day. He also kept them warm 
and they were believed to become ill 
during solar eclipses ‘when this 
warming was not possible. A _ star 
called Achinoin was said to be the 
cause of rain and strong winds. An- 
other, Couroumon, controlled the 
tides and caused heavy waves to up- 
set canoes. 

In some aspects of culture the 
Carib was quite primitive, compared 
with the Arawak. He recognized only 
four colors—black, white, yellow, and 
red. He counted only to 20 on his 
fingers and toes. Chiefs, shamans, 
and old men, however, kept track 
of time. They counted the months by 
moons, the seasons by the passing of 
the sun over the zenith, the years by 
the rise and fall of the Pleiades. 
They predicted winds and rain by the 
ascension of certain constellations. 

Their history before the arrival of 
Columbus is very vague. They knew 
only that their ancestors had come 
from the mainland of South America 
to conquer and eat the Arawaks. They 
were fond of recounting deeds of 
bravery in warfare, but otherwise 
did not seem to have much interest 
in their past. , 

Caribs were heavy beer drinkers. 
Their brew 'was made chiefly from 
sweet-potatoes. They smoked cigars, 
and chewing tobacco served as money. 
Their favorite sports were wrestling 
and boat racing, and village feasts, 
often ending in a general drunk. 
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Mound Excavation 


Copper and Ironstone artifacts were 
among the more than 2,500 specimens 
obtained from a prehistoric Indian 
burial mound at Natrium, W. Va., on 


the Ohio River, excavated recently: 


under the direction of the Smithsonian 
Institution’s Bureau of American 
Ethnology. 

This mound, about 10 feet high and 
50 feet in diameter, is approximately 
1,000 years old and was built by the 
so-called Adena people who preceded 
the better-known mound builders of 
the Ohio Valley. 

In this mound, remains of 24 burials 
were found by Ralph S. Solecki, of 
the Smithsonian staff. Some were 
cremations. There were some entire 
skeletons and some partial skeletons— 
the latter presumably reburials. 

All the remains apparently were of 
notable individuals. Their personal 
possessions were carefully arranged 
around their bones. 

A curious custom was the painting 
of some of the bones and artifacts 
with red ochre, of which rather large 
supplies were found. There were 
numerous large flint blades and 
spearheads. The prize specimen ob- 
tained was a large copper gorget, or 
breast ornament, under which pre- 
served cloth was found. There is no 
native copper in this region. It must 
have been obtained in trade by these 
mound builders from the country 


’ around Lake Superior. 


The ironstone artifacts were fash- 
ioned out of native ore, or hematite, 
which required no smelting. After 10 
centuries these articles show no sign 
of decomposition. 

The mound was on land owned by 
the Pittsburg Plate Glass Co., which 
is planning to build on the site. The 
company provided the labor for the 
Smithsonian excavation.

More on Folsom Man 


Two probable camp sites of Folsom 
man—who appears to be the earliest 
inhabitant of North America and the 
maker of a distinctive type of pro- 
jectile point—located in southern 
Virginia, have just been described in 
a report by Carl F. Miller of the 


River Basin Surveys, Smithsonian 
Institution. 
These sites were among. those 


found while the reservoir area of the 
Biggs Island dam _ project, which 
covers parts of Virginia and North 
Carolina, was being surveyed. The 
survey listed 94 sites, 41 flint work- 
shops, and two historic iron-working 
sites.

part of the United States, and a very 
much later pottery-making group, 
ftividence also points toward other 
early groups, later than Folsom but 
earlier than the Indians as known 
today. These intervening groups 
manufactured projectile points having 
characteristic outlines, peculiarities of 
chipping — readily recognized out of 
context. Similar points have been 
found associated with the remains of 
extinct species of animals in Gypsum 
Cave, Nev., and the Manzano Moun- 
tains, Ivew Mex. Miller states that: 
“The makers of these types of points 
came m.o soutnern Virginia and 
northern North Caroiina at a time 
when Folsom points were no longer 
manutacturead anu possib.y  atter 
Folsom man had vacated this section 
of the country.” Besides the Gypsum 
Cave and Manzano Mountain types 
an additional type, pentagonal in 
snape, eximoiung a wuluver of rolsom 
characteristics, has been found, which 
has @ G0Oscr reiationsnip to the 
eastern variant of Folsom than any 
OT wie otuers. 

At a much later date a possible 
pre-pottery group infiltrated and oc- 
cupied ceitain sections or Virginia 
and North Carolina, who in turn were 
toilowed by potterymaking groups 
whose cultures are the direct pro- 
genitors of the American Indian as 
Known today.

Neanderthal Notes 


Soviet anthropologists and archeo- 
logists are builaing up a great body 
of scientific data on Russia’s pre- 
history and on the basic racial 
elements of the Russian people. 

This is shown in a report just 
issued by the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution compiled by Henry Field, who 
represented the Smithsonian and 
other American culture organizations 
at the world scientific gathering 
sponsored by the Soviet Academy 
of Sciences in 1945. Hitherto this 
work has been almost entirely un- 
known outside of Russia. 

Of exceptional interest, the report 
points out, are two finds of remains 
of Neanderthal man, the cave- 
dwelling “Pre-men” of Europe who 
just preceded the present human 
species. One of these was the skull 
of a child shattered into. more than 
150 fragments. These have been 
painstakingly fitted together, and the 
reconstructed skull affords the only 
information on the juvenile type of 
these people. The ‘second find was 
that of a Neanderthal hand, the 
fragments of which also have been 
reconstructed. It was quite different 
from the human hand of today. The 
hand was wide, flat and pawlike, 
quite different from that of any of 
manlike apes, and definitely a de- 
velopment in the human _ direction. 
It was entirely capable of making 
stone implements. 

Much anthropological data has 
been gathered among the aboriginal 
peoples of Central Asia. These be- 
long to the general Mongoloid 
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branch of the human race. The 
Soviet researches show, however, 
that the coarse hair, heavy upper 
eyelids and flattened face, generally 
associated with the Mongoloid type, 
are not so prevalent among the cen- 
tral Siberians. Among the northern 
Siberian peoples an aquiline nose is 
notable, perhaps affording a clue to 
the origin of the American Indian. 

Notable are the large number of old 
Stone Age sites found scattered 
through the Russian dominions. Many 
of these consist only of fragments of 
crude stone implements characteristic 
of this dawn period of the present 
human race in tiurope. At some places 
the implements were intermingled 
with the bones of extinct animals that 
flourished during Kurope’s ice ages, 
such as the woolly mammoth. 

The Smithsonian publication con- 
stitutes a fairly comprehensive pic- 
ture of Soviet anthropology during 
and since the war.

at correspondence have failed. Could 
any of you give our English collector 
friends a hand by supplying informa- 
tion? 

Mr. Hinchley gives the firearms 
collectors of America more than fair 
warning in keeping a weather eye out 
for anti-firearms laws in all shapes 
and sizes. No matter how innocuous 
they may seem; once on the books it 
is difficult to remove them. Did you 
know for example that English re- 
strictions apply (1) “or eny weapons 
firing a ball cartridge from a rifled- 
barrel, for any powder-firing hand- 
gun, and that this can take in a lot of 
territory, even antique guns, should 
the authorities deign to consider them 
within the bounds of tne law. Do you 
know that most air-guns are also 
covered by these restrictions? In other 
words, there just isn’t anything that 
cannot be taken under the law’s “Pro: 
tective” wing should it so desire and 
Firearms Certificates (Permits) are 
required for practically everything. 
Think this over, collectors, when the 
next law is offered for approval.

Firearms Exhibit 


An interesting collection of fire- 
arms of about the period 1620 to 1783 
was recently placed on display in the 
special exhibition hall of the Roch- 
ester, N. Y. Museum of Arts and 
Sciences, according to W. Stephen 
Thomas, Museum Director. 

The exhibit includes various ex- 
amples of the arms used during 
colonial days. Powder horns of var- 
ious sizes, flintlock pistols and mus- 
kets. Of special interest is a musket 
dated 1758 which was made by Medad 
Hills at Goshen, Conn., for Noah 
North, an influential citizen of Tor- 
rington. There are also a Hessian 
musket used during the Revolution, 
guns used by the Indians, and a very 
fine example of French guns. 

That the equipment of the soldier 
of Colonial days was not streamlined 
is evident in the articles in the ex- 
hibit. The musketeer had to carry 
as part of his standard equipment a 
bandolier, primer, powder flask, bul- 
let bag, match case, sword, a case 
for his musket for rainy days, and a 
tin or brass pipe with holes to tet in 
air to keep the match from being ex- 
tinguished — all this in addition to

his musket which was a large and 
weighty affair. Some of the muskets 
are badly worn with stocks cracked 
and worn and _ mechanical parts 
burned out, testifying to the hard 
use to which they had been put. 

This display of arms was scheduled 
to run through March 31.

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THE SPENCER RIFLES AND CARBINES 


By ALBERT HENRY ROGERS 


The first Spencer Carbine caliber 
56-50-R.F., having a 20” barrel was 
made by the Burnside Rifle Co., at 
Providence, R. I., pat. Mar. 6, 1860. 
These models sometimes were called 
by the old timers the Indian model, 
because Gen. Geo. A. Custer used 
them in his Indian fighting with his 
Seventh U.S. Cavalry at the Battle 
of Washita, November 27, 1868. 


There ‘were ten or twelve different 
models of these guns manufactured, 
even shotguns as wet! as a revolver 
which we will come. to later, but 
space is limited for-details. Practic- 
ally all of the models were of the 
same principal — lever action with- 
in the stock and seven shot. The 
manufacture of these guns contin- 
ued to around 1872. 


One of these models manufactured 
in March 18, 1865, had a lug under 
the. trigger guard which could be 
turned, and the gun used as a single 
loader with the magazine kept in 
reserve until needed by the operator. 

For some reason, very little is 
known of the Spencer Revolver, other 
than the description in L. D. Satter- 
lee’s catalog of Firearms for the 
Collector, 1927, to which I owe a 
lot of my information. 

The revolver was of .32 Caliber R. 
F. short — 5 shot 234” bbl. and 
marked “Spencer Hammerless”. Ap- 
parently an efficient pocket weapon. 

A repeating shotgun was made 
around 1890, and still another model

in 1893. Both of these were slide or 
trombone action; a beautiful gun 
with checkered pistol grip and hard 
rubber butt plate. 

_ There are two Spencer catalogues 
in the Boston Public Library; the 
Armory was at Tremont and Cam- 
den Streets., occupying a part of 
the Chickering Piano Factory. An 
article on the Auction Sale was prin- 
ted in the Boston Post of September 
29, 1869. The company made a sur- 
plus of guns, and the Winchester 
Company bought them up and put 
them on sale from 1869 to 1872.

72 moving parts operated by an elec- 


tric motor which activates a wind-

and even chickens. In addition to the 
newspapers from which Mr: Pitcher 
makes papier mache, he uses bits of 
wood, tacks, sponges, and paint in 
building the model farm. Pitcher 
values it at $5,000. Some parts of the 
model farm are very intricate. A 
windmill wheel, for instance, consists 
of 49 pieces.

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Fossils Record 


Race Development 


A collection of minutely accurate 
casts of skulls and other fossil bones 
of primitive man and his apelike 
precursors which, it is hoped, will be 
a complete record of the development 
of the human race so far as known 
is being built up now at the Smith- 
sonian Institution. 

These relics are few and are scat- 
tered all over the world. Scientists 
heretofore have been forced to de- 
pend almost entirely on the original 
specimens. To examine these, in the 
past, has often required long jour- 
neys and has resulted in some serious 
misinterpretations where workers 
have relied on descriptions of others. 
Besides, the original relics may 
chance to be damaged or destroyed. 

A notable example, it is pointed 
out by Dr. T. D. Stewart, Smithson- 
ian curator of physical anthropology, 
is the recent disappearance of the 
skulls of China man, second oldest 
generally recognized member of the 
human race of which remains have 
been found. They were in Peiping 
at the start of the war. Now no trace 
can be found of them, and it seems 
probable that they , were lost in a 
ship sinking while on their way to a 
place of supposed safety. 

Fortunately for science, the Smith- 
sonian has minutely accurate casts 
of them. This is not the case, how- 
ever, with some other invaluable 
humanoid fossils. some of which are 
zealously guarded  in_ essentially 
private collections. If anything hap- 
pens to them it will be impossible to 
check on statements concerning them, 
which might turn out to be gross 
misinterpretations in the light of 
future developments. Once a cast 
has been made, however, it can be 
duplicated as often as necessary, and 
the record thus preserved.

Fish Collection Added 


To Smithsonian 


More than 200 species of fishes 
from the Persian Gulf and the Red 
Sea, collected by Donald S. Erdman, 
of the Smithsonian Institution staff, 
are being added to the collection of 
the U. S. National Museum. 

Mr. Erdman secured these _ scien- 
tific specimens while engaged in a 
fisheries survey of these waters for 
the Arabian-American Oil Co., which 
was concerned with the fish resources 
as a food source for its workers. 

The fishes of this region were 
among the first included in scien- 
tific collections a hundred or more 


years ago, largely French, German, 
and British. American collections, 
however, are deficient in material 
from this part of the world which is 
of exceptional historical interest. 
Among the Red Sea fishes, especial- 
ly, may be identified some of the 
species mentioned in the Bible. 
Collections of the weird fish life 
from great ocean depths south of 
Bermuda will be made this summer 
by Loren P. Woods, at present asso- 
ciate curator of fishes, National Mu- 
seum, who is in charge of the scien- 
tific workers on the Karyn, explora- 
tion ship of the Woods Hole Oceano- 
graphic Laboratory. The great 
depths, it is explained by Smithson- 
ian biologists, remain an almost un- 
touched field so far as knowledge of 
life forms is concerned. Some of the 
most fantastic fish types, adapted 
through millions of years to existence 
in darkness under enormous pres- 
sures are found in deep waters.

Gentians 

Close relatives of the gentians, 
which are known in North America 
and Europe as among the loveliest 
and most fragile of blue wildflowers, 
grow into trees as much as 15 feet 
high through a considerable area of 
the Andes. 

About 30 varieties of small shrub- 
by trees of the mountain rain forests 
undoubtedly belong to the same fam- 
ily, according to a paper by Joseph 
Ewan, of Tulane University, recently 
issued by the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion. 

Only a botanist, however, would re- 
cognize these trees as blood brothers 
of the little fringed gentian of Amer- 
ican meadows. Their flowers are in 
clusters and vary from pale green to 
golden yellow. Several of the varie- 
ties still are known only from single 
specimens in American or European 
collections. 

The gentians are a highly varied 
and widely dispersed family of the 
plant kingdom. Moré than 400 vari- 
eties now are recognized by botanists, 
the majority of them being small 
wild perennials. The highly divergent 
genus discussed by Mr. Ewan pre- 
sumably originated in the Andean 
region of southern Colombia and 
northern Ecuador and has spread 
tenuously north and south, reaching 
as far as Costa Rica on the one hand 
and Bolivia on the other.

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PLAYING CARDS 


PLAYING CARDS GO TO COLLEGE 


By H. BRUCE SPENCER 


An excerpt from a recent editorial 
in The Chicago Tribune—“A report 
by the office of education discloses 
that the United Sates, with an enroli- 
ment of 2,408,249 students in its 1788 
colleges and universities, has more 
young people receiving higher educa- 
tion than all the rest of the nations 
together”. 

Ever since playing cards have been 
used as an advertising medium (for 
perhaps about 75 years) decks have 
been issued for colleges. These serve 
not only as a high class form of ad- 
vertising but they also have been 
popular among the students as sou- 
venirs of their college days. 

The playing card manufacturers 
have evidently endeavored to place 
these college decks upon a high order 
of workmanship. Examination of a 
collection reveals many items of gilt, 
silver or bronze printing ink, together 
with bright color combinations. There 
are numerous pictures as card-back 
designs of well known (at least to the 
students) college buildings and cam- 
pus, landmarks, together with the 
official seals of the colleges. For in- 
stance, decks from Dartmouth, gold 
or silver background with wide black 
border ;another deck in green and black 
with silver border, all with pictures 
of buildings. 

It is not possible to use the space 
here to describe in like detail all the 
following cards: “Alumnae House” of 
Smith College; ‘Univerisity Hall,” 
Illinois U.; “Bell Tower” at Univer- 
sity of North Carolina; “Fay House”, 
also “Alice, Mary, Longfellow” Hall 
at Radcliffe; “The Rotunda”, Univer- 
sity of Virginia; “Presidents House”, 
another of “Wren Building” at Wil- 
liam and Mary College” Williams- 
burg; ‘Nassau Hall” at Princeton 
University; and Statue of Lincoln at 
University of Wisconsin.

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SEVEN STRATEGIC METALS 


By W. SCOTT LEWIS 


Some metals are very abundant 
and their ores are to be found in 
nearly every country. Others are 
relatively rare and workable deposits 
are widely scattered and only a few 
countries produce them in any 
quantity. Unfortunately, some of the 
metals of importance to industry are 
quite rare and lack of them would 
be a very serious matter during a 
war. 

Our own country originally had 
vast natural resources and an ample 
supply of most of the metals essen- 
tial to our economy, but these re- 
sources are dwindling at an alarming 
rate and a number of metals are in 
such short supply that they are 
classed as “strategic”. 

We heard a great deal about tin 
during the last war and we are all 
familiar with its use as a protective 
coating on cans which made the 
shortage seem of immediate import- 
ance to each of us. The principal tin 
ore is cassiterite, a very heavy 
mineral that is usually black al- 
though it may be brown, red or 
yellow. It is most apt to occur in 
granitic rocks, especially the very 
coarse form known as pegmatite. An 
intensive search has been made for 
it in this country where granite is 
abundant, and small amounts have 
been found in a number of localities. 
However none of them promise much 
production although a, California 
mine shipped an appreciable amount 
during the latter part of the war. 

Perhaps the most important stra- 
tegic metal is tungsten as it makes 
all mass production possible. Steel 
alloyed with tungsten is so hard that 
it cuts other steel like butter, taking 
off shavings at the rate of five feet a 
second. When the war started, we 
were largely dependent on China for 
our tungsten and the shutting off of 
our supply seemed a serious matter 
although the situation ultimately 
proved far from hopeless. 


One of the tungsten ores is 
scheelite, a mineral that is found 
on contacts between granitic rocks 
and limestone. Scheelite resembles 
limestone so closely that the search 
for it would be slow and difficult ex- 
cept for the fact that it fluoresces 


under ultraviolet light. This fact 
made it easy for prospectors equip- 
ped with portable Mineralights to 
visit favorable localities at night and 
turn the invisible untra-violet rays 
on the rocks, whereupon particles of 
scheelite would show a blue or golden 
luminosity. In this way enough new 
scheelite deposits were discovered to 
supply our essential needs. 


Nickel has never been found in this 
country in appreciable quantity al- 
though the minerals garnierite and 
pentlandite occur in small amounts 
in Washington. However the largest 
nickel deposit in the world is located 
only about 50 miles north of Lake 
Huron, so we do not need to worry 
about our supply. 


-Chromium is obtained largely from 
the mineral chromite which is heavy 
and black and so much like some of 
the iron ores in appearance that it 
is sometimes hard to distinguish 
from them although prospectors can 
often tell it by the brown powder 
which results when a boulder ss 
hammered. This metal is of great im- 
portance in making stainless steel 
and other alloys and it is unfortunate 
that we have to go to South Africa, 
Russia and the Philippines for the 
major part of our supply. There has 
been some production of chromite 
in northern California where the 
search is somewhat simplified by the 
fact that this mineral never occurs 
except in basic intrusive rocks like 
peridotite or else in the serpentine 
or tale formed by their alteration. 
Unfortunately, it occurs as lenses or 
nodules of no large size and the ores 
have to be hand picked, so the cost of 
production is rather great. Chromite 
sands sometimes accumulate as a re- 
sult of the weathering of Chromite- 
rich rocks and offer some possibility 
as a small source of supply. 

Antimony is a tin-white metal that 
is very heavy and brittle and rather 
soft. It is extensively used in battery 
plates, bearing metals and_ type 
metal as well as in the paint industry 
and in the flame-proofing of c:oth. 
The only ore of importance is stib- 
nite, a very soft, black mineral of 
medium weight that melts easily. 
About 92 per cent of the antimony 
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used in this country has to be im- 
ported and there seems little chance 
that any new domestic supply of con- 
sequence can be developed. 

Manganese was called “priority 
mineral number one” during the war 
because it is impossible to make 
steel without it, about 14 pounds of 
manganese being used in each ton 
of steel. It removes sulfur from the 
steel and prevents the formation of 
air bubbles that would weaken the 
finished product, and it also makes 
it possible to roll steel, something 
that cannot be done if it is not pre- 
sent. Our principal sources of supply 
in the past have been the Gold Coast 
of Africa, Russia, Brazil, the Philip- 
pines and Cuba. Only three per cent 
of the manganese used in _ this 
country is now produced at home 
although many deposits of low grade 
ore occur. The most common manga- 
nese ores are the oxides, pyrolusite, 
psilomelane and manganite which are 
black, and rhodonite, the silicate 
which is pink or rose colored and 
sometimes a gem stone, and rhodoch- 
rosite which is some shade of red. 

Mercury was classed as strategic 
during the war but the price reached 
such a high level that it became 
profitable to work a number of de- 
posits in Texas, Oregon, Nevada and 
especially California where at one 
time about 60 mines were in opera- 
tion. The combined output of all 
these properties took care of the 
most pressing needs but it is evident 
that our resources could not stand 
any prolonged strain. The chief 
mercury ore is cinnabar, the sulfide. 
This contains over 86 per cent mer- 
cury when pure and it is extremely 
heavy and usually of a deep red 
color. 

The population of the country is 
increasing rapidly and industries of 
all kinds are steadily expanding. As 
a result there is a gréater demand 
for metals each decade, while our 
reserves are steadily shrinking. Even 
the highest grade of iron ore will 
be largely gone in less than 20 years 
although there is enough low grade 
material to last for a long time. Our 
lead and zinc mines will be prac- 
tically exhausted within a few years 
and it is doubtful if copper can con- 
tinue to be produced at the present 
rate for more than 10 years. Our 
silver is 84 per cent gone, while only 
25 per cent of our pre-war grade 
of bauxite remains. 

It is to be hoped that the present 
interest in the earth sciences will 
lead to the discovery of new deposits 
of valuable minerals but each year 
they become harder to find while the 
country steadily drifts into the un- 
enviable position of a  have-not 
nation. 
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Fluorescence — Phenomenon of Fancy

It is one of the 
dominating motives in _ buying. 
Whether it be clothes, carpets or 
cars, the selection of most personal 
purchases hinges on a pleasing com- 
bination of colors. 

Design is also a major factor in 
making a purchase. The form of an 
article often sways the prospect to 
signing on the dotted line. Function- 
al characteristics are usually taken 
for granted because most manufac- 
turers are reputable. 

Now what has this to do with the 
phenomenon of fluorescence? It has 
a definite meaning for the hobbyist 
and those who sell to the hobbyist, 
for they are buying and selling pleas- 
ure, and the color of their fluores- 
cent objects give them great satis- 
faction. They enjoy looking at the 
startling colors and unusual torms, 
and explaining these phenomena to 
their friends. 

I am a neophyte in the field of 
fluorescence, and since my interest 
has been of short duration, it is not 
difficult to remember vividly my first 
glimpse of a flourescent mineral dis- 
play. It was a thrilling sight to see 
those rocks (after proper coaching 
I now call them “specimens”) which 
looked just like those I used to 
stumble over in the Ozark Moun- 
tains of Missouri, change from drab 
and prosaic- -looking objects to mas- 
terpieces of art, alive with vivid 
bright reds and. greens, and _ sub- 
dued with soft shades of blue and 
that experience gave me an under- 
standing of the reason why collect- 
ors of fluorescent minerals are us- 
ually godly men and women. Anyone 
who sees this transformation must 
inevitably be convinced that an-all 
powerful influence is at work. 

Little did I realize, when a student 
at Pomona College, that my room- 
mate, Tom warren, was destined 
to play a major role in developing 
an absorbing hobby for millions. But 
that is exactly what has been done,

Ask New Zealanders 


A press release from Quentin Pope 
in Wellington, New Zealand, says 
that gold mining in that country is 


something in which: there isn’t any. 


profit any more. Mr. Pope explains 
the situation thus: 

“New Zealand has provided this 
example of what most folks would 
say was impossible. It came about 
because the Laborite government de- 
cided to bring the New Zealand 
pound, which for 15 years had held 
its level at 25 per cent off sterling, 
back to parity with the British 
pound. 

“The Laborites’ move was an ef- 
fort to check the rise of living costs 
here and will enable the government 
to reduce payments to the farmers, 
who furnish more than 90 per cent 
of the country’s exports. But the 
move hit at New Zealand’s only im- 
portant nonfarm export—its metals, 
chief of them gold. 

“Gold mining here is expensive, 
carried out ‘with old and inefficient 
machinery. Much work was started 
by a previous government as a phase 
of its depression relief policy. 

The Laborites’ exchange policy has 
put the gold mining town of Waihi, 
which has 4,000 people, in immediate 
peril. The Martha mine, in which 500 
of the local workers are employed, 
was estimated to have a life of only 
five years even before the Laborites 
changed the foreign exchange ratio 
and thus trimmed 20 per cent off the 
export value of gold and hence off 
the local market rate, too. 

“The finance ministry has turned 
thumbs down on a subsidy for the 
Martha mine. 

“The result is the whole Waihi 
area is hit. One-third of its revenue 
came from gold. The local taxpayers 
are paying one-eighth of the capital 
value of their properties each year 
in taxes, yet the total budget of the 
region is only $36,800. Of this the 
gold tax furnishes $8,000, so that 
without it the place is going to be 
worse off than it was 45 years ago. 

“The local leaders want some ac- 
tion resulting from the tobogganing 
of gold values through the exchange 
move. They are asking a long term 
government loan free of interest, the 
ending of miners’ rights which ex- 
empt much land from local taxes, 
and the pushing of an industrial pro- 
gram. 

Community leaders are now sitting 
in with the chamber of commerce, the 
manufacturer’s association, the min- 
er’s union and retailers’ representa- 
tive in the effort to map a plan to 
keep their town alive. Manufactur- 
ers in Auckland, the nearest large 
city, have projects to build plants in 
Waihi, but must be aided by priori- 
ties for construction materials and 
machinery.”

Practically all of the “topaz” seen 
in jewelry stores is actually the form 
of quartz known as citrine by mineral 
students. It is one point softer than 
genuine topaz and it lacks the distinct 
cleavage of that rather uncommon 
gem, but it is a handsome stone that 
wears quite well and costs materially 
less than genuine topaz. The best 
citrine comes from Brazil and the 
highest quality of rough material is 
being quoted at $14.00 an ounce by 
New York importers. A somewhat 
different shade which runs more to an 
amber yellow comes from madagascar. 
Only small pieces seem to come on the 
market and large gems would prob- 
ably be quite expensive. 

Most of the/rough sapphire suitable 
for cutting seems to be coming from 
Australia at the present time. It is 
found as small pebbles in stream beds 
and some of these show perfect six- 
rayed stars when cut in cabochon and 
oriented properly. Unfortunately the 
presence of a star cannot be deter- 
mined by examining the rough pebble 
in advance of cutting.

Du RANC Coat-of-Arms 


RANC (du) de Vibrac—Languedoc. 
D’azur a rocher dor, mouvant de la 
pointe, somme de deux palmes d’ar- 
gent, accompagne en chef d’un crois- 
sant du meme et accostees de deux 
etoiles au roses, aussi d’argent. 

The above description of the du 
Rane Armorial Bearing is registered 
in Rietstap’s Armorial General fore- 
most authority on Continental Arms. 
It was borne by the ancient family in 
Languedoc who afterward fled France 
and emigrated to America. 

Translated into English Heraldic 
terms: The family of du Ranc of 
Vibrac in the Province of Languedoc. 
Azure a rock coming to a point or, 
from the point two palm branches be- 
tween a crescent in chief and two 
roses (or estoiles) in fesse argent. 

Translated into non-Heraldic terms: 
A blue (azure) shield on which is 
charged in the base a gold (or) rock, 
coming to a point. From this point 
issue two palm leaves between a cres- 
cent above (in chief), and two roses 
(sometimes 6-pointed stars) on the 
sides (in fesse), all of the silver (ar- 
gent) in color. As “color-names” are 
never repeated, all the symbols after 
the word “or” referring to the gold 
rock, are of the one color silver, or 
“argent,” which is placed after the 
last of the symbols, the roses. 

While in this case the rock is really 
the foundation for the palms, it also 
has its definite meaning of safety, 
refuge, and protection. 

The palm is the emblem of victory, 
justice, and royal honour. “All the 
victorious princes in olden times when 
returning in triumph from mighty 
enterprises, bore palm branches. David 
wrote in the Psalms: ‘The righteous 
shall flourish as the palm tree.’ In 
armoury, the palm branch is used as 
the symbol of a victory.” 

The crescent is symbolical of one 
who has been “enlightened and hon- 
oured by the gracious aspect of his 
sovereign.” The Crusaders who were 
victorious in Turkey, on their way to 
the Holy Land, wore the crescent on 
their Coats-of-Arms. 

The rose is the first among flowers 
and betokens beauty and grace. As 
all flowers, it is typical of hope and 
joy. Some branches of the family 
were granted stars instead of roses. 
These were also Crusader emblems, 
representing “those above the ruder 
sort of men, whose influence shone 
afar like the beams of the star.” 

The absence of crest and motto in 
the du Ranc Coat-of-Arms, “bespeak- 
eth its great antiquity.” 

Colors are representative of the 
personal characteristics of the orig- 
inal bearer, and are granted only if 
he be worthy. Blue signifies loyalty 
and truth; silver, sincerity and peace; 
gold, generosity and elevation of mind. 

A Coat-of-Arms is not considered 
complete without being decorated with 
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the mantling and helmet, which the 
men in medieval times, wore. The 
mantling was a large scarf of heavy 
cloth or leather thrown over the hel- 
met to protect the neck from the heat 
of the sun; the armour from rust; 
and to foil the enemy’s sword. When 
Coats-of-Arms became popular as dec- 
oration in the home, there were cer- 
tain rules adopted for their use. One 
was the conventionalizing of the torn 
mantling which the heroes of the day 
were proud to show when they re- 
turned from a conflict. In a hend- 
painting, wood carving or other -e- 
productions these mantlings must have 
the main color of the Coat-of-Arms 
on the outside, and the main metal 
for the lining. There must also be a 
wreath of the colors holding the mant- 
ling on to the helmet, six strands 
showing the first of the metal, second 
of the color, and then alternating. 
Upon this six-strandéd wreath the 
crest ‘ests, should there be one 
granted, but in this picture there is 
no crest nor wreath, and the mantling 
is thrown above the helmet to make 
a decorative finish. 

Have you ever heard the Moravian 
Easter morning service on the air 
from Winston-Salem, North Carolina? 
Then do listen to it this year. You 
will never forget it. You might tire 
of it before it is over unless you love 
horns as J do—it seems rather weird 
and monotonous at times, but some- 
how I just want to keep on listening. 
It is very early—I believe 5 a.m. 
Central Standard time—anyway the 
first one I hear after my alarm rings 
to waken me for the marvellous un- 
rolling of Resurrection services across 
the land. 

A beautiful devotional service in 
the church is followed by the members 
walking through their ancient grave- 
yard or “God’s Acre,” to honor their 
deceased loved ones, accompanied by 
the strains of their quaint, but favor- 
ite hymns, played by 400 horns!! The 
sustained notes of these horns (whose 
players are stationed near the 44 cor- 
ners, but outside the cemetery) with 
their crescendos and diminuendos 
sound like a great organ, but have a 
mellowness that can only come in the 
outdoor air of the early morning. 
Listen to this ceremony which has 
been taking place for, I believe, over 
200 years, and learn of the customs 
of these saintly, sincere, and inter- 
esting people. 

In this article I mention this uni- 
que ceremony because it will be near 
Easter when you read it, and—be- 
cause the du Rancs were Moravians 
in Europe. This group broke away 
from their church long before Lu- 
ther’s Reformation, the oldest of those 
who asserted their rights of freedom 
of worship “according to the dictates 
of their own consciences.”

First the du Ranes lived in Langue- 
doc near the Mediterranean, where 
this Coat-of-Arms was granted; then 
they moved to Paris, residing there 
during the reign of Louis XIV. The 
name is still a familiar one in that 
section. . 

We are all well acquainted with 
the stories of the persecution of the 
Huguenots (the French word for Pro- 
testants)—how, particularly during 
the reign of Louis XIV., their home, 
economic, industrial, and religious life 
were so crushed that they finally fled 
to other lands. Among these refugees 
were a Huguenot clergyman and his 
son by the name of du Rane, the first 
known of the ancestors of the Ameri- 
can family. One night (about 1680, 
even before the Edict of Nantes had 
been abolished), they fled toward Ger- 
many, and after a terrible journey of 
about 200 miles, they came to the 
Rhine, and staid at the free Alsatian 
city of Strassbourg. Alsace and Lor- 
raine were alternately owned by Ger- 
many and France over a long period. 
At this time they were devoted to the 
Protestant cause, and welcomed those 
who had been suffering persecution 
pecause of adhering to their rights. 

Many a family has had the name 
changed in that region—both from a 
German to a French form, and from 
a French to a German form. The 
Ranes or du Ranecs, there changed 
their name to the German form 
RANCK, perhaps because they were 
then on German ground, and also be- 
cause they wished to lose their iden- 
tification. 

In 1681, less than a year after their 
move to Strassbourg, Louis XIV seized 
that territory, and the Huguenots 
(Moravains included) again suffered 
persecutions. In 1685 he revoked the 
Edict of Nantes, and from that time 
on Huguenots had to worship God in 
secret. 

As fast as possible they left France 
and Germany, setting in Scotland and 
England, and many crossing the deep 
blue sea in sail boats for America. 
Holland was very kind to these re- 
fugees. Some made it their perma- 
nent home, others staid only till they 


“could get passage to America. 


“In 1724 the new king Louis XV 
renewed the persecutions and the 
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Rancks decided to try to escape to 
America. They sold their possessions, 
turned it into gold, hid it in their 
belts about them, and waited for a 
chance to escape. The opportunity 
came in 1728 when a body of Mor- 
avians of the neighborhood kingdom 
of Saxony, aided by Count Zizendorf, 
started to find a new home among 
the Protestants who were colonizing 
Pennsylvania. 

“They sent word to the Rancks, 
and when their vessel sailing down the 
Rhine stopped near Strassbourg, John 
Michael Ranck, his brother Philip and 
their families were smuggled aboard 
and escaped with the Moravians to 
Holland. From Holland they sailed 
in the English ship ‘Mortan House,’ 
and landed at Philadelphia August 
24th, 1728. Here along with other 
refugees they settled in the wilder- 
ness which afterward became Lan- 
caster county. While Sir Patrick Gor- 
don was the Proprietary Governor, 
they founded the town New Holland, 
in grateful remembrance of the coun- 
try that had protected them.” 

This material on the du Rane and 
Ranck families in Europe and Amer- 
ica was furnished me by my very fine 
client, Mrs. Ralph A. Ranck of 
Brownsville, Indiana, who is compil- 
ing a genealogy on this family and 
allied families, and for whom [| had 
established the Coat-of-Arms here pic- 
tured. She in turn received some of 
her data from others who have been 
working on it for years; among these 
are Dayton L. Ranck, Bucknell Uni- 
versity, Lewisburg, Pa.; D. G. Ranck, 
Bareville, Lancaster Co., Pa.; and Rev. 
A. Stapleton, a local historian in the 
region of Lewisburg. 

Mrs. Ranck also sends notes about 
the first comers of the name and 
descendants: 
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“John Michael Ranck (1701-1778) 
was the first to arrive. His sons 
George Michael and John went to 
Surry Co., N. C. and there is no more 
information about them. Other chil- 
dren were Philip (1734-1815) from 
whom the Ohio and Indiana lines come; 
Samuel (1742-1815); Valentine (1747- 
1839) ; Margaret who married Philip 
Grosh; Barbara who married Jacob 
Steiglman; Christiana who married a 
Fockler, and Mary who married 
Christopher Grosh. 

“Samuel (above), belonged to the 
first battalion of the Flying Camp 
organized in Pennsylvania in 1776, 
commanded by Col. Cummingham. 
Samuel was in the battle of Long 
Island and also with Washington when 
he crossed the Delaware, and early 
next morning was one of the cold and 
hungry victors of the battle of Tren- 
ton. He was in the battle of Ger- 
mantown and later contributed from 
the products of his farm to relieve 
the suffering of General Wayne’s sol- 
diers who were quartered not far from 
his farm. He was also one of the 
volunteers who guarded the Hessians 
when they were removed from Lan- 
caster to Philadelphia. In 1778 he 
helped equip the cavalry of Count 
Pulaski which he partly recruited in 
his section of the state. 

Margaret (Ranck) Grosh helped to 
embroider the famous crimson banner 
that was given to Pulaski as a token 
of gratitude for the protection given 
the Moravians by the Count during 
the military occupation of the town 
of Bethlehem, Pennsylvania.” 

We are very glad indeed to add this 
interesting story of these Huguenots, 
the du Ranc-Ranck family, to our 
collection of Armorial families in 
HopBiEs Magazine.

In January 1948, the TYSON fam- 
ily was featured in these columns. A 
descendant wrote more, later, that 
would have been splendid to have in- 
cluded but if course she did not know 
about the forthcoming article. More 
than a year later we are now incor- 
porating these notes in the correspon- 
dent’s section, which we often have to 
omit, and while we ask pardon for the 
delay, perhaps these notes will attract 
the attention of some who did not see 
the first article. The following notes, 
then, are from Helen Tyson Woods of 
Kingston, Mass., who has corresponded 
with Tysons from every part of the 
country. She has selected some very 
prominent members of the large 
family. 

“Theodore Roosevelt was descended 
from one branch of the Tysons; and 
the late Senator Lawrence Tyson of 
Tennessee was from the North Caro- 
lina branch, which settled in the vic- 
inity of Farmville, N. C., all however, 
being descended from Reynier Tyson 
and his brother who came to Philadel- 
phia or Germantown. 

“The original Tysons were from 
Holland, emigrated from there to 
Crefel, Germany, and thence to Eng- 
land. There they were Quakers, and 
many of them are yet. They came 
from England to America the year 
following William Penn, and many 
branches of the family have lived in 
Pennsylvania and Maryland through 
10 to 12 generations. 

“One, Jesse Tyson, discovered chrome 
on his father’s farm near the Pennsy- 
From there it 
was shipped all over the world and 
Jesse Tyson became many times a 
millionaire. 

“Another interesting Tyson de- 
scendant was the founder of the Wal- 
green system of Drug Stores. He took 
Walgreen into partnership with hin, 
thus the name of the chain. 

“Another of interest is one of the 
‘60 wealthiest families in the U. S.’ 


This is Helen Tyson (name the 
same as.mine). The source of her 
great wealth was not stated; possibly 
she may have been heir to the Tyson 
Theatrical Corporation of New York. 

Helen Tyson Woods also mentions 
noteworthy historical activities before 
and during the Revolution, in which 
ancestors of hers were engaged. We 
are indebted to her for this contri- 
bution. 

“Jt is a help to manhood, to culture, to piety, 
to know one’s self akin to those who suffered 
oppression and made noble sacrifices for the sake 
of conscience, helped to found her great Western 
civilization, or rallied to the defence of the infant 
nation when its life hung in the balance. Not to 
take a genuine interest in one’s forefathers is 
almost as indefensible as to be vain because they 
were in some way notable.”
